DRUNK DRIVING'S 
LEGAL LIMITS 


The Massachusetts Senate last week 


unanimously approved a measure that 
| 
| 
| 


would lower from 0.10 percent to 0.08 
percent the blood-alcohol level used to de- 


| termine whether a motorist is driving while 
| drunk. The House is expected to take up 


the measure soon. If the threshold is low- 
ered, the number of people convicted of 
drunk driving could rise — which, in the 
view of one Boston lawyer, means that 
even more Bay State motorists will be 
wrongly accused of drunk driving. 

“I think it’s a bad law because the 
Breathalyzer is a bad test, whatever the 
level used,” says attorney Richard Abbott. 
“You’re giving more credence to a flawed 
test.” 

Abbott, who claims he’s never lost a 


| drunk-driving case, has written a pamphlet 


entitled Drunk Driving Defense: Don’t Be 
Wrongly Accused. In the guide, which he 
sells by mail for $5, Abbott offers advice 
on what to do if you’re stopped by a police 
officer for drunk driving. Tip number one: 
don’t take the Breathalyzer test. Tip num- 
ber two: even if you agree to take the test 
— and flunk — don’t panic. A savvy 
lawyer (say, Richard Abbott?) can proba- 
bly get the results thrown out of court. 

In Drunk Driving Defense, Abbott also 
explains strategies for discrediting field so- 
briety tests and discusses court decisions 
that may affect future drunk-driving legis- 
lation (for instance, the Florida Supreme 
Court recently ruled that police officers 
may not ask someone to recite the alpha- 
bet to determine if that person is drunk). 

Abbott is well aware that he’s champi- 
oning an unpopular cause — “Occasional- 


| ly, | get messages on my machine saying 


I’m a scumbag,” he admits — but insists 


that he’s only out to protect innocent peo- 
ple from a system that’s rigged: “From my 
observation, it’s clear that there are an aw- 
ful lot of people who may have had one 
drink or no drinks who — because a police 
officer wrote up an unfavorable report — 
felt they had to plead guilty.” 

Abbott is quick to condemn drunk 
drivers, but says that publicity surrounding 
a few high-profile cases has created a cli- 
mate of paranoia, leading to a perversion of 
justice. He believes that judges and juries 
frequently presume that accused drunk 
drivers are guilty before they’ve been tried, 
and that the law unfairly penalizes drivers 
who refuse to take the Breathalyzer test by 
stripping them of their licenses for 120 
days, whether they’re found guilty or not. 

Says Abbott: “That goes against every 
constitutional safeguard we have.”

BULGER BACKER 
FEELS THE HEAT 


Essex County Assistant District Attorney 
John Keenan launched a campaign this 
week to unseat State Senator Fred Berry 
(D-Peabody), thus becoming the first Sen- 
ate challenger to ally himself with Demo- 
cratic reformers led by Senator Bill Keat- 
ing (D-Sharon). 

“Unlike Senator Berry, | am committed 
to the removal of Senate President William 
Bulger [D-South Boston] from that lead- 
ership post,” says Keenan. “I am also 
strongly committed to opposing anyone 
who is selected from Bulger’s leadership 
team to complete the Senate president’s 
term in 1994 should the president decide 
to step aside.” 

Keenan, 28, graduated cum laude from 
Harvard, where he played football, in 1987, 
and cum laude from Suffolk Law School in 
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1992. His law professors named him recipi- 
ent of the Leo J. Wyman Award, given to 
the graduating student who “has contribut- 
ed the most in advancing the civic and pro- 
fessional responsibilities of a lawyer.” 
Keenan has served on the Salem Democrat- 
ic City Committee since 1988, and has the 
support of former state representative 
Bruce McLaughlin, a Salem Democrat. 

“As the future father-in-law of the candi- 
date,” says McLaughlin, “I’m very enthusi- 
astic.” Keenan will be married to Kara 
McLaughlin in June. Bruce McLaughlin 
predicts Keenan will raise at least $65,000 
for the challenge to Berry. 

Asked whether the Keenan campaign was 
behind a poll taken in Berry’s district 
(Peabody, Salem, Beverly, and Danvers) 
last fall on the issue of Berry and Bulger, 
McLaughlin answered, “We’re aware of 
that poll, and I really don’t want to com- 
ment any more other than to say we con- 
ducted it and we’re very happy the way it 
turned out.” 

Berry, who is Bulger’s second assistant 
majority leader and vice-chairman of the 
Committee on Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment, easily beat back a primary chal- 
lenge in 1992 by former Beverly-Peabody 
Times reporter Bill Dermody, who also criti- 
cized Berry for his ties to Bulger. But 
Keenan says things have changed: “The to- 
tal erosion of confidence in the Senate has 
been evident for years. It is because Senator 
Berry has failed to understand this and con- 
tinues to insist that our district and our state 
will be better served by . . . Bulger, that I, 
and others like myself across the state, will 
stand and challenge the status quo.” 

“The big picture here,” responds Berry, 
“is what Fred Berry has done for the Sec- 
ond Essex District, and what Fred Berry 
will do. I’ve had people run against me for 
years. The only new variable is Billy Keating 
and his consultant, Michael Goldman.” 

Asked whether Bulger would be a major 
issue for his constituents this year, Berry 
answers, “I’m not in a position to say right 
now. Ask me in September. I do my job 
well, I believe, and I work very hard to do 
it. I feel I'll get elected again.”

WEEKLY READERS 


Maybe Jim Hopson will get to build his 
suburban newspaper empire after all. Back 
in the ’80s, when he was publisher of the 
Middlesex News, he dreamed of turning 
that paper into a Route 9 powerhouse. He 
hired bigfoot editor Ken Hartnett to give 
the place heft, and spent serious dough on 
Boston-based talent. When the recession 
hit and Hartnett asked Hopson whether 
they’d imported too many high-priced 
staffers, the publisher replied: “You hired 
more people than you can afford. Not 
more than you needed.” 

In 1988, three years before Hartnett was 
forced out by the bottom-line-conscious 
Texas owners, Hopson quietly left the 
News, admitting later he’d had philosophi- 
cal differences with the bosses. After a few 
years in South Jersey as publisher of the At- 
lantic City Press, Hopson is now returning 
to the Boston area as president and chief 
operating officer of the Fidelity-owned 
Community Newspaper Company (CNC). 

With 65 papers stretching from the 
North Shore to Cape Cod, CNC has slowly 
but surely been amassing a suburban arma- 
da that hopes to plunder the Boston Globe’s 
fertile advertising base. Hopson adds pub- 
lishing savvy to an organization that seemed 
to lack experienced leadership at the top.

After closing down the 120-year-old 
weekly several weeks ago, publisher Eric 
Benjamin has reached an agreement to res- 
urrect the paper — in hybrid form — as 
part of the rival Journal chain.

“We want the Review to be a forum for 
very thoughtful and literary material — not 
too scholarly, not too fluffy,” says associate 
editor Diane Hamer. “We don’t feel there’s 
a place for that in gay and lesbian publish- 
ing right now.” 

That commitment is visible in the first is- 
sue, which features novelist Andrew Holler- 
an’s “My Harvard: Self-Portrait of the Nov- 
elist as a Young Man.” Also inside are Phil 
Gambone’s interview with The Revolution 
of Little Girls author Blanche McCrary 
Boyd, and “Fruits, Nuts, and Chocolate: 
The Politics of Sexual Identity,” a speech 
delivered by psychologist April Martin (au- 
thor of The Lesbian and Gay Parenting 
Handbook) in March 1993. 

The quarterly is still looking for contribu- 
tors, who needn’t have any formal connec- 
tion to Harvard. Subscriptions are $16 a 
year; the Review’s address is Box 1809, 
Cambridge 02238. — Liz Galst

RENOWNED REAGAN 
Five years ago: February 3, 1989 
>» One month into the Bush Administration, James G. Her- 
shberg reviewed the end of the Reagan era. By national-opin- 
ion poll estimates, the Gipper had been quite a popular guy. 
“If one can believe the polls, Americans bestowed a higher 
approval rating on Reagan as he left office than they had on 
any previous departing president since the advent of the na- 
tional-opinion survey. Remarkably, after a succession of presi- 
dents who'd left the office in disgrace or disappointment, and 
after the nadir of the Iran-contra affair, from late 1986 
through the autumn of 1987, Reagan in his final weeks ap- . 
peared to attain a sort of quasi-divine status that eclipsed even 
the high popularity he’d enjoyed when first inaugurated.” 


EARLY HARDCORE 

10 years ago: February 7, 1984 

>» When grunge was still the word for what you found under 
the chassis of an old car, hardcore was a driving force. John 
Piccarella analyzed the music and wondered about its future. 

“The hardcore cults never looked to the media to air 
their attitude; moreover, they used the shock of their ap- 
pearance to create alienation. Their every ‘fuck you’ wasn’t 
aimed at anyone, just screamed loud enough to shut the 
world out. Two notable exceptions who released EPs late 
last year are outsider-insiders the Minutemen and Hiisker 
Dii, from Minneapolis (an outside scene altogether). 

“Like X and the Clash, neither the Minutemen nor Hiisker 
Dii belong to the subculture from which they sprang. Given | 
that what was once punk turned into ‘new wave,’ who knows | 
what commercial paradox these bands will inspire.” 


WOLF ON WILLIAMS 

15 years ago: February 6, 1979 

» Peter Wolf has long been known for his rambling on- 
stage monologues. In his interview with James Isaacs, Wolf 
discussed someone who had a reputation for both mono- 
logues and dialogues. 

“Tennessee Williams came up when we were recording | 
Monkey Island. | was doing some of the vocals at two | 
o’clock in the morning. The door opened and there’s Ten- | 
nessee Williams with his entourage. ‘Play me something,’ he 
said. I played him unfinished versions of ‘Surrender’ and 
‘Monkey Island.’ He said, “‘You’re now talking about mys- 
tery, dealing with the darker realm. I hope you know where 
this might lead you.’ A lot of people have written’ him off as 
an artist, yet he gets up every day at six in the morning and 
writes for four or five hours. A really disciplined man.” 


NAUGHTY NIXON 
20 years ago: February 5, 1974 


» In a special contribution to the Phoenix, Congressman | 


| Jerome R. Waldie voiced the public’s grievances about the 


Watergate scandal. 
“The investigation by the Senate Watergate Committee 
has revealed that the abuses committed in the name of | 
Richard Nixon, with the knowledge of his intimates and | 
advisers, financed with funds donated to or extorted by his | 
re-election committee and managed from the White House | 
itself, involved widespread illegal and immoral acts. This | 
program of harassment, lies, forgeries, bugging, thefts, and | 
the rest was not against the nation’s enemies, and not even | 
against the Democratic Party, but against you and me, citi- | 
zens of the United States.” 


HUMBLE WOODY 

25 years ago: February 5, 1969 

>» Arnold Reisman interviewed the young actor, writer, and 
director Woody Allen backstage at the Colonial Theatre dur- | 
ing the pre-Broadway run of Allen’s Play It Again, Sam. He | 
found the successful Allen to be surprisingly self-depreciating. | 

“As he talked and shifted -

Boston struggles to overcome 


defections and recriminations

t Boston magazine it is 

known as the “Kodak 

moment.” Editor Mike 

Roberts, recovering 

from both colon-can- 

cer surgery and a year of dramatic 
staff upheaval, is passing the time one 
January eve with a few colleagues at 
the bar in St. Botolph Restaurant, 
marking the departure of chief copy 
editor Sharon Slodki. This very day, 
there’s an “Inside Track” item in the 
Boston Herald claiming 
there’s been a shoutfest 
between the beleaguered 
Roberts and his suppos- 
edly mutinous managing 
editor, Art Jahnke, in 
front of brand-new pub- 
lisher Alan Klein.

amused and perhaps be- 


the appearance of the third player. 
Right on cue, in walks Klein, who 
ambles over to the waiting Hartman. 
After quickly sizing up the situation, 
Klein and Hartman exit in a hasty, 
embarrassed rush. Roberts is left to 
sip his drink and ponder his, future. 
That’s the way it’s been lately at 
Boston. The nation’s top-performing 
city magazine during the go-go ’80s 
has entered the 90s with a loud 
grinding of gears — and plenty of un- 
certainty. Not only has the recession 


pages are down from a high of about 
2000 in 1986 to just under 900 last 
year — but the publication has also 
suffered from the large-scale turnover 
of top personnel. After presiding over 
the ’80s boom, popular editor David 
Rosenbaum was cashiered in late 
1990 and replaced by Roberts, a 
crusty veteran of Cleveland magazine 
and the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 
Long-time publisher Jim Kuhn was 
let go in 1991, to be followed in 
quick succession by Bill Barber (now 


| magazine-group publisher at the Bos- 
| ton Phoenix) and Klein. 


But nothing can match the rapid 
migration of the stable of writers, 
many of whom left dissatisfied and 
disillusioned with the management 
styles of both Roberts and Jahnke. 

Within a matter of weeks this past 
fall and winter, veteran senior editors 
John Strahinich and Margaret 
Pantridge, senior staff writer René 
Becker, senior editor Steve Buckley, 
and staff writers Sean Flynn and Beth

| cent Roberts hires — stampeded for 
| the exits. (To that group, you can add

research director Kathleen 
Hennrikus, and assistant to the editor 


| Pam Slattery.) 


By the time Klein parachuted in 


| from San Francisco Focus magazine, 
| in late October, the editorial depart- 
| ment looked like a ghost town. After 
| an initial search for the culprit, Klein 
| seems to have decided, at least for

' drink his way — before 


now, to move cautiously, staying with 
Roberts and touting Boston as a fun- 
damentally sound franchise that 
should float with the rising tide of the 
rebounding economy. 

But others aren’t so sure. From 
former Ingalls, Quinn & Johnson ad 
executive Harold Turin, who is 
preparing to launch a high-end con- 
sumer-and-lifestyle book to vie with 
Boston, to former publisher Kuhn, 
who is considering unveiling his own 
competing magazine, 
would-be Boston rivals 
are surveying the debris 
of the past few years and 
concluding that the 
magazine is weakened 
and vulnerable. 

“Our market research 
shows a very substantial 
thread of resentment on 
the part of almost all the 
advertisers we talk to,” 
says Turin, who retained 
former Boston art direc- 
tor Ken Silvia to design a 
prototype. “I think it was 
a much more popular 
magazine a few years 
ago,” he adds, pointing 
to the “constant turnover 
on the editorial staff.” 

Says Kuhn: “I think 
the recession did a hell 
of a lot less damage than manage- 
ment. I get the impression there’s no 
one there with a vision of what the 
magazine can be. . . no plan in place 
to pick up the lost business. I person- 
ally believe that for the first time in 15 
years, the magazine is vulnerable 
enough to be overtaken.” 

Some observers of Boston’s recent 
rash of troubles, most notably those 
who’ve pulled down a paycheck 
there, wonder aloud if it isn’t 
doomed to perpetual overdramatics 
and underachievement because of the 
flawed stewardship of out-of-town 
owner Herb Lipson, who lives in the 
Philadelphia area. 

“Boston magazine, since its incep- 
tion, has always been a very difficult 
place to work at,” says editor-turned- 
novelist Rosenbaum. “It’s been badly 
run, badly managed, 
and it has a dysfunction- 
al owner.” 

Aside from facilitating 
the game of masthead 
musical chairs, Lipson is 
most often accused of 
treating Boston as [ittle 
more than a line item on 
the ledger sheet. 

When the. magazine 
had a license to print 
money, in the mid to late 
"80s, Lipson plunged 
those profits into his ul- 
timately disastrous Man- 
hattan inc. magazine 
venture. 

When that led to a pe- 
riod of corporate belt- 
tightening, the money, 


out of Boston’s hide: re- 

sources were stretched, an editor and a 
publisher were cut loose, and the em- 
ployees were whacked with a pay cut. 


Roberts’s rules of order 

Mike Roberts was not the most 
likely choice to become Boston’s 10th 
editor in 20 years. For starters, the 
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KLEIN: taking a

former Vietnam correspondent for 
the Plain Dealer didn’t know much 
about Boston. And despite an exten- 
sive history working with metro mag- 
azines, this 53-year-old’s moderately 
gruff, slightly rumpled city-room de- 
meanor seems out of place at the 
glossy mag, which is housed in tony 
Horticultural Hall, across Mass Ave 
from Symphony Hall. 

Almost from the moment he ar- 
rived, in 1991, Roberts made a con- 
certed effort to meet and greet, shar- 
ing drinks and gossip with the movers 
and shakers, trying to get a feel for 
the city’s gestalt. He understood, for 
instance, the value of attending the 
wake of Frank Curley, son of the im- 
mortal James Michael Curley. He 
gained a reputation around town as a 
hail-fellow-well-met and inside the 
magazine as a pretty good idea man. 
At the outset, he seemed to bring 
some spark and energy to the maga- | 
zine’s pages. 

But internally, Roberts’s regiment- 
ed style was beginning to grate. The 9 | 
a.m. sign-in sheets and dress code — | 
though perhaps standard operating | 
procedure at many companies — | 
seemed gratuitous and counterpro- | 
ductive, since it mattered not if the | 
writer had been burning the midnight 
oil the night before or working in sit- 
uations that required ratty jeans and 
old sneakers. 

Considerably more significant was 
Roberts’s proclivity to put writers in | 
what became known as the “rolling 
doghouse,” his insistence on monitor- 
ing their whereabouts, and a distinctly 
non-touchy-feely style that favored | 
growling over hand-holding. Even 
Strahinich, the nine-year-veteran 
workhorse, star, and backbone of the | 
staff, was not immune from a lecture | 
if he showed up a few minutes late. 

“Mike’s major problem is that he 
wants to manage people, and he gets 
obsessed with that,” says Steve Buck- | 
ley. “The nicest thing I can say is that | 
he was brutally honest.” 

Adds Sean Flynn, who, like Buck- 
ley, had a short stay at the magazine: | 
“Mike threatened to fire me over the 9 | 
a.m. sign-in. He said, ‘Be here at nine | 
o’clock or don’t bother coming in.’ ” 

Morale began plummeting. Staffers | 
would meet at the nearby Rasmus | 
Café for bitch-and-moan 
sessions and to contem- 
plate leaving. Roberts, | 
feeling he wasn’t getting | 
maximum effort from his 
underlings, began leaning 
on them harder. They 
grew more unhappy. 
Whatever momentum 
Roberts initially estab- 
lished faded as the maga- 
zine’s stories grew more | 
predictable, softer, and 
staler. Roberts didn’t | 
have his ear close enough | 
to the ground to pick up | 
the festering discontent, | 
and his managing editor, 
Jahnke, seemed unwilling | 
or unable to alert him. 

A 10-year Boston em- | 
ployee who'd been a val- 
ued writer with a good- 
guy reputation, Jahnke was named 
managing editor shortly after Rob- 
erts’s arrival. As tensions mounted 
between the writers and Roberts, 
Jahnke seemed uncomfortably 
jammed in the middle, increasingly 
seen as the editor’s acquiescent 
henchman. He failed to step forward 
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as an advocate for aggrieved staffers, and 
he seemed intimidated by Roberts. Not 
surprisingly, he lost the trust and respect 
of the troops. 

The middle of three children, Jahnke 
admits, “I think I did tend to downplay 
conflict, and I think in retrospect that 
was a mistake. I think I tended to make 
situations less confrontational 
when confrontation might 
have been called for.” 

Though Roberts wouldn’t 
have minded seeing a few 
staffers leave, no one thinks he 
deliberately masterminded a 
mass migration. That is, with 
the exception of Herb Lipson 
himself, who says Roberts told 
him the resignations were 
“ ‘part of my plan.’ He wanted 
to reduce the staff of writers, 
have better editing, and use 
more freelance.” 

Strahinich, who says of his 
departure, “It was just time to 
go, it was now or never,” still 
contributes to Boston and is 
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Jahnke encouraged the new publisher to 
interview all available parties. With 
Roberts laid up after his surgery, the idea 
of a Jahnke coup began to circulate. The 
betting moved toward a Roberts dismissal. 
Then Klein passed the word that Roberts 
was at least temporarily safe. 

“The coup theory and conspiracy theory 
are simply false,” insists 
Jahnke. “The only person I 
encouraged to talk to anyone 
was the new publisher. I en- 
couraged him to talk to ev- 
eryone about everything.” 
And both Klein and Roberts 
deny the Herald’s tale of a 
public screaming match be- 
tween the editor and the 
managing editor. “That was 
an argument with Herb,” 
Roberts says with a laugh. 

Klein, who says tersely 
that “Mike’s contract has 
been renewed,” while ac- 
knowledging cryptically that 
“the terms of his contract 
have changed,” says the re- 





doing additional freelance 
work for the city’s dailies and 


freelancing and working on-air 

at WEEI Radio, landed a gig at the fledg- 
ling ESPN 2. Flynn moved on to a job as a 
writer with the Boston Sunday Herald. 
Beth Wolfensberger left to become supple- 
ments editor at the Phoenix. René Becker 
is working on a variety of projects that in- 
cludes collaborating on a cookbook with 
celebrity chef Jasper White. 

“Mike says this was a coincidence, and 
there was some coincidence,” says Flynn, 
noting that several departees moved on to 
attractive jobs. “But I don’t think it was 
coincidental that everyone was looking 
for better opportunities within a six-week 
period.” 

“It was one of the most unpleasant work 
experiences I’ve had,” adds Becker, whose 
five-year stint at the magazine ended in 
December. “There was an atmosphere of 
authoritarianism and a climate of fear.” 

When the 38-year-old Klein (whose 
brother is gallery owner Robert Klein), ar- 
rived and saw the empty chairs, “I came in 
and started asking questions,” he says.

sults of his sleuthing were 
mixed. People thought that 
“while he was a good editor, 
Mike was not the best man- 
ager of people. I addressed that with 
Mike. . . . I basically said, “You’ve got to 
keep people on staff and address the man- 
agement issues,’ and he has.” 

Klein also says the dress code and the 
sign-in sheet have been discarded. 

Roberts has begun to rebuild the staff, 
hiring People stringer Tom Duffy and for- 
mer New Republic reporter/researcher 
Stephen Rodrick, and is looking to fill the 
three remaining openings. 

“My status is fine. I'll be the editor of 
Boston magazine until I’m informed other- 
wise. I’m not worried,” says Roberts, who 
then shifts to mea culpa mode. 

“I thought Boston was a tough place,” 
he asserts. “I didn’t realize that you had to 
make adjustments in your management 
style... . My mistake is that I took on the 
persona of the town. I learned a lot from 
this as a leader and a human being.” 

Still, questions abound. Whatever his 
contract says, Roberts could still be dan- 
gling on tenterhooks. Even though Rob- 
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erts and Jahnke walked into the Hotel 
Meridien’s January 12 media party chat- 
ting amiably, that relationship has to be 
strained. No one knows how new kid 
Klein will ultimately play out his hand. 

And there’s always Lipson. 

“I hope it’s for a while,” he says, when 
asked if Roberts will be sticking around. 
And even though it’s generally believed the 
owner likes his editor, Lipson is, as he 
once told the Boston Globe, “the George 
Steinbrenner of Boston,” a man who runs 
through editors like the Yankees boss used 
to rotate managers. 


A checkered past 

“It’s a goddamn shame that Boston 
magazine never really played a role in the 
life of the community,” says David Rosen- 
baum. “Herb’s always looked at it either as 
a cash cow or a problem.” 

“Thirty years in this town,” echoes one 
observer, referring to Boston’s 30th anniver- 
sary last year, “and you cast no shadow.” 

According to one famous story, the Bos- 
ton honchos finally decided a few years 
ago to break a tradition of community in- 
difference by donating $25,000 to a Ray 
Flynn charity. The big night came; Flynn 
snatched the check in a manner that ap- 
peared ungracious and split — and the 
newfound philanthropists received negligi- 
ble positive publicity or related benefits. A 
dismayed Lipson was reportedly said to 
believe he had tossed the 
dough down a rat hole. 

The tale is used to illustrate 
what some say is the systemic, 
intractable problem with Bos- 
ton magazine: that Lipson is 
an absentee owner with no 
real feel for the city and treats 
his publication more as a trou- 
bled stepson than the apple of 
his eye. 

For instance, there was an 
across-the-board pay cut sev- 
eral years ago, and in explain- 
ing why he left, René Becker 
says, “I could no longer afford 
to work there. I hadn’t had a 
raise in five years.” 

“I think he had a love affair 


with Boston since day one,” LIPSON: Boston's 
says Jim Kuhn of Lipson. “But Steinbrenner. 
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you’d never know it by the way he runs his 
companies.” 

Though Lipson boasts of hiring only 
three editors in the 42 years he’s owned 
Philadelphia magazine, Boston has been 
the site of constant turmoil. Since 1980, 
there’ve been six editors, and some of 
them were weird fits who clearly were 
marking time before moving on to jobs 
they really wanted. 

Ex-Herald editor Don Forst, displaced 
when Rupert Murdoch bought the paper in 
1982, was a caged lion during his 1984- 
’85 Boston stint, waiting for the opening 
— in this case, the editor’s job at New York 
Newsday — that would spring him. 

His successor and old Herald colleague, 
Ken Hartnett, was another misplaced 
newspaper guy. After Lipson anointed him 
as the magazine’s fourth editor of the 
decade in late 1986, he stayed only 10 
months before jumping at the chance to 
try to build a suburban newspaper empire 
as the editor of the Middlesex News. 

Rosenbaum, who followed Hartnett, 
was lucky enough to catch the upside of 
Reaganomics. In 1986, Boston led all city 
and regional magazines in the nation with 
nearly 2000 ad pages, and had the space 
to run 10 major news features an issue. 
Meanwhile Lipson, who had added Atlanta 
magazine and Manhattan inc. to his sta- 
ble, was playing in the big time, content 
simply to monitor Boston’s bulging bottom 
line from afar. 

That all changed when the 
supply-side hangover hit, in 
the late 80s. Even though 
local competitors like New 
England Monthly, Boston 
Business, and Boston Woman 
all folded under the pressure 
of the recession, life didn’t 
get any easier for Lipson. He 
sold Atlanta to American Ex- 
press, and in 1990, Manhat- 
tan inc., which was hemor- 
rhaging red ink, was merged 
with Fairchild’s M magazine, 
an interim step toward its 
eventual extinction. With 
Boston’s ad pages diving 
from 2000 to half that in a 
few years, Lipson was no

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longer so laissez-faire about life the 


provinces. 

“I had no conversation with Herb other 
than social chitchat for the first two or 
three years I was editor. . . . They were 
billing over $1 million of advertising a 
month,” recalls Rosenbaum. “It was cham- 
pagne and caviar every day. When that 
ended, Herb started looking around for 
things to blame. . . . Ultimately, Herb kills 
everybody.” 

Rosenbaum, who at one point deliber- 
ately infuriated Lipson by giving the own- 
er’s beloved Hermés ties a “Worst of Bos- 
ton” award, was gone by the end of 1990. 
Jim Kuhn, a long-time Lipson loyalist and 
dedicated bean-counter 
who first joined the com- 
pany in 1965, was soon 
to follow. 

“I was let go for money 
reasons,” says Kuhn, who 
was pulling down a six- 
figure salary when the 
bankers started squeezing 
Lipson. “It’s gotten to the 
point, corporate-wide, 
that it’s a sin to be there 
more than two years. It’s 
Lipson’s impatience. He’s 
a bad businessman.” 

Lipson, now in his mid 
60s, seems befuddled by 
and almost resigned to 
Boston’s traditional tur- 
moil. Asked about his pa- 
rade of editors, he re- 
plies, “I don’t know why. 
Is it absentee manage- 
ment? I don’t think it has 
ever fulfilled its prom- 
ise. . . . I’ve always been 
disappointed that it 
hasn’t been the city mag- 
azine with the longest 
reach. I don’t know why. . . . It’s got to be 
my fault.” 

Then he relates a recent dinner conver- 
sation with a woman he characterizes as a 
savvy businessperson. They were trying to 
figure out why Boston had been so 
snakebitten when, he says, she finally 
blurted out: “Maybe it’s the town.” 


Pulchritude and pork 

Perhaps it’s the age-old question of 
whether you see the doughnut or the hole. 
On the hole side, the editorial masthead is 
half empty, and no one’s quite sure what 
will happen to Roberts and Jahnke. 

Attempts to reach Curtis Hartman, who 
is in Russia, were unsuccessful. But Terry 
Kahn, a Hartman ally who spent 10 years 
at Boston and who’s been mentioned as a 
possible returnee, says, “I like Mike Rob- 
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erts a lot and would never do anything to 
jeopardize his job. If there were changes 
made at Boston magazine, I’d love to be in- 
volved, If there are changes to be made. . . 


* _Lcan’t think of a more. talented, competent 


editor in this city than Curtis Hartman.”’ 

Right now the magazine could: use‘an in- 
fusion of both ad dollars and editorial 
oomph. The December 1993 issue was built 
around a much-criticized “Women Men 
Love To Watch” parade of pulchritude, and 
the January 1994 issue had only two pieces 
with any real news value: a short profile of 
automobile dealer extraordinaire Herb 
Chambers and a longer, droning piece on 
pork-barrel grants to local universities. 

Alan Klein sees the doughnut. “The in- 
ternal management problems have really 
obfuscated the issue of the health of the 
magazine,” he says. “The magazine is ex- 
tremely healthy from both a revenue stand- 
point and an editorial 
standpoint.” 

Having finally wrested 
control of the cover — 
traditionally, the publisher 
had the final call — and 
loosened up the corporate 
purse strings, Roberts 
says he wants to make 
Boston “a serious maga- 
zine with an edge to it.” If 
so, he would duplicate his 
achievement at Cleveland, 
which. under his steward- 
ship was known for its 
sharp alternative edge. 
Klein says the game plan 
includes more personality 
profiles, “design enhance- 
ments,” more attention to 
the “mosaic” and “diver- 
sity” of the community, 
and a beefed-up service 
section with a renewed 
emphasis on local travel. 

“I think of us more as a 
metropolitan magazine 
than a city magazine,” he 
says. “Really, this should 
be called Boston Metropolitan magazine.” 

Yet circling rivals like Harold Turin and 
Jim Kuhn think it should be called toast. The 
franchise that once dominated all comers, 
they say, is finally ready to be shut down. 

Counters Lipson: “The name Boston 
magazine and the fact that we’ve been 
around so long gives us the staying pow- 
er. .. . There’s only room for one maga- 
zine in Boston.” He offers a defiant “Hell 
no!” when asked if he’d ever sell: “I don’t 
like to see change, but maybe change isn’t 
a bad thing. . . . Magazines always evolve. 
They get into a rut.” 

Now, with Boston magazine searching 
anew — seemingly for the umpteenth time 
— for identity, cohesion, and continuity, 
many believe Lipson is that rut, the one 
constant that ensures a perpetually unsta- 
ble operation. ;O

“Pittsfield is the hometown of Mark Be- 
langer, who played shortstop for 
the Baltimore Orioles,” noted 
Flynn, miming a shortstop’s 
sidearm throw and speaking 
Belanger’s name in a thick 
French-Canadian accent. Reil- 
ly beamed with pride. 

Suddenly, a crop of red hair 
could be seen coming up the es- 
calator, and Flynn was face to face 
with the man he may try to unseat: 
Governor William Weld. 

The ensuing exchange offered a

“These are 
all my friends here,” said Flynn, gesturing 
toward them. “They work very hard get- 
ting services to the people. I hear they’re 
not being treated very well.” 

Weld responded by saying he had re- 
cently raised local aid to cities and 
towns, to which Flynn replied, “How’d 
you do that giving tax cuts to the wealthy 
people?”

the governor’s help with problems in 
their cities and towns. 


‘George Bush syndrome’ 

The re-entrance of Flynn, along 
with a stampede of Democrats who 
are seeking to run against Weld, are 
signs of the growing vulnerability of 
the incumbent Republican governor. 

“Weld suffers from a George Bush 
syndrome, says former US senator 
Paul Tsongas. “He throws red meat at 
the constituency with calls for a tax 
cut when he really needs to take the 
same amount of money and put it into 
education. Those are the sort of ac- 
tions that are done by somebody who 
is not very comfortable. It’s the kind of 
instinct that comes from, in my judg- 
ment, being fundamentally uncomfort- 
able with the people you represent.” 

Weld’s tour through the exhibition 
hall was indicative of that discomfort. 

“How was your trip?” asked one 
local official, aware of his recent 
travels. 

“It was pretty good,” answered 
Weld. “I’ve done so many of them 
now.” 

“When are you going to come out 
to the western part of the state?” 
asked Hatfield selectwoman 
Dorothy Smarz. 

“Governor,” said a woman 
staffing the Massachusetts 
Emergency Management 
Agency booth. “Good to see 
you in a non-disaster situa- 
tion.” Weld neglected to tell 
her about his encounter with 
Hurricane Raybo. 

Weld’s mood visibly im- 
proved when he gazed upon 
another booth before him, like 
an oasis in the desert — the 
Greater Lawrence Chamber 
of Commerce. “Hey! Hey!” 
shouted Weld to chamber di- 
rector Joe Bevilaqua. “How 
are you Joseph?” He jumped 
into the booth to pose for a 
photo with the chamber offi- 
cials, yelling back to Cellucci, 
“Paul! Paul!” 

“He’s shakin’ hands,” 
Weld explained about Celluc- 
ci. “He doesn’t realize it’s more im- 
portant to talk to Joe.” 

A few moments later, Pelham se- 
lectwoman Marilyn Bigelow stepped 
into Weld’s path and tried to talk with 
her governor about the $492,000 the 
state owes her town. Weld walked 
away without answering, and a 
minute later disappeared. 

Meanwhile, Flynn continued to 
stand atop the escalator, shaking 
hands. “I worked at a funeral home in 
Jamaica Plain in 1957,” said Ralph 
Carson, of Holden. Flynn asked, 
“What street?”, then named the fu- 
neral home and added, “Isn’t there a 
picture of Joe Maguire on the wall 
there?” 

Flynn talked with Northampton 
Mayor Mary Ford and City Coun- 
cilors Claire Higgins, Maureen To- 
bin, and Linda Desmond: “Your city 
is the city where a former mayor be- 
came governor and then the governor 
became president. Would you settle 
for lieutenant governor, Mary?” 

After meeting Flynn, Tobin said, 
“He’s the one I know the most about, 
but it’s too early to say whether I'll 
support him in the primary.” 

“There are some problems,” added 
Ford. “We all know he’s got great 
populist appeal, but how is he going 
to deal with pro-choice women? Yet 
the advantage Ray has is his emotion- 
al quality, where everyone knows how 
cold Weld is.” 


Democrats reborn 

As Democrats gather next Saturday 
to elect delegates to their state nomi- 
nating convention (to be held in 
Worcester on June 3 and 4), they do 
so with a new, if cautious, optimism. 
Only a few weeks ago, Weld, with his 
favorable polling numbers and huge 
cash advantage, was considered a 
prohibitive favorite for re-election. 
Just two Democrats, State Senator 
Mike Barrett, of Cambridge, and 
State Representative Mark Roosevelt, 
of Boston, were actively running 
against Weld. 
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Suddenly, five more potential 
candidates have jumped into the 
fray. Peabody Mayor Peter Torigian 
made his campaign official last week 
by filing a letter of intent with the 
Democratic State Committee. So 
did former state senator George 
Bachrach, of Watertown. Flynn is 
looking more like a candidate each 
day, and tax-reform activist Jim 
Braude says he may run for gover- 
nor whether or not Flynn enters the 
race. And Richard Fenton, a free- 
lance photographer from Roslindale, 
is running as well. 

Although Weld and his supporters 
must enjoy the prospect of a half- 
dozen Democrats beating up on each 
other until the September primary, it 
has to be disconcerting for the Re- 
publicans to realize that their gover- 
nor is looking beatable to so many. 
Weld — seen nationally as a rising 
GOP star with presidential aspira- 
tions — still enjoys his advantages in 
popularity and campaign contribu- 
tions. So what has changed? 

“A couple of things have changed,” 
says State Auditor Joe DeNucci. “The 
Boston Globe Spotlight series indicat- 
ed there could be trouble ahead. 
There’s Weld’s adamant stand on the 
megaplex and what does it mean to- 
day. It’s been a series of events; you 
really can’t point to one of them. 
How he’s so hell-bent on privatiza- 
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the North American Free Trade 
Agreement. But NAFTA won anyway, 
with a coalition that included most of 
the state’s congressional Democrats. 

This year, the list of possible Dem- 
ocratic candidates includes Jim 
Braude, the prototypic convention 
activist. 


The Braude bunch 

The potential Braude candidacy 
has already generated excitement 
among some party activists who want 
an unapologetic liberal for a candi- 
date. “He has been holding the dike 
or the barricades for some time now,” 
says US Representative John Olver 
(D-Amherst), who hired Braude in 
the late 1980s to direct the Tax Equi- 
ty Alliance for Massachusetts 
(TEAM), which Olver helped found. 
“He’s sharp. He’s not flusterable. He 
maintains his cool and is an excellent 
debater and defender of the good role 
that government plays in people’s 
lives.” 

Adds Democratic political consul- 
tant Dan Payne: “I’ve been encourag- 
ing Jim to do this for several weeks. 
He’s been the major opponent of 
Barbara Anderson, Jerry Williams, 
and Howie Carr. I don’t know of a 
single figure in the Democratic Party, 
except perhaps Margie Clapprood, 
who would be able to do those talk 
shows, as Jim does, and survive.”

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tion, a vulnerable area for fraud, 
waste, abuse, and deal-making. It’s a 
perception.” 

This year’s caucuses, which will be 
held simultaneously across the state 
at 2 p.m. on February 12, aren’t likely 
to match the standing-room-only 
crowds that assembled for caucuses 
leading to the 1982 and 1990 gover- 
nor’s races. 

Winning the convention in past 
years has been of dubious value. Eve- 
lyn Murphy won the 1982 conven- 
tion nomination for lieutenant gover- 
nor, but lost the September primary 
to John Kerry. In 1984, then-Con- 
gressman Jim Shannon won the con- 
vention vote for the US Senate — 
but was defeated by Kerry in the pri- 
mary. In 1986, then-State Senator 
Gerry D’Amico won the convention 
battle for lieutenant governor — but 
lost to Murphy in the primary. In 
1990, Frank Bellotti defeated Mur- 
phy and John Silber for governor at 
the same convention where Jim 
Shannon also bested Scott Harsh- 
barger for attorney general. Harsh- 
barger and Silber went on to win the 
primary anyway. 

Thus, the most important task a 
candidate faces is not winning the 
convention, but getting the 15 per- 
cent of the vote he or she needs to 
appear on the September primary 
ballot. The 15 percent rule, also re- 
quired of statewide candidates in the 
Republican Party, could be the 
Democrats’ undoing. Because if it’s 
used to keep credible candidates off 
the ballot, limiting access to only 
those candidates supported by labor 
and other interest groups, the eventu- 
al nominee will be saddled with the 
public perception that he had to com- 
ply with the unpopular demands of 
those interests. 

The convention is traditionally 
dominated by interest groups: labor 
unions, government workers, and is- 
sues activists. Last year, the Demo- 
crats’ issues convention broke ranks 
with its own president by opposing 
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LIKE GEORGE BUSH (left), Weld is Seudianaantaliy uncom- 


fortable” with the people he represents, says Tsongas. 


And among many of the activists 
who will attend the Democratic con- 
vention, Braude is seen as one of 
their own. “I can see it as the blood 
sort of circulating to the end of the 
fingertips,” says Olver, who praises 
Braude for turning back the 1990 
anti-tax referendum — Question 3 
— in a come-from-behind effort. 

“He’s the only candidate that 
stands for something,” says former 
Boston mayoral candidate Mel King. 

But Braude’s high visibility as a 
tax-reform crusader holds great dan- 
ger. A Braude-for-governor cam- 
paign, and the scrutiny it brings upon 
him, could also jeopardize the two 
graduated-income-tax questions that 
TEAM is sponsoring on this year’s 
ballot. 

“I’ve got him on tape saying over 
and over again that if people voted 
against Question 3 in 1990 he would 
not be on Beacon Hill the next year 
asking for another tax increase,” says 
Barbara Anderson, of Citizens for 
Limited Taxation. “But in May of 
1991, he and TEAM were on the 
steps of the State House demanding 
another $845 million tax increase. 

“From our point of view,” Ander- 
son continues, “his candidacy is one 
of the best things that could happen. 
It puts him out there naked and ex- 
posed at a time when he needs a lot 
of credibility to sell people a grad tax | 
that they are probably suspicious of in 
the first place.” 

Geri Denterlein, senior associate 
for the government and public-rela- 
tions firm McDermott & O’Neill, and 
a commentator for WBZ Radio and 
New England Cable News, says 
Braude’s candidacy would enliven the 
race. “He’s articulate and feisty, and | 
he reminds people of traditional | 
Democratic values.” 

But Denterlein warns, “He’s seen 
as a one-song guy who beats up on 
Weld over class issues and talks about 
the tax questions. That’s not enough 
to make a campaign out of. He’s not

experienced in government and has not yet 
crafted an appeal to the middle class. Clin- 
ton is doing that in a way that combines 
traditional Democratic values with a more 
conservative rhetoric. Jim is very encrusted 
in the liberal mantra. I like him, but those 
are his weaknesses.” 

The frustration with the rightward turn 
of the original Democratic candidates, 
Barrett and Roosevelt, created a vacuum 
on the left. Yet it is Barrett and Roosevelt 
who, among the current players, most 
closely fit Tsongas’s recommendation that 
Democrats field a “pro-choice, pro-busi- 
ness candidate.” 

Olver criticizes Barrett for taking a no- 
new-taxes pledge, comparing it to Michael 
Dukakis’s similar pledge in 1974: “Mike 
Dukakis made a pledge which just didn’t 
fit the times, that could not be rationally 
sustained, and he got all hung up on it af- 
ter he was elected.” 

Some cynical observers say Braude’s 
campaign for a graduated income tax is 
going nowhere, and that Braude is thus 
looking at the governor’s race as a person- 
al alternative to presiding over his organi- 
zation’s defeat. “Bullshit,” responds 
Braude. “We were 30 points down a few 
months out on Question 3, and this time 
we’re up, with 10 months to go. If any- 
thing, my interest in running is to advance 
this campaign, not to deep-six it.” 

A poll taken by one statewide candidate 
in October showed the public opposed to a 
grad tax, by a 46-percent-to-36-percent 
margin. On four previous occasions, vot- 
ers have rejected such a tax at the ballot 
box, most recently in 1976. 

Braude, who has launched his own me- 
dia career as host of a Saturday-evening 
talk show on New England Cable News, 
often speaks glowingly of Margie Clap- 
prood, who lost the 1990 election for lieu- 
tenant governor but was able to peddle her 
wider recognition into a six-figure income 
as a media star; she’s now a talk-show host 
on WRKO Radio and the Lifetime cable- 
TV network. A Braude campaign may not 
result in political victory, but it may simi- 
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larly advance Braude’s media career. If so, 
then a field that includes Ray Flynn would 
not necessarily keep him on the sidelines. 

Joe Kelleher, business manager for Lo- 
cal 1505, International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers, which represents pro- 
duction workers at Raytheon, says, “I’ve 
always liked Ray Flynn and Jim Braude, 
but it’s too early for me to make. that deci- 
sion. I don’t have to choose between two 
good friends of labor, but I’m very high on 
Braude.” 

Flynn, during his stopover in Massachu- 
setts, met with labor leaders and with 
Braude’s TEAM organization, and, if he 
runs, would have the sup- 
port of many members of 
both movements. Although 
they share parts of the same 
political base, Braude is talk- 
ing as if he might run for 
governor even against Flynn. 

“Since I have neither the 
war chest nor name recog- 
nition of Ray Flynn, I can’t 
operate on a timetable as 
extended as his,” Braude 
says. “My decision will have 
to come earlier and be 
based on what I can do to 
add to this debate. Who is 
in this race will clearly help 
my decision, but who isn’t in it will not. 
We don’t have the luxury of waiting until 
mid March to get in.” 


Curious George 

Former state senator George Bachrach’s 
entrance was significant because Bach- 
rach, above all, is a shrewd political strate- 
gist who would not run if he didn’t sense 
an opportunity. 

Bachrach was an architect of Ed 
Markey’s winning congressional cam- 
paign, in 1976. He was statewide cam- 
paign manager for Dukakis in 1978 — the 
year Dukakis lost to conservative Demo- 
crat Ed King. Bachrach won his State 
Senate seat in 1980 against a Democratic 
incumbent by running as an independent. 
And in 1986, when Tip O’Neill retired, 
Bachrach ran past a number of Democrat- 
ic opponents to surface as a credible can- 
didate against Joe Kennedy. In that cam- 
paign, Bachrach raised $750,000, and 
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clawed his way to the front tier with sharp 
guerrilla strategies. 

Bachrach sees an opening for a liberal 
outsider who is willing to strike an anti-es- 
tablishment tone along the lines of right- 
wing populists like John Silber and Ross 
Perot. “It’s time that we grab government 
by the lapels and shake it,” says Bachrach, 
pledging to battle public employees over 
civil service and collective bargaining. “I 
don’t know why that message is only the 
province of the right. It also ought to be 
the province of the left.” 

Potentially just as appealing is Bach- 
rach’s pledge to eschew interest-group

politics, ¢ even nai ia comes to organiza- 
tions that might support him. “I’ve learned 
some things in the past,” he says. “I’m not 
going to seek the endorsement of the party 
convention, organized labor, the Mass. 
Women’s Political Caucus, or the Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force, although I share 
common ground with all of them.” 

Earlier in the campaign, it appeared that 
Mike Barrett would be the candidate to 
strike this tone. But in recent weeks Bar- 
rett, who succeeded Bachrach in his Sen- 
ate district, has moved to the Tsongasian 
center. Jerry Brown employed a liberal- 
outsider strategy to give his long-shot 
1992 presidential campaign some legs, but 
Bachrach is more pragmatic than Brown. 

Bachrach, a former assistant district at- 
torney in Middlesex County, wants to go 
toe to toe with Weld on the crime issue. 
He says he would be even tougher than 
Weld on young felons, but adds it’s a 
waste of resources, in most cases, to keep 
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aging convicts behind bars. 

“I applaud Bill Weld’s effort to get tough 
on crime,” Bachrach says, “but I will make 
the streets safer. He says ‘three strikes and 
you’re out’ for violent felons. I can do him 
one better with two strikes and you’re out. 
Maybe we ought to get people off the 
streets for a second violent crime. He 
wants to keep them in jail for life at 
$35,000 a year when these guys are 63, 68, 
72, and 75. We can get violent people off 
the streets faster by giving them 20 years 
perhaps, till they pass their youthful age. I 
have better use for that $35,000 a year.” 

And if Bachrach follows Silber and Per- 
ot by running against the 
worst aspects of the media 
(which, in a fit of pique, 
largely ignored his an- 
nouncement after he gave an 
exclusive to the Globe), he’ll 
find sympathetic ears 
throughout the electorate. 
But he still has to get 15 
percent of convention dele- 
gates to vote for him in 
June, which, in a field of up 
to seven candidates, may not 
be easy — especially for 
someone running against 
the party establishment. In 
recent history, no more than 
five candidates for any given office have 
emerged from that process to be on the 
ballot. In 1990, John Silber had Billy Bul- 
ger to ensure him a place on the ballot, but 
who will be Bachrach’s Bulger?

Weld’s backers have shrugged off each 
of the potential challengers, predicting that 
the governor will easily best any of them. 
But that spin hasn’t discouraged the Dem- 
ocrats, who, hungry for a return to the 
corner office, promise a rousing primary 
fight for the opportunity to take on Weld. 

Peabody Mayor Peter Torigian was also 
working the halls of the Massachusetts Mu- 
nicipal Association convention. He bumped 
into Flynn, who joked, “I came all the way 
to Rome to see you.” Torigian smiled and 
whispered something in Flynn’s ear. 

Asked what he told Flynn, Torigian said, 
“I told him that regardless of what he de- 
cides, I’m probably running.” 

It must be the blood in the water. Q

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Hormone attack 


Dairy, biotech industries 
target anti-BGH sentiment 


by Tim Sandler 


ilk from cows injected 

with the genetically en- 

gineered bovine-growth 

hormone is ready to hit 

the market this month, 
and the biotech and dairy industries are 
pressing regulators in Massachusetts and 
other states to prohibit BGH-free milk 
from being labeled as such. 

Many dairies that do not use the syn- 
thetic hormone (also known as.BST, or re- 
combinant bovine somatotrophin) want 
that fact stated on their product labels, to 
make sure consumers know they’re buying 
BGH-free foods. 

Though the milk industry has launched 
a high-powered campaign that includes 
threats of legal action against dairies that 
label their products BGH-free, there ap- 
pears to be nothing in Massachusetts law 
that prohibits the so-called reverse label- 
ing, says Sean Fitzpatrick, spokesman for 
the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health (DPH). 

The state’s Department of Food and 
Agriculture, meanwhile, is reviewing legisla- 
tion proposed in Vermont that would re- 
quire any party that markets, distributes, 
sells, or uses BGH to register with the state. 

When the US Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration (FDA) approved the commercial use 
of BGH last November (“Don’t Have a 
(Biotech) Cow,” This Just In, November 
12), it agreed with arguments that milk pro- 
ducers need not say on their labels that their 
products come from cows treated with 
BGH. The rationale: it’s virtually impossible 
to distinguish between milk from BGH-in- 
jected cows and milk from cows that were 
not injected. Moreover, 
according to propo- 
nents, which include 
Monsanto Company — 
the chemical giant that 
developed the synthetic 
hormone at a cost of 
about $500 million — 

BGH poses no discern- 
able threat to human or 
animal health. 

But opponents such 
as anti-biotech activist 
Jeremy Rifkin claim 
BGH increases the 
likelihood of cows’ 
contracting the udder 
infection mastitis — 
and that the antibiotics 
used to treat it end up 
in the milk. And, they say, BGH — which 
boosts a cow’s milk production by up to 20 
percent — will compound a milk surplus 
that will ultimately squeeze small-dairy 
farmers out of the market. 

The FDA acknowledged those concerns 
and ruled that dairy farmers selling BGH- 
free products “may voluntarily label their 
products provided the information is truth- 
ful and not misleading.” Massachusetts law 
has a similar stipulation. 

But the dairy industry and its supporters 
are working to block such labels, fearing 
they indirectly raise questions about the 
healthfulness of all milk products. And in 
the past two months, they’ve been making 
pre-emptive strikes against BGH foes to 
thwart national boycotts and other planned 
actions. 

In milk-rich Wisconsin, for instance, 
Secretary of Agriculture Alan Tracy or- 
dered the Cedar Grove Cheese company to 
stop selling “immediately” cheese bearing 
the declaration: PRODUCER CERTIFIED BGH 
FREE. Tracy is asking the FDA to decide 
whether Cedar Grove’s label falls under 
the “misleading” category, and is pressing 


Statute so that any producer claiming its 
milk is BGH-free would also be required 
to include such language as: “The FDA 
has determined that synthetic BGH poses 
no threat to human health.” 

John Stauber, a consumer activist and 
consultant to groups such as the Rifkin-led 
Pure Foods Campaign, says Tracy’s move 
is part of a larger campaign to thwart pro- 
labeling efforts to inform consumers. 

“Tracy is attempting to deny consumers 
our rights to choose by preventing retail la- 
beling of BGH-free products,” he says. 
“He is supposed to defend consumers, but 
he is defending Monsanto and BGH.” 

According to Stauber, Tracy, who is also 
vice-president of the National Association 
of State Departments of Agriculture (NAS- 
DA), is using his positions to advance the 
agenda of the National Dairy Coalition, 
which has formal ties to NASDA. The 
coalition is a public-relations campaign 
funded in large part by the National Dairy 
Board, the National Milk Producers Feder- 
ation, and the Milk Industry Foundation. 

NASDA recently sent a memo to state 
agriculture commissioners on behalf of the 
dairy coalition outlining a pro-BGH cam- 
paign that will include a state-by-state sur- 
vey of labeling policies and training for state 
agricultural officials on how to speak pub- 
licly about BGH without appearing to be 
“promoting” its use. New Hampshire and 
Maine officials attended one such training 
seminar in Chicago late last month. 

The memo also asks the commissioners 
to distribute a package of BGH-related in- 
formation to state education officials: “In 
cooperation with the Dairy Coalition, we 
have identified the school lunch program 
as a group of individuals in need of educa- 
tion. As you may recall, it was the school

lunch program that. was targeted during 
the Alar scare.” (In fact, the Humane 
Farming Association this past week an- 
nounced a campaign to “expel BGH from 
the nation’s schools.”) 

The memo’s author, Mark Nestlen, NAS- 
DA’s manager of legislative and regulatory 
affairs, did not return calls to the Phoenix. 

Despite the pro-BGH campaign, state 
officials say more and more retail stores are 
requesting that their milk producers certify 
whether their products are BGH-free. And 
according to the DPH, not one of the ma- 
jor in-state producers — Garelick Farms 
included — has yet decided to use BGH. 
That no doubt unnerves pro-BGH factions. 

Indeed, last month, the Washington- 
based International Dairy Foods Associa- 
tion sent a letter to its members warning 
that “serious legal risks will be raised for 
processors who are asked to provide such 
certification or who wish voluntarily to la- 
bel their products in this manner. Similar- 
ly, retailers will be running a substantial 
risk of violating federal law if they choose 
to state in labels or on store posters that 
their products do not contain milk from

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he arts in 1980s America seemed best 
suited for arenas, where shouts and 
echoes carry. 

Glitz gripped the commercial arts as 
political posterism dominated the not-for-profit sec- 
tor. Self-absorption edged out scrutiny and subject 
matter. Much of what response there was to signifi- 
cant problems — censorship, AIDS — emerged as a 
scream of unmitigated rage. By the beginning of the 
"90s, the creative arts were gasping for air — or for 
substantive discourse. 

Yet a small number of writers, filmmakers, and 
other artists has forged forward, creating a new 
body of topical, sometimes splendid, work. 

Content is making a comeback in theatrical 
pieces such as Anna Deavere Smith’s Fires in the 
Mirror: Crown Heights, Brooklyn, and Other Identi- 
ties and Tony Kushner’s Angels in America: A Gay

Fantasia on National Themes; in films like 
Schindler’s List and the Hughes brothers’ Menace II 
Society; in choreography such as Mark Morris’s. 

Much of the work comes from African-American, 
gay, and feminist artists. It’s intellectually, often po- 
litically, provocative — hard-nosed and high-mind- 
ed. It tackles AIDS, urban ethnic warfare, and the 
legacy of black America. But unlike ’80s agitprop, 
it’s exploratory and didactic in the best sense. And 
it’s drawing new audiences. 

One explanation for why this is happening is the 
times. “History is about to crack wide open,” warns 
a character in Angels in America. “Millennium ap- 
proaches.” 

It’s difficult to imagine Angels in America selling 
out on Broadway at another time. Films like Philadel- 
phia — or imports such as The Crying Game and The 
Piano — turning into box-office hits. Disney making 
a popular version of Amy Tan’s The Joy Luck Club or 
Steven Spielberg, our modern Mr. Hollywood, taking 
on Schindler’s List. It’s hard to think of Jenny Holz- 
er’s public, very political art showing up in more and 
more museums (including the Museum of Fine Arts) 
at another time, or appearing on MTV. 

But Americans, who long believed that all problems 
were solvable, seem suddenly uncertain that’s so. Per- 
haps the astounding sorrows of the shrinking world 
we witness live each day on cable have increased our 
tolerance for tragedy, our capacity to accept conflict. 

The artists exploring serious content in the arts 
today, most in their late 30s and early 40s, are the 
first generation of accomplished, mid-career Ameri- 
can artists to include many women and so-called mi- 
norities. They’re people who’ve lost countless of 
their number to AIDS; who’ve had children late 
enough in life to be acutely aware of the dangers 
that await them. Those experiences have given many 
artists what Jenny Holzer calls “a renewed sense of 
urgency.” 

The vanguard of American art isn’t screaming 
minimalist screeds right now. It’s resonating with 


complicated, compelling sounds. 
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For with an acceptance of the har- 
rowing facts of the human condition 
and an attempt to convey, even 
transform, them through art comes a 
sense of resilience and hope.

Angels in America and Smith’s 
Fires in the Mirror are groundbreak- 
ing because “their content is exciting, 
and they’re exciting explorations in 
form,” points out James Leverett, a 
writer, professor of theater at the 
Yale University School of Drama, 
and the dramaturge for the Theater 
for a New Audience, in New York. 

“Most American playwriting in the 
last generation has been sentimen- 
tal,” Leverett says. “Most of it has 
taken place in the living room, the 
kitchen, or the front porch, and has 
been about very small domestic mat- 
ters. It hasn’t been very adventurous 
in terms of content or of form. Most 
plays have been an extension of what you see on televi- 
sion. They aren’t very theatrical. At their best, they have 
given actors a chance to explore individual psychic strug- 
gles — which is something American actors can do really 
well. They haven’t shown a large social canvas.” 

By contrast, Leverett says, “the formal complexity of 
Angels in America is Shakespeare- 
an in scope. Its weaving of charac- 
ters and scenes supports the cos- 
mic content of what Tony [Kushn- 
er] is talking about.” 

Opening at the funeral of an old 
woman “who carried the Old 
World on her back across the 
ocean,” the first part of Angels ca- 
reers from the apartment in which 
her gay grandson leaves his dying 
lover, to Roy Cohn’s office, to hos- 
pital rooms, to outdoor pickup 
spots, to an unhappy Mormon 
couple’s living room, to fantasy 
worlds — populated by an Eskimo, 
former lovers, or the Rosenbergs, 
depending on who’s fantasizing. 

It concludes in the bedroom of a 
young man dying of AIDS, who acknowledges the immi- 
nent arrival of an angel about to crash through his ceiling 
with an awestruck whisper (“Very Steven Spielberg”). He 
shivers in his sheets when the specter greets him as a 
prophet, informing him that.the Great Work (presumably 
of hope, acceptance, and change — themes of Angels in 
America Part IT) has begun. 

Kushner’s Pulitzer Prize-winning play has been called 
operatic, a victory for the theater, the best play in 40 
years: It may well be alt of thoS€: It is also brilliant in its 
realization of complex character and subject matter. Every 
individual who appears more than once on stage is por- 
trayed in several shades of gray. Even Roy Cohn, the ulti- 
mate villain and deceiver, is multidimensional. 

Smith’s one-woman play Fires in the Mirror, in which 
she presents 27 distinct voices reacting to the killings in 
Crown Heights, Brooklyn, in 1991, and the black-Jewish 
riots and conflicts that erupted as a result, is harrowing 
but highly stylized social drama. 

Yale’s Leverett calls it “a new manifesto of form — a 
new way of putting together theater that involves new ex- 
pression, new linking of themes, and new ways of acting.” 

It is evidence of the immensely talented writer/per- 
former’s conviction that theater should explore “the oth- 
er” and that the self-based method of acting, in which ac- 
tors explore character and themes by reflecting on their 
own experiences, has “come to a spiritual halt.” 

“It has taken the metaphor out of acting. It has made 
the heart smaller, the spirit less gregarious, and the mind 
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less apt to be able to hold onto contradictions or opposi- 
tion,” she argues in the introduction to the published ver- 
sion of her play. Contradictions are the stuff of which 
Fires is made. Her portrayals, based on her interviews 
with Crown Heights adversaries and observers, are keen, 
compassionate, and brilliantly rendered. 

Whereas Kushner harks back to Shakespeare’s themes 
and borrows the visually sophisticated staging sensibili- 
ties of modern American avant-garde artists like Robert 
Wilson, Smith returns to the traditional role of performer 
as storyteller, drawing on the best of the political perfor- 
mance art pioneered in the ’70s and ’80s by such experi- 
mental-theater troupes as the Wooster Group (whose 
members include Spalding Gray, Willem Dafoe, and Ron 
Vawter) and Mabou Mines. 

Smith evokes the disbelief and rage that overtakes Nor- 
man Rosenbaum, brother of a slain Lubavitcher “who 
paid for being a Jew with his life.” She manages to illumi- 
nate a sympathetic side of the Reverend Al Sharpton, ru- 
minating on the similarities between his and James 
Brown’s hair. She captures the complexity of the conflict 
through both nationally known figures like Leonard Jef- 
fries and Angela Davis, and the anonymous voices of 
Crown Heights residents. 

There’s youth worker Richard Green, commenting on 
black kids’ anti-Semitic ranting: 

“Their peers is who teach them how to move so when 
they see the Lubavitchers they don’t know the difference 
between ‘Heil Hitler’ and uh, and uh, whatever else. They 
don’t know the difference. When you ask ’em to say who 
Hitler was they wouldn’t even be able to tell you. . . . Just 
as much as they don’t know who Frederick Douglass was. 
They know Malcolm because Malcolm has been played up 
to such an extent that they know Malcolm. But ask who 
Nat Turner was or Mary McLeod Bethune or Booker T. 
Because the system has given em Malcolm is convenient 
and Spike is goin’ to give ’em Malcolm even more. It’s 
convenient.” 

There’s middle-class, middle-age Roslyn Malamud, 
who insists: “What happened on Utica Avenue was an ac- 
cident. Jewish people do not drive vans into seven-year- 
old boys! You want to know something? Black people do 
not drive vans into seven-year-old boys! Hispanic people 
don’t drive vans into seven-year-old boys. It’s just not 
done! People like Jeffrey Dahmer, maybe they do it. But 
average citizens do not go out and try to kill . . . seven- 
year-old boys.” 

In dance, the work of choreographer Mark Morris 
shares a kind of complexity with Kushner’s and Smith’s. 
Heralded in many circles as an heir to Balanchine and 
Martha Graham, Morris has remade modern dance, em- 
phasizing its musical, literary, and cerebral elements. The 
so-called bad boy of dance presents splendidly performed,

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thematically sophisticated, often iconoclas- 
tic work on subject matter ranging from 
the classic to the comic to the deranged. 

Morris’s signature solo piece, Ten Sug- 
gestions, is, in his words, a “musical visu- 
alization.” Dressed in pink pajamas, he 
performs 10 sometimes-whimsical, some- 
times-flamboyant, but always exquisitely 
executed short pieces. 

His Dido and Aeneas, in which he 
dances a monumental role as the Queen of 
Carthage, is a haunting and heartbreaking 
rendering of Dido’s grief at her abandon- 
ment. The piece is, as critic and Morris bi- 
ographer Joan Acocella points out, “pro- 
foundly sexual”; Dido, in her longing, at 
one point masturbates on stage. 

Morris’s Lovey, set to the music of the 
Violent Femmes, tells a highly stylized tale 
of infanticide and child sexual abuse that’s 
enormously disturbing in its portrayal of 
love and desire gone awry. 

Morris is such a smart, superb stylist 
and an astoundingly inventive choreogra- 
pher that even those critics who feel he’s 
gone “too far” — a criticism seldom lev- 
eled at heterosexual men — can’t com- 
pletely dismiss him. 

The traditional prettiness of ballet and 
the minimalism of modern dance rarely 
lend themselves to subject matter that is 
particularly challenging. Morris’s style han- 
dles complexity — profoundly. And larger 
and larger audiences are putting down 
money for tickets.

Cornel West has pointed out that Fires 
in the Mirror adds a significant new di- 
mension to the black-Jewish dialogue be- 
cause it includes women’s voices, so often 
absent from the public and political 
sphere. West notes, too, that Smith does 
this without romanticizing either the wom- 
en or their observations. 

That’s characteristic of some of the best 
work being made for the screen today. 

Though Jane Campion is Australian, the 
enthusiastic reception of her film The Pi- 
ano is testimony to the maturing of the 
American audience. Hailed for its knowing 
treatment of a 19th-century woman’s in- 
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sistence on fulfilling her own erotic needs, 
the film offers an ambitious new creation: 
the complex feminist figure. 

Much has been made of this socially op- 
pressed, 19th-century woman’s symbolic 
refusal to speak until she’s sexually eman- 
cipated — an intriguing, but limited, in- 
terpretation. The Piano gives us more — 
including the possibility that the deeply de- 
pressed Ada’s decision to “choose life,” as 
she’s dragged closer and closer to death in 
the water that surrounds the island she’s 
escaping, is a spiritual and psychological, 
as well as a feminist, breakthrough. 

Fortunately for filmgoers, Campion’s 
multi-textured rendering of character and 
content is at the vanguard of moviemaking 
now. It’s echoed in the tedium of violence 
and poverty we see in Menace II Society; 





in the murderous politics that serve as the 
backdrop for The Crying Game and In the 
Name of the Father. It’s achieved perhaps 
most brilliantly in the remarkable 
Schindler’s List. 

Steven Spielberg, who made his name 
and Hollywood history with major fantasy 
and entertainment vehicles, comes close to 
stylistic perfection in his story within the 
story of the Holocaust. 

Spielberg has said he made the film in 
part to come to terms with his feelings 
about his heritage — something he felt had 
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to do after he became a parent. He felt it 
was important to put Schindler’s List on 
screen at this particular time because much 
of what took place in Europe in the late 
’30s and ’40s is repeating itself in Bosnia. 

The real world is back at the cutting 
edge of the arts.

“Content is complication,” says Trevor 
Fairbrother, Beal Curator of Contempo- 
rary Art at Boston’s Museum of Fine Arts. 
“What you’re seeing in the arts right now 
is a reaction to Reaganism, which is hope- 
lessly ideal and simplistic, by survivors of 
the ’80s — people who worked on the 
fringes, but who elbowed their way to 
center stage despite the odds against 
them.” 

The ’80s were a time when overblown 
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POWER comes in different packages: Barbara 
Kruger’s comments on the complexities of looking

concepts substituted for complex ideas in 
life as well as art. Tear-jerkers like On 
Golden Pond and Terms of Endearment 
did bang-up box office, as did splashy 
treatments of Big Subjects, such as 
Amadeus and Platoon. The mega-musical 
hit Broadway. Conceptual novels and art 
were slickly packaged and sold. 

Although the conventional wisdom on 
the left assigns responsibility for these de- 
pressing phenomena to the influence of 
the Reverend Donald Wildmon, Pat 
Buchanan, and Jesse Helms, the right 
wing was only partly to blame. 

Many educated, privileged, liberal 
members of the majority culture reacted 
to philosophical and aesthetic challenges 
from conservatives the way privileged

people tend to behave when provoked: 


’ they took umbrage. 


They expressed shock — shock! — that 
a politically cunning right-wing attack on 
the National Endowment for the Arts 
would occur midway through the Reagan- 
Bush era. 

Even worse, artists and their support- 
ers countered political assaults on their 
cause by billing the arts as therapeutic. 
Performances often amounted to a white, 
middle-class artist “acting out” against 
“oppressors” on behalf of society’s vic- 
tims — sometimes with in-your-face ex- 
aminations of self, including genitalia, ex- 
crement, and urine. 

Seldom articulated was the sense that 
art has value in its own right, that it is a 
creation of something new that makes 

people see and feel things 
differently. 

Self-absorbed art has 
earned the righteous scorn 
of critics ranging from 
Time magazine’s influential 
Robert Hughes to the Vil- 
lage Voice’s Peter Schjel- 
dahl. 

Hughes outlined his pet 
premise that art in America 
has “been reduced to con- 

: frontation and self-exhibi- 
_ tion” in his book Culture of 
Complaint. 

“To call something a 
work of art these days is a 
taxonomic description,” 
Hughes insisted in a recent 
phone interview. “The visual arts have 
been reduced to a mode of discourse that 
says, in essence, “This is me. This is my 
work. And therefore, it has value.’ There’s 
a deep residue of feeling that all you have 
to do is spill your guts and that, if I don’t 
like it, if I don’t find it ipso facto interest- 
ing, I’m rejecting you.” 

Hughes finds such pat reactions particu- 
larly galling when a feminist or artist of col- 
or dismisses criticism of her or his work as 
simply sexist or racist — directing any dis- 
cussion to what Schjeldahl calls the “free- 
floating kangaroo court of zero-sum poli- 
tics,” which rules on who’s empowered and 
who isn’t, and which seems to be occupy- 
ing a disproportionate amount of attention 
in most venues of contemporary art. 
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But criticism such as Hughes’s and that 
of other conservative critics has its own 
cant — a standard that seems to yearn for 
the days in which a few men made beauti- 
ful objects for a few like themselves to en- 
joy in tranquil settings. 

Their tirades against bad art seem im- 
pervious to the cyclical nature of artistic 
trends — the best will endure — and 
piqued by larger, democratic audiences 
who choose a standard different from their 
own. 

Yet the democracy that makes Hughes 
and other critics uncomfortable — which 
has indeed produced much silly self-indul- 
gence — has also encouraged some of the 
most vibrant art around. 

The evidence extends beyond theater, 
film, and dance. 

Readers, having tired of American min- 
imalist fiction and its dreary backdrops of 
TV sitcoms and shopping malls, are more 
open to “minority” writers and works in 
translation. At the same time, they’re 
buying up classics from Knopf’s Every- 
man’s Library and Random House’s 
Modern Library. Poetry readings have 
made a comeback. 

The popularity of opera, long consid- 
ered one of the more “difficult” art forms, 
is surging. 

VA 

The performing arts have become more 
popular and interesting in part because of 
the kind of cross-disciplinary activity that 
was once mainly the province of the avant- 
garde. Dance and the visual arts play larg- 
er and larger roles in topical contemporary 
operas such as The Death of Klinghoffer, 
for instance, just as operatic influences be- 
come more apparent in theater and dance. 

The visual arts are influenced less by 
other art forms than are theater, dance, 
film, and opera. But their tendency to bor- 
row from pop culture and the mass media 
has changed public art and the nature of 
artistic venues in recent years. 

“It used to be that social content was 
considered kind of retrograde in the visual 
arts — something from the New Deal,” 
says Andrea Miller-Keller, contemporary- 
art curator at the Wadsworth Atheneum, 
in Hartford. “But over the last 10 or 15 
years, many of the strongest artists are 
choosing to discuss social issues in their 
work. People like Barbara Kruger and Jen-

But now, art like Holzer’s 
and that of Group Material [whose 
Democracy Wall, exploring issues in the 
museum, hung on the fagade of the MFA 
this fall and winter] are accepted. And 
they’re slowly changing mainstream insti- 
tutions from places of sanctuary or retreat 
to places of public dialogue or forums.”

Holzer’s most recent work has looked at 
the Bosnian conflict.

She hopes, she says, “to try to gener- 
alize from a horrible series of events.” 

“I try to lay out a universe of-possibili- 
ties and trust the onlooker,” she says.

all possibilities. A lot of didactic stuff just 
doesn’t work.” 

Holzer, who’s been doing public art since 
the 60s, says her recent success surprises 
her. However, she notes, “public art has be- 
come accessible to a wider public because it 
deals with subjects that might mean some- 
thing to a person on the street — like 
AIDS, or the abuse of power, or war.” 

The works of art that recognize those 
realities are often vivid and beautiful 
enough to inspire hope.

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Clinton offers some 
disturbing parallels

ill Clinton came into office with a mandate 

to grow the economy. With Japan and 

Western Europe plunging into recession, 

the US economy was mired in the second 

year of a “jobless recovery” and was suffer- 

ing from a decade of financial excess and social decay. To 

make matters worse, Clinton, the first post-Cold War presi- 

dent, was charged with developing a new American foreign 

policy. He has had to confront the kind of bitter ethnic and 
national conflicts that fueled the last two world wars. 

Clinton also has had to govern a public torn between 

conflicting priorities and ideologies. At home, Americans 

are distrustful of government and opposed to any increase | 

in taxes, yet they favor government-guaranteed universal | 

health insurance. Abroad, they are wary of US interven- | 

tion, yet anxious about America’s standing in the world | 

and concerned about human-rights violations in Asia, Eu- | 


| rope, and the Caribbean. 
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It would have been hard for any president to succeed — | 
and Clinton, for the most part, has not. In his first year, 
the former Arkansas governor has had a mixed record in | 
domestic policy and a dismal one in foreign policy. 


Bowing to the deficit 
Clinton’s strength has been in focusing public and con- 
gressional attention on urgent domestic concerns, from | 
worker education to health-care reform. A host of Clinton | 
proposals — from earned-income tax credits to pension | 
reform and his health initiative — address workers’ anxi- 
eties about disappearing jobs and falling wages. He has | 
made the concepts of managed trade and industrial policy 
— verboten during the Bush and Reagan years — re- | 

spectable in Washington. 

This thematic achievement should not be underestimated 
or belittled. Clinton, if nothing else, has changed the terms 
of the debate. Imagine, by contrast, what the policy debate 
would have been like had George “Points of Light” Bush 
been re-elected. 

Clinton did get some of his proposals through Congress. | 
He obtained a credible deficit-reduction program. The | 
deficit, predicted initially to remain above $300 billion | 
through 1995, will be about $260 billion this year and drop | 
below $200 billion next year. Passage of the program was | 
an important feat. The deficit has helped keep long-term 
real interest rates, which have a big impact on private in- 
vestment, stubbornly high in spite of the recession. Like in- 
flation a decade ago, real interest rates have seemed to de- 
velop a momentum of their own, based upon psychology as 
much as finance. 

Clinton’s deficit cuts, along with his appointment of 
prominent Wall Streeters to high decision-making posts, 
broke the interest-rate fever, bringing down long-term | 
rates — and thus raising bond prices — for seven months. | 
But this past October, interest rates began to creep up | 
again, which suggests that the Clinton deficit program may 
be losing its credibility. 

While acting on the deficit, however, Clinton postponed 
or abandoned most of his domestic agenda. When a plan to 
hike energy taxes proved politically unpopular, Congress 
and Clinton simply opted to cut spending on domestic pro- 
grams. According to Todd Schafer, of the Economic Policy | 
Institute, real-dollar spending on education and infrastruc- 
ture will fall one percent from the Bush-administration bud- 
get of 1993 to the Clinton budget of 1994. And according 
to the House Democratic Study Group, discretionary social | 
programs grew from 3.3 percent of gross domestic product | 
in Bush’s 1990 budget to 3.8 percent in 1993. Under Clin- | 
ton, they will shrink to 3.5 percent in 1998. 

These cuts won’t immediately affect everyone’s income, 
but they will eventually threaten the nation’s standard of 
living. For 30 years, obeisance toward the military-indus- | 
trial complex served as an unspoken US industrial policy. 
Not only did America’s Cold War military machine justify 
enormous spending on public works, research, and educa- | 
tion, but it also provided needed demand for jobs and | 
goods. Now, instead of creating a new post-Cold War so- | 
cial-industrial complex, the Clinton administration and 
Congress are simply letting the public sector wither. As | 
America learned in the ’20s and again in the ’80s, private | 
industry won’t take up the slack. | 

Clinton is only partly to blame for the demise of his pro- | 


| gram. True, he made tactical errors in Congress, choosing to 
placate conservative Southern Democrats rather than mod- | 


erate Northern Republicans. But he would have faced unre- 
lenting opposition in any case, as both the Republican lead-

ership and Ross Perot sought ways to improve their own po- 
litical fortunes. In his next three years, though, Clinton will 
have to discover some way to rally support for his public-in- 
vestment agenda — or risk leaving the country poorer and 
less equipped to compete than when he took office. 


Awake on trade 

Clinton greatly elevated foreign economic policy on the 
national agenda. After a decade of neglect — symbolized by 
Ronald Reagan falling asleep during a discussion of high- 
technology trade policy — Clinton’s new emphasis is wel- 
come. Here, too, Clinton broadened the acceptable bounds 
of discussion. Initially eschewing free-trade verities, Clinton 
advocated adding labor and environmental commissions to 
Bush’s North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA). 
Furthermore, he demanded that Japan meet certain man- 
aged-trade objectives for imports of US goods. But Clinton 
was, again, less impressive in practice than in theory. 

Clinton strengthened NAFTA’s environmental provisions, 
but allowed the labor commission to become a debating so- 
ciety without any significant power. The new president, im- 
proved the Bush administration’s negotiating strategy on the 
General Agreements on Tariffs and Trade (GATT), aban- 
doning Bush’s effort to rule out government research subsi- 
dies to industry. He also won minor concessions for some 
US industries. In the end, though, Clinton negotiators sim- 
ply agreed to remove the thorniest issues — from semicon- 
ductors to movies to airplanes — from GATT’s reach. 

Like NAFTA, GATT may be slightly better than nothing. 
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FRIENDS OF BILL (center) would like to compare his first year to 
JFK’s (left). In fact, though, his record is more evocative of Carter’s. 


Neo-isolationists Pat Buchanan and Ralph Nader denounce 
the World Trade Organization that GATT establishes as a 
threat to American sovereignty and popular democracy. But 
they are overstating the case. Like the international organi- 
zation that liberal economists envisaged after World War II, 
GATT is designed to mediate what might otherwise prove 
to be irresolvable disputes and to prevent the emergence of 
hostile trading blocs. In essence, GATT’s World Trade Or- 
ganization will be like the United Nations. At worst, it will 
waste money on decisions that member countries will ig- 
nore or get around. At best, it will prevent an economic ri- 
valry from threatening currency breakdown and war. 

Of more immediate import to the American economy 
than GATT and NAFTA is the US trade balance with 
Japan. And in negotiations on that issue, the Clinton ad- 
ministration has proved as inept as its predecessor. At July’s 
summit meeting in Tokyo, Clinton failed to win conces- 
sions that might improve things. Having initially demanded 
that Japan meet numerical quotas for ending its annual $50 
billion trade surplus, the inexperienced Clinton negotiators, 
eager for any agreement that might signal success, consent- 
ed to hold amorphous framework talks-that put the onus of 
change on both sides. This kind of approach has never 
worked in the past, and won’t work in the future. 


Foreign non-policy 

In his economic policy, Ronald Reagan proved that it 
was possible to forget the lessons of the ’20s and the Great 
Depression. In Clinton’s foreign policy, he seems to be 
demonstrating that Americans can forget the lessons of 
World Wars I and II. 

Both wars erupted in Central Europe and were spurred 
by bitter national, ethnic, and religious feuds. With the 
Cold War’s end, these kinds of ancient rivalries have 
resurfaced in the former Soviet Union, Eastern Europe, 
and even in Germany. Judging from the past, the United 
States has a vital interest in containing the unrest. But the 
Clinton administration has not acted forcefully or even co- 
herently in Eastern Europe. 

True, Clinton got dealt a bad hand by the Bush adminis- 
tration. Bush and his secretary of State, James Baker, ini- 
tially discouraged secession by Bosnians in the former Yu- 
goslavia, calling instead for negotiations among the Serbs, 
Croats, and Bosnian Muslims. But Bush’s prudent policy 
was undercut by Germany, which, rather than seeking a 
broader accord, precipitously recognized Croatia and 
Bosnia. As the Serbian cannons began to roar, Bush 
turned to inaction and equivocation. 

Clinton promised to do better, but he has continued 
Bush’s policy of drift and vacillation. During his campaign 


| and transition, Clinton rejected negotiations aimed at par- 
| titioning, hinting that he would use American force to de- 


fend Bosnia’s territorial integrity against the Serbs. But 
once in office, he backed down. Then in the spring, em- 
barrassed by television reports of Serbian atrocities, he ad- 


| vocated a policy of “lift and strike” — lifting the arms em- 













bargo and using the Air Force against the Serbs. But after 
encountering predictable reluctance among European na- 
tions, Clinton backed down again. He eventually decided 
to support partition — but even then equivocated on its 
terms and on using American force to back it up. 

In reality, the United States could not have restored 
Bosnia’s sovereignty without a Desert Storm-like invasion 
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— something Clinton never favored and the American 
public would not have supported. Lift-and-strike, as 
Robert Tucker and Paul Hendrickson argue in the current 
issue of National Interest, was a rhetorical gesture that un- 
fairly raised hopes on the Muslim side. And partition 
couldn’t be achieved without a willingness to use force 
against all parties. 

Clinton and Secretary of State Warren Christopher also 
drew an untenable distinction between American policy in 
Bosnia and American policy toward NATO. They justifi- 
ably argued that in the long run, European stability could 
best be ensured through the revitalization of NATO or the 
creation of an effective regional organization. But they be- 
lieved that this could be done while allowing a major re- 
gional conflict to fester. NATO, they thought, could be re- 
stored by being redefined — the way a corporation is 
repositioned in the market. It doesn’t work that way. 

In addition, Clinton cheered on the International Mone- 
tary Fund (IMF) and Harvard economist Jeffrey Sachs as 
they attempted to impose free-market shock therapy on 
Eastern Europe. Asset fire sales, financial deregulation, 
and the elimination of trade and investment barriers led to 
chaos and hardship — and precipitated not only the return 
of former communists to power, but also the rise of viru- 
lent nationalists like Russia’s Vladimir Zhirinovsky. In De- 
cember, faced with Zhirinovsky’s success, Clinton and 
Vice-President Al Gore — over the objections of adminis- 
tration advisers — finally repudiated the IMF’s strategy. 

US-China policy may turn out to be Clinton’s other 
great blunder. (Not coinciden- 
tally, three major wars this cen- 
tury began in Eastern Asia.) 
The president wisely turned 
aside the demands of human- 
rights activists, who wanted the 
White House to use trade sanc- 
tions against China. Such mea- 
sures would simply give Japan 
an unchallengeable foothold in 
the Chinese market, without af- 
fecting China’s internal poli- 
cies. But in his eagerness to win 
market access for US firms, 
Clinton went much further — 
bowing to China’s insistence 
that Taiwan be regarded as part 
of China. 

As James Mann recounts in 
the New Republic, the Bush ad- 
ministration had begun to edge 
away from Richard Nixon’s pol- 
icy of treating Taiwan as an international outcast. Bush’s 
Taiwan tilt encouraged the leading democratic experiment 
in Asia — and also provided the US with leverage to pres- 
sure China’s internal and foreign policy. But the eager-to- 
please Clinton has gone back to Nixon’s unfortunate policy. 

In foreign policy, it’s painful to report, Clinton and 
Christopher are the inferiors of Bush‘and Baker. 


The Carter doctrine 

Clinton could fail to enact his domestic agenda and blun- 
der on foreign policy, but still be re-elected. Conversely, he 
could contribute a positive new direction to the United 
States and the world, but still be repudiated at the polls. 

The actual record of a politician often doesn’t matter. In 
20th-century American politics, success has largely been 
determined by how well candidates position themselves as 
the tribunes of a hard-working middle class. There have 
been liberal populists like Franklin Roosevelt and Lyndon 
Johnson who have sought to unite the middle with the low- 
er and working classes against the economic royalists. And 
there have been conservative populists like Reagan and 
Buchanan who have attempted to rally the middle class 
against the upper-class elite and its presumed allies in the 
underclass. 

During the campaign, Clinton clearly grasped the impor- 
tance of middle-class populism — but as president, he ini- 
tially defied it, with disastrous results. Clinton’s abandon- 
ment of the middle-class tax cut and his support for gay 
participation in the military may have been justifiable on 
economic and moral grounds, but they estranged him from 
the middle-class base he established during the campaign. 
So did his appointment of Wall Streeters, corporate flacks, 
and lobbyists to high positions within his administration. 

Nothing he has done since has bridged this gulf. The 
president refused to frame his tax increase as an assault 
against the rich, preferring instead to justify it entirely as 
a deficit-cutting measure. And after a promising start, he 
allowed the debate over national health insurance to de- 
generate into a technical discussion of costs and taxes. 

Likewise, Clinton’s advocacy of NAFTA and GATT won 
him kudos from Wall Street and the Washington media, 
but did not strengthen his support in bars and bowling al- 
leys. According to a Sindlinger poll, the president’s ap- 
proval rating among stockowners jumped six percent after 
the NAFTA vote, but fell five percent among non-stock- 
owners. Clearly, if the economy does not pick up signifi- 
cantly, Clinton and the Democrats could suffer a fate simi- 
lar to that of Canada’s pro-NAFTA Conservatives, who 
lost 153 seats in the October election. To weather such 
adversity, Clinton must rediscover the populist appeal he 
displayed during his campaign. 

By the most optimistic measure, Clinton’s first year re- 
sembled that of John Kennedy. Kennedy also failed to pass 
his program and blundered badly in foreign policy, but he 
eventually laid the basis for Johnson’s domestic reforms. 
Even during his first year, however, Kennedy retained a 
common touch with voters. By a less optimistic measure, 
Clinton is Carter redux, a president of great intelligence 
who is incapable of steering a coherent course in foreign 
policy and who cannot communicate his complex domestic 
initiatives to Congress or the public. After a year, it’s still 
too early to say which president Clinton will most clearly 
resemble. Q

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I always thought that paper (among other things) 
could be either “new” or “recycled.” Apparently, however, 
there are at least three categories of recycledness: new, 
recycled, and “postconsumer” recycled paper, which is 
what certain fast-food and greeting-card companies say 
they use in modest quantities. What is postconsumer 
recycled paper? How can recycled paper be anything but 
postconsumer? If recycled paper is not postconsumer, 
what is it and where does it come from?

If we had applied our minds here, Suzan, we might 
have hazarded the conclusion that postconsumer recy- 
cled materials were to be distinguished from precon- 
sumer materials. When we look into the matter we dis- 
cover it is even so. 

Any industrial process generates waste, much of 
which is routinely (and profitably) recycled. The paper 
and printing industries, for example, recycle ends of 
paper rolls, “makeready” (test copies), misprints, scraps 
from trimming, and so on. This preconsumer waste has 
several advantages over the postconsumer kind: it’s pro- 
duced in large quantities at a relatively small number of 
sites, making collection easy, and it’s clean, i.e., not 
mixed with the orange rinds and other junk found in the 
average consumer’s garbage can. 

Using preconsumer recycled materials presents no 
great challenge in many industries; using postconsumer 
recycled materials often does. Many local recycling pro- 
grams run into trouble for just that reason: there’s no 
market for what they collect. Since postconsumer waste 
is what’s filling up municipal landfills, environmental 
advocates have been pressing big companies to use 
more recycled postconsumer stuff in their products. To 
show its compliance, an outfit like McDonald’s may say 
its Big Mac cartons are “40 percent recycled paper (15 
percent postconsumer),” the 15 percent referring to the 
old newspapers and the like that you contributed to 
your local recycling program. By insisting on packaging 
with high postconsumer recycled content, you'll be 
helping to increase the market for old newsprint and 
other tough-to-recycle stuff, possibly saving a few trees, 
and certainly making the manager of your town’s recy- 
cling program a lot happier. 

While we’re on the subject, several readers have asked 
for an explanation of the recycling codes used on plastic 
packaging: a number from one to seven inside the 
arrows-chasing-arrows recycling symbol. Years ago we 
said the problem with recycling plastics was that there 
were so many different kinds. To aid in sorting, many 
plastics manufacturers now use a code designed by the 
Society of the Plastics Industry. Here’s an explanation 
of the numbers, courtesy of Consumer Reports: 

1) Polyethylene terephthalate (PET). Pop bottles; 
often recycled. 

2) High-density polyethylene (HDPE). Milk and 
detergent bottles; often recycled. 

3) Polyvinyl chloride. Some shampoo bottles, and so 
on; rarely recycled. Burning produces toxic gasses. 

4) Low-density polyethylene (LDPE). Plastic film 
and wrap; rarely recycled. 

5) Polypropylene. Food lids, containers; rarely recy- 
cled. 

6) Polystyrene, commonly but erroneously known as 
Styrofoam; sometimes recycled if obtainable in bulk. 

7) All other plastics; rarely recycled. 
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Gawdalmighty, where’s Dr. Kevorkian when we really 
need him? Eric Palmquist needs to be put out of his mis- 
ery. His schoolmarmish insistence that “aught” should 
never be used to mean anything but “all” or “anything,” 
and that its corruption to mean zero was “promulgated” 
due to confusion arising from the turn of the last century

“ought” for zero goes back well before 19-double-ought. 
In 1880, a reader of Lewis Carroll’s puzzle column in 
the magazine The Monthly Packet took him to task for 
using “ought” instead of “nought” to mean zero. 
Carroll’s logical response: “ ‘Oughts and crosses’ [tick- 
tack-toe] is a very old game. I don’t think I’ve ever 
heard it called ‘noughts and crosses.’ ”

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Boston’s man at 
the Olympics 
eh 
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INTERVIEW BY MARK LEIBOUICH 
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t was during a stint for the Chicago 
Tribune in the late 1970s that Mark 
Starr was confronted with a classic 
dilemma that pitted his first love 
(sports) against his call of duty 
(journalism). Starr was five 
minutes from a scheduled 

meeting with Nicaragua’s then-president 

Anastasio Somoza when the New Eng- 

land Patriots game he was listening to in 

the Managua Hotel International went into 

overtime. In a telling choice, Starr stayed 

with the Pats game. Fortunately, they lost quickly, and 

Somoza was late anyway. 

Today, Starr mingles passion with profession much 
more easily. As the national sports correspondent for 
Newsweek, Starr, who doubles as the weekly’s Bos- 


ton bureau chief, has managed to successfully marry 


vocation to avocation (not to mention a patient wife). 


In recent months, that’s meant near-total immersion 
in the Olympics, which start next week in Lilleham- 
mer, Norway. Starr’s knowledge of things Olympic 
(which is almost frighteningly vast) is rivaled only by 
his love of the games. And yes, the man says, it is a 


labor of love. His words:

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“Let’s just say I buy into all. the Olympic 
emotion. I love the internationalism of the 
spectacle. I find the opening ceremonies to 
be very affecting. In spite of ary cynicism 
you may bring to the Olympics, there’s still 
nothing like them.” 

Starr’s journalistic résumé includes 
stints at the San Jose Mercury News, the 
Rochester Democrat & Chronicle, the Wall 
Street Journal, and the Chicago Tribune. 
He wrote for Newsweek’s national-affairs 
department in New York before coming 
home to Boston and the position of bureau 
chief (a Newton native, he now lives in 
Brookline). He inherited the sports gig 
when it became available two years ago. 
Starr covered the 1992 Olympics games, 
in Barcelona, Spain, and in Albertville, 
France, and will head Newsweek’s 10-per- 
son Olympic team in Lillehammer. 

During any spare moments he can steal 
in Norway, Starr will likely be found scour- 
ing USA Todays for Celtic box scores and 
Red Sox transactions, or sampling the re- 
gion’s culinary variations on reindeer (sup- 
posedly a little tough this time of year). The 
Phoenix caught up to Starr in his Boston 
office a few weeks before his departure. 


Q: Let's get the Kerrigan-Harding 
thing out of the way. How ironic is it 


tee 620% 


that a sport that is so defined by grace 
and beauty has gotten more attention 
than it ever has because of such a sordid 
scandal? 

A: It is an extremely ironic situation. 
But on its own merits, figure skating has 
been exploding in terms of TV ratings. A 
recent poll showed that women’s Olympic 
figure skating was the second-most-popu- 
lar event to the Super Bowl. Much of this 
is driven by women. The recent champi- 
onship in Detroit drew record ratings for 
ABC. 


Q: But the Kerrigan attack happened a 
few days before the event, right? 

A: Yes, and obviously I think the ratings 
had a lot to do with the attack. But the 
point is, the ratings were already skyrock- 
eting. Figure skating was going to be a 


. huge story in the Olympics. Now it’s going 


to be a much bigger story. 


Q: How well do you know Kerrigan 
and/or Harding? 

A: Personally, I don’t know either of 
them that well. But I’ve talked with both of 
them over the last three years. I spent a 
fair amount of time with Harding at the 
National Championships, in Orlando, in 
1992. We were considering her for our 

















cover if she had won, but it turns out she 
finished third behind Kristi Yamaguchi 
and Kerrigan. 

It’s been easier for me to spend time 
with Kerrigan because she’s local. I can 
run down to catch her practices on the 
Cape. 


Q: The media have drawn a clean 
black-and-white picture of Kerrigan as 
privileged beauty queen and Harding as 
trailer-park bad girl. Based on what you 
know, how well do these profiles hold up? 
Is the dichotomy really so neat? 

A: I don’t think it’s far off. I mean, 
Nancy Kerrigan isn’t the child of privilege 
that some people have made her out to be. 
But she comes from a lovely family, with 
devoted parents. She certainly has had a 
lot of assets in her life. 

Tonya Harding, on the other hand, 
comes from a very scarred background, a 
kind of hardscrabble poverty. From all ap- 
pearances in the past, even before this in- 
cident, she’s seemed to be quite a dis- 
turbed young lady. Most of us in the press 
have felt we could never trust anything she 
told us. There were questions about 
whether she was divorced, about her in- 
juries, about why she didn’t make certain 
appearances, about whether she smoked. 
Nothing she told us turned out to be true. 
She just seemed incapable of giving 
straight answers, even when things have 
been well documented, like her smoking. 

Even her most famous jump, the triple 
axel, which she’s had trouble with the last 
few years. She claims she hits it 100 per- 
cent of the time in practice. But then peo- 
ple say they were at practice and they saw 
her miss it. No, no, she’ll say. She’ll deny 
the obvious. 


Q: Let’s play the money game. Say Ker- 
rigan wins the gold. What’s it worth to her 
in dollars? 

A: You figure she only won a bronze 
medal last time out, and she already has 
endorsement deals with Seiko, Campbell’s 
Soup, Reebok, and other companies. So 
I’d say this: if Nancy Kerrigan goes on to 
win the gold, I think she will become the 
richest women’s athlete in history, in terms 
of marketability. 


Q: Besides the Kerrigan-Harding story, 
what do you see as some of the best pure 
stories in this Olympiad? 

A: One is [speed skater] Bonnie Blair 
trying to win a medal at her third consecu- 
tive Olympics. Then there’s Dan Jansen, a 
speed skater who was favored to win a 
medal in 1988, except that his sister died 
the morning of his skate. He fell a couple 
times. He fell in such a way that it looked 
just like the weight of the tragedy was lit- 
erally dragging him down. And then 
Jansen went back to Albertville in 1992, 
where he again was expected to do well. 
But he seemed nervous, like he was scared 
to let loose. This time he’s again favored to 
win a medal. He’s a very nice kid. It would 
be a lovely story if he finally won. 


Q: How strong do you consider the 
American angle when 
you decide what to 
cover? Do you look 
exclusively for Ameri- 
can stories? 

A: You look for the 
Americans but not 
exclusively. For our 
domestic audience 
that’s obviously the 
area we’re more con- 
cerned with. But we 
also have a fairly 
large international 
readership that gets a 
different edition, and 
we have to sort of do 
different things for 
them. 


Q: What do you 
foresee as the mar- 
quee event of these games? 

A: Skating was always going to be the 
marquee attraction, and now it’s of course 
been boosted to the nth degree. And be- 
yond the Kerrigan-Harding thing, there 
should be some great American stories 
that should keep us riveted. Like, for in- 
stance, the return of Brian Boitano, who 
may have been the best American men’s 
skater. He’s trying to come back at age 30. 
He’s got only a third of a tendon in his 
right knee. His hair’s thinning. He’s a ter- 
rific guy, a wonderful story.

do it again.” At age 30, he’ll be one of the 
oldest skaters in the competition. 


Q: You’re leaving for the Olympics on 
February 5. How have you prepared? 

A: Well, basically most of my preparing 
has been reading material so I know what 
the stories are going to be. I try to get to 
know them, or know 
something about 
them, so our people 
will be prepared to 
move. 


Q: How many miles 
have you logged in 
preparation for these 
games? 

A: I can’t tell you 
exactly, but I have 
reached medallion 
status on my Delta 
frequent-flyer card. 
I’ve been to Prague, 
Geneva, Berlin, Oslo, 
San Francisco, Col- 
orado, Dallas, De- 
troit — all over the 
place. 
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Q: I hear Prague 
and Detroit are very similar. 

A: [Laughs] Oh, yes, they’re very simi- 
lar, but the beer is better in Prague. 


Q: Have you ever been to Lillehammer? 
More to the point, how does the Olympic 
Committee come to choose a venue like 
Lillehammer? 

A: I have been to Lillehammer. You 
have to understand one thing about winter 
Olympics. No developed city or resort 
wants them anymore. They can be pretty 
destructive. You have to do a lot of build- 
ing and digging, and they’re not very eco- 
friendly. So the only areas that want them 
anymore are areas that either need infras- 
tructure and they think the national gov- 
ernment will build it for them, or those 
that want some publicity. 

Look at the last several games: Al- 
bertville was hardly one of France’s big- 
name spots. Then there’s a place like Cal- 
gary, and Nagano, Japan. I mean these 
aren’t the great winter resorts. 


Q: So end the suspense for us. What's 
Lillehammer like? 

A: Lillehammer is the sleepy little town, 
110 miles north of Oslo. Effectively, there 
is not much there. It’s the kind of place 
you go into and say, “Oh, it’s pretty,” and 
about 12 hours later you say, “Get me out 
of here.” There’s just nothing to do. 


Q: Any good restaurants? 

A: Yes, if you like reindeer and moose 
and boiled potatoes. Other than that, it’s 
pretty slim pickings. 


Q: So how do you feel about reindeer, 
moose, and boiled potatoes? 

A: Actually, I like reindeer and moose 
and boiled potatoes. There’s also pretty 
good beer.

Q: We know the Olympics are glam- 
orous. But are they any fun to cover? 

A: It’s funny, because everyone comes 
up to me and says, “Wow, I really envy 
you, can I carry your bags?” And sure, it’s 
very exciting. But the day-to-day reality of 
covering the Olympics is pretty drab. In 
this case, they won’t have hotels, at least 
not enough to accommodate all of the 
people there. So all the hotel rooms go to 
either the International Olympic Commit- 
tee and the other big-shot officials, or they 
go to CBS, which is broadcasting the 
Olympics. So they stick us in these little 
temporary housing units that are about 


nine-by-nine feet. Ten of us will be sharing. - 


four bathrooms. It’s pretty dreary accom- 
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modations. Single bed, a little desk, a few 
open shelves, and that’s your room. 

Also, the average high temperature is 18 
degrees. And there’s about seven to seven 
and a half hours of daylight. There’s a lot 
of alcoholism in Norway, and when you go 
there, you realize why. When I got back 
from Lillehammer last time, I told my wife 
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on the Olympic beat try to help each other 
out, because it can be a mob scene. For in- 
stance, after a skating event, sometimes 
they’ll bring out the top three skaters and 
they'll all three start talking at once in dif- 
ferent parts of the room. Even to move 
from one end of the room to the other be- 
comes difficult.

that I now know why Hedda Gabler killed 
herself. And that will stand as my definitive 
statement on the region. 


Q: When you're covering the Olympics, 
what are your days like? 

A: Essentially, I’m running around most 
days from nine or 10 in the morning until 
11 at night. Each morning we decide what 
we think will be interesting and divvy up 
the assignments. One of the problems is 
that we don’t see a moment of CBS’s cov- 
erage. So our impressions of what hap- 
pens are often different than our editors’ 
impressions, who are watching on TV 
back home. So we have to sort of negoti- 
ate that out. 


Q: It’s become almost a clichéd question 
of the electronic age, but I’m going to ask it 
anyway. With such a television-driven 
event like the Olympics, how do the print 
media stay fresh without being redundant? 

A: It’s extremely difficult. It plays into 
our larger philosophy of what to cover. 
That is, we don’t try to provide definitive 
coverage, but rather to try get the color 
and some of the detail and some of the 
offstage detail. You may have seen what 
happened on stage or on ice on TV. But 
we’re trying to find some highlight of what 
happened at practice and put it together in 
a readable package. For years, Sports Illus- 
trated has found that people want to read a 
well-written game story even if they saw 
the game. 

One of our advantages in a place like 
Lillehammer is that when something dra- 
matic happens, we try to get to our editors 
right away, before they see it on CBS. 
That way, we can shape their impressions 
before they see the event. A lot of us are 
dreading Atlanta in ’96, because our edi- 
tors will be seeing the events at the same 
time. 


Q: Is there much 
of a language prob- 
lem in covering the 
games? 

A: One of the nice 
things about Lille- 
hammer is most of 
the educated people 
speak better English 
than I do. It was very 
different in France, 
where I got to prac- 
tice my pretty bad 
French. 


Q: How does the 
Olympic media circus 
rate with other media 
circuses you've been a 
part of? 

A: It’s really remarkable. The best thing 
about the press center in Lillehammer is it 
has windows that actually open. In 
Barcelona and Albertville, in effect we 
were all stuck together in these window- 
less, closed-in buildings. What you basi- 
cally get is all the press from 100-plus 
countries in the world and the conver- 
gence of all their diseases and flus and 
colds. Everybody gets sick. 

One great aspect of covering the 
Olympics is you have a lot of reporters all 
trying to ask questions in different lan- 
guages. Some of the questions they ask 
don’t exactly resonate in your language; 
they’re not always interested in the same 
things. But for the most part, the regulars

tries? 

A: I think America 
may be the premier 
Olympic booster large- 
ly because it’s our 
television that seems 
to control the sched- 
ule. Also, America is 
both the primary eco- 
nomic force in the 
Olympics and has a 
pretty good track 
record, historically, in 
performance. 

Countries follow 
events differently. For instance, in Norway, 
figure skating doesn’t resonate like, say, a 
great cross-country ski race does. So they 
farmed figure skating out to Hamer, which 
is about an hour from Lillehammer. 
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Q: How has the end of the Cold War af- 
fected recent competitions? It certainly re- 
moves the clean, good-versus-evil angle, 
which was kind of fun. 

A: I think the end of the Cold War has 


definitely taken away a little of that tension. | 


But in certain sports it’s helped the compe- 
tition a great deal, too. The breakup of the 
Soviet Union into Russian republics in sev- 
eral sports has meant more good competi- 
tors. It used to be that a lot of them 
wouldn’t make the Soviet team. So ulti- 
mately, you’re getting better competition. 


Q: In the last decade, there’s been 
some concern that the entry of “profes- 
sional athletes” into the games will some- 
how erode the Olympics’ amateur purity. 
I realize that definitions of what consti- 
tute amateur and pro athletes differ from 
sport to sport. But in today’s landscape, 
does the amateur-professional distinction 
even matter? 

A: The lines are pretty ambiguous. But I 
think when people talk of the purity of 
sport, they get confused. In effect, howev- 


er you define purity, what people want to | 
see is the best athletes in the world. And | 


what professionalism has done is that it’s 
allowed many of the athletes to stay in the 
games. 


For instance, we still get to watch Carl | 


Lewis compete. But years ago, Carl Lewis 
couldn’t have been able to afford to keep 
competing. I think people love the idea of 
sport for its own sake, but they also want 
to see the best athletes in the world. 


Q: But hasn’t the increasingly blurred 
lines between amateur and pro standing 
made many of these sports virtually indis-

You 
need a real cohesive effort from the politi- 
cal and corporate communities, and I 
think Boston’s too splintered a city to ever 
pull it off. You really need a gung-ho, 
let’s-go-get-it, no-holds-barred approach, 
and I don’t think Boston is capable of that. 


Q: Okay, you’re a Red Sox fan: what are 
you more likely to see in your lifetime, Bos- 
ton hosting the Olympics or the Red Sox 
winning a World Series? 

A: Now that I’ve declared it impossible, 
I’d say Boston hosting the Olympics is 
probably more likely. It will be our next 
impossible dream.

What happens when the skirts do the chasing?

He found it hard to believe that it had happened. 


He reviewed the events in his mind, trying to see 


just where he had gone wrong. He felt certain that 


it was all his fault, that he had misled Meredith in 


some important way. Otherwise, she would never 


have come on to him. The whole episode was an 


embarrassment for him, and probably for her, too. 


He felt guilty and miserable — and deeply uneasy 


about the future. What would happen now? What 


would she do? 


s the fictional Tom Sanders 
Struggles with guilt, shame, 
and despair, one of America’s 
most provocative and best- 
selling novelists sheds new 
light on a familiar problem. 
Just as Jurassic Park helped 
change our belief that all 
dinosaurs were lumbering, 
reptilian oafs, in Disclosure 
Michael Crichton tackles another beast — sexual 
harassment — and tosses it on its head. 

In the scene that precedes Tom’s troubled mus- 
ing, Crichton’s protagonist is pawed, mauled, and 
forcefully fellated by his new boss, Meredith John- 
son — with whom he just happened to have been 
romantically involved 10 years earlier. At first, his 
response to Meredith’s seduction is ambivalent — 
Tom is angered by her aggressive behavior; he also 
lets her unzip his slacks — but ultimately he rejects 
his predatory superior’s come-on. As Tom storms 
out of the office, Meredith threatens revenge. 

The two end up trading accusations of sexual ha-

rassment, but the message Disclosure delivers is 
blunt and clarion: wake up, America — it happens 
to men, too. 

Crichton concedes in an afterword to the book 
that the vast majority of harassment cases are 
brought by women against men. He also says that 
one advantage of role-reversal stories is that they 
“enable us to examine aspects concealed by tradi- 
tional responses and conventional rhetoric” — in 
other words, Tom’s experience can help us all un- 
derstand what all victims of harassment go through. 

But in the end, Crichton wants the world to know 
that women don’t have a monopoly on victimhood 
in this particular battle in the war between the sex- 
es. And, he has said in interviews since the book’s 
publication, as women gain more power‘in the 
workplace, more men can expect to feel the humili- 
ation of sexual harassment. 

Although Crichton is being credited for bringing 
the harassment of men to the public consciog$ness, 
it’s not a new issue. In 1982, a state empléyee in 
Wisconsin sued his female boss when he was de- 
moted after refusing her sexual advances. He won 


$25,000 in damages — cab fare compared to the 
sum awarded in a highly publicized case last year. 
Sabino Gutierrez, the personnel manager of a hot- 
tub manufacturer in Pomona, California, claimed 
that his female boss repeatedly kissed and fondled 
him over a period of six years. Gutierrez even ad- 
mitted to sleeping with the woman once, which he 
said he did to keep his job. The jury believed 
Gutierrez and granted him $1 million. 

Just how often men are harassed by women is 
hard to say with certainty. Experts on sexual ha- 
rassment — including employment-law attorneys 
and consultants who run workshops on detecting 
and fighting it in the workplace — say that about 
15 percent of all men fall victim to sexual harass- 
ment on the job (compared to over 40 percent of all 
women workers). But another estimate, mentioned 
in The 9to5 Guide to Combating Sexual 
Harassment, by Ellen Bravo and Ellen Cassedy, 
holds that 90 percent of all cases involve males ha- 
rassing females, nine percent are between members 
of the same sex, and just one percent involve wom- 
en harassing men. 

Since 1990, between seven and nine percent of 
the sexual-harassment claims made to the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission have come 
from men. Last year, the Massachusetts Commis- 
sion Against Discrimination received an average of 
26 harassment claims per month; about 10 percent 
were made by males. (Neither EEOC or MCAD 
break down their statistics to show what proportion 
of the male complaints were directed at women, as 
opposed to other men.) 

The Boston Globe reported last year that sex-bias 
accusations are on the rise in Massachusetts, in 
part because an increasing number of men are com- 
ing forward. One case reported to MCAD involved 
two male workers at a Papa Gino’s in Brockton 
who complained that a female supervisor fondled, 
kissed, and propositioned them. In another case, six 
male employees of Jenny Craig International diet 
centers in the Boston area claimed they were humil- 
iated and embarrassed by their female bosses. 

“Men are at the same stage women were 10 or 12 
years ago,” says S. Beville May, a Boston attorney 
who consults with corporations on sexual-harass- 
ment cases. “Crichton will create an awareness 
about the issue among men.”

Or will he? The phenomenon may not be new, 
but society has been slow to accept the notion that a 
man can feel vulnerable in the face of sexual ad- 
vances from a woman. 

“Men are not allowed to have feelings of being vi- 
olated,” says Chris Harding, editor of Wingspan, 
the Journal of the Male Spirit, a quarterly men’s- 
movement newspaper. Quite the opposite, in fact 
— far from being bothered by an inappropriate sex- 
ual advance, men are supposed to be turned on by

change for something, such as a raise or promotion) 
and the hostile environment (the classic example be- 
ing a woman who works among men who openly 
tell smutty jokes and brag about their sexual 
prowess). 

Lynn Hecht Schafran, an attorney with the 
NOW legal defense and education fund, says the 
legal standard for proving sexual harassment be- 
fore a judge and jury is the same for men and 
women. But whereas women who accuse men of 
harassment are often themselves denounced as 
hysterical or charged with leading on their alleged 
harassers by wearing provocative clothing, she 
says men face a different brand of skepticism. 

“With men, I don’t know if it’s that they 
wouldn’t be believed so much as thought 
silly,” says Schafran, who offers a worst- 
case scenario in a sexual-harassment 
case brought by a man against his 
female boss. “If a guy lost and af- 
terward his lawyer polled the 
jury, they might say, ‘We 
thought it happened, but he was 
silly for not jumping in bed with 
her.’ Or they might say he 
should have thought it was fun to 

- sit and listen to women talk 
about sexual exploits.” 

And the letter of the law 
notwithstanding, some feel society 
has a double standard for male 
and female harassment victims. A 
former MIT dean, for instance, 
says the university refused to 
investigate his charge that a 
colleague had harassed him.

exist, but it’s not a pervasive problem in 
the economics of our country.” 

Ellen Bravo, co-author of The 9to5 
Guide to Combating Sexual Harassment, 
is also executive director of 9to5, the 
National Association of Working Wom- 
en. She’s not amused by the fuss over 
Disclosure. Far from clarifying the dis- 
cussion of sexual harassment today, Bra- 
vo fears that Crichton’s polemic will only 
distort the truth. 

“The role-reversal angle covers up the 
reality that makes this a much bigger 
problem for men than women,” she says. 
Although Bravo doesn’t deny that some 
men are harassed, she quarrels with 
Crichton on three key points, which all 
boil down to a theme summed up in an 
old Joe Jackson song: it’s different for 
girls.

more likely to say ‘This is a bad thing. 
We need a better policy.’ I think women 
will be less likely.to turn to sexuality as a 
weapon.” 

“Harassment is about power,” Crich- 
ton said in a recent interview, picking up 
on the theme driven home by experts, 
“and unfortunately, both sexes can abuse 
it.” 

Bravo might say that “can” doesn’t 
necessarily mean “will.”

Whether Michael Crichton has per- 
formed a valuable service by opening the 
way for harassed men to come forward 
or is merely exploiting a hot-button issue 
for the sake of selling books, the issue 
isn’t going to die anytime soon. Alfred A. 
Knopf has printed a staggering 900,000 
copies of Disclosure, which debuted at 
number one on the New York Times best- 
seller list. Walk into any bookstore and 
you’re confronted by stacks of the stark 
red, white, and black volume. 

The movie rights to Disclosure have

“There are gender differences he ig- 
nores,” Bravo says. She starts with an 
old, but still-valid assertion: men who 
sleep around are considered to be studs, 
women who do so are sluts. It naturally 
follows, then, men and women would 
have very different attitudes toward sex- 
ual advances in the workplace: a man 
might be flattered, a woman is more like- 
ly to feel besieged. 

Secondly, Bravo says, men who are 
faced with an unwelcome sexual advance 
don’t necessarily fear being raped if they 
don’t comply. Finally, she takes issue 
with Crichton’s theory (which has been 
echoed by others) that as women gain 
power in the workplace, they'll begin to 
abuse it in many of the same ways men 
do — specifically, by harassing their 
male subordinates. 

“You’re more likely to find women 
managers who already know sexual ha- 
rassment is a problem because they are 
more likely to have experienced it,” Bra- 
vo says, citing surveys of women who en- 
tered the work world in the 1950s and 
60s, which had as many as 60 percent 
claiming to have suffered harassment. 
“It’s not that they [women executives] 
are better people, but I think they’re

been sold for $3.5 million, leading to 
who’ll-play-who speculation (Michael 
Douglas has been tabbed for the part, 
but Harrison Ford’s skill for portraying 
defiant, wronged men makes him a natu- 
ral for Tom; if the icily beautiful, but 
vaguely sinister, Sigourney Weaver were 
a few years younger, she’d be handed the 
role of Meredith). 

Others see the discussion of sexually 
harassed males as adding to a larger 
scheme of evolving attitudes in a society 
that is slowly more willing to see that 
men can be victims, too. Chris Harding, 
of Wingspan, cites recent changes in 
statutory rape laws as one example. Until 
recently, an older woman who slept with 
a male minor was thought to be provid- 
ing a valuable education for the young 
fellow. Now those same women are go- 
ing to jail. 

And Harding points to a recent survey 
as evidence that the times are changing 
and that men had better be on guard. In 
a poll that appears in the February issue 
of Esquire, 1000 women between the 
ages of 18 and 25 were asked, “Have 
you ever pressured a man into having 
sex?” 

Nearly 30 percent said yes. Q

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Geoffrey's 


Desserts are delectable, : 
but the rest needs some spice

found the original Geoffrey’s 
Café-Bar, in Copley Square, al- 
most by accident and reviewed it 
favorably as a food discovery 
among the shoppers’ refuges. The 
second one shows improvements, espe- 
cially in the desserts, yet its location on 
the Tremont Street “Restaurant Row,” in 
the space that used to be Hamersley’s 
Bistro, raises more-serious expectations. 
This Geoffrey’s is a find for low prices, 
but needs to spiff up the food to make 
more of a splash in this neighborhood. 

One thing didn’t change: mine was the 
only table in the room not to be served a 
breadbasket. That’s getting to be a Geof- 
frey’s tradition for me. When I requested 
one, it failed to whelm. Chunk o’ 
pumpernickel, slices of ordinary French 
bread, slices of average rye-onion. 

We also had some flawed 
openers, such as a soup of 
the day ($2.50, $3.50), 
designated chicken-veg- 
etable, with a layer of 
grease left on. This oil spill 
polluted a generous float of 
pine nuts on top of what 
might have been a bracing 
cup of soup. A “warm win- 
ter salad” ($7.95) wasn’t 
warm, despite being over- 
dressed, and I was annoyed 
by a moldy taste on some 
pieces of baked potato. The 
saving graces were a good 
variety of greens and four 
pleasant toasts topped with 
fresh mozzarella. One of 
my favorite appetizers at the 
previous location, a que- 
sadilla ($6.95), was marred 
our night by fermented goat 
cheese. This is a surprising 
concept of Middle East flavors — grilled 
eggplant, roast pimento, goat cheese — 
wrapped in flour tortillas and served with 
a no-cilantro salsa that will work in con- 
text, when the goat cheese is right. 

What will set them buzzing in the 
South End, or any where else on the 
planet, is the spicy grilled shrimp ($6.95) 
served with black-bean “salsa” (well, you 
know, salad), the same no-cilantro salsa 
(although the restaurant is two blocks 
away from Chinese supermarkets that al- 
ways have cilantro), and enough lettuce 
leaves to call the whole thing a salad. The 
shrimp are just beautiful, not hardened, 
tasting of the grill and the spicy marinade. 

There’s also at least one terrific sand- 
wich, “Brazilian steak” ($6.95). You get 
Slices ‘of grilled steak (perhaps not flank 
steak, as the menu promises, but tasty), 
done to order, on a slice of rye bread. 
Then you get lettuce, avocado, and a 
spread of no-cilantro salsa on another 
slice of rye bread. The only thing Brazilian 
about this is that if you try to eat it as a 
sandwich, it will get all over you like beach 
food. Another beach reference is the pota- 
to chips, Cape Cod-quality, and kind of a 
fresh surprise in these tony surroundings. 

Angel-hair pasta ($9.95) showed 
kitchen competence both with the tricky 
ultra-thin spaghetti, and with the often- 
abused fresh-basil-tomato sauce. This is 
the kind of familiar dish that Geoffrey's 
brings to life. On a daily special of 
shrimp and rice ($13.95), there were 
problems of chewy rice, too much pep- 
per, and overly pickled mushrooms, 
though a generous portion of excellent 
shrimp softened the blows. This dish 
seemed thrown-together. 

Beef bourguignonne ($9.95) caught 
my fancy at the Copley Square Geof-

frey’s, and it was even better here, served 
on real, garlicky mashed potatoes. One 
cannot overpraise beef stew in the winter, 
and this one was flawless, the red wine 
well-cooked into the cubes of beef. 

Speaking of wine, Geoffrey’s has a list, 
but not a very progressive one. Prices 
start at $15 and $18, but climb quickly, 
and this on a list of young, mostly Cali- 
fornia wines, a list that does not mention 
the vintage years. Our Napa Ridge Mer- 
lot ($20) turned out to be the 1990, and 
the North Coast appelation — not a bad 
bottle of wine, just an ordinary one. 

The big improvement at the new loca- 
tion of Geoffrey’s is desserts, and I’d guess 
this is a chain-wide commitment. We had 
a piece of chocolate-mousse torte ($5.75) 
that would reduce a small European city to 
a grinning stupor. This was really a no- 
flour, fudge-truffle affair, dropped onto a 
thin layer of actual cake, topped with 
frosting barely distinguishable from the 
cake and a circle of choco- 
late-truffle candies. A tart 
raspberry sauce makes vain 
attempts to cut through the 
buttercream. Whew! 

Berry cobbler ($4.50) 
won high marks for its fla- 
vor of blueberries and 
blackberries and pastry 
topping. A peach-and-apri+ 
cot nut torte ($4.50) was 
probably too large a piece. 
A thick chopped-almond 
layer and some pastry lat- 
tice work overwhelmed the 
fruit, but would have been 
delectable with coffee in a 
smaller wedge. Plan on 
taking this one home. The 
mixed fruit ($4.50) was a 
pedestrian cup of can- 
taloupe and honeydew, 
neither terribly ripe, with 
some decent strawberries. 
My reading of the seasonal fruit market 
is that one works with citrus, pears, se- 
lected apples, persimmon, maybe some 
Chilean grapes in the winter. There’s no 
percentage in serving melons or berries 
now unless you have a lot of the cus- 
tomers’ money to spend, and a lot of 
time to pick around. 

American coffee was good, a little thin, 
served in generous glass mugs. My espres- 
so ($1.75) was a little sour. Our waiter 
was an able fellow, but never quite got into 
synch with the inexplicably high spirits of 
our party. I’m not always the Smilin’ Crit- 
ic, but the surroundings at Geoffrey’s are 
pretty jolly, so the waiter should expect 
other lively groups. The Copley Square 
theme of Matisse-deep-red walls and 
bistro decorations has been carried over 
and refined, with French and American il- 
lustrations, mildly Camp, of variogs peri- 
ods of good old days, Degas to Deco.

I have stafted a collection of the silly 
stories about Boston’s leading chefs and 
how they all know and love each other; In 
a year or two, when the pendulum 
swings, and all the magazine stories are 
about the great chefs leaving Boston or 
feuding with one another, | will exhume 
this year’s party line. That will make 
some new enemies among the writers. 
Meanwhile, I must correct the idea that 
the Harvest, the Parker House, and the 
old Turtle Café were the primary training 
grounds of masses of chef/owners. The 
never-to-be-challenged record for chef 
production in Boston is held by the late 
Joyce Chen. And I will be insisting that 
future stories about non-Asians begin 
with the Golden Age of Elsie’s Sandwich 
Shop, which launched Moncef Meddeb 
and Regina Karp, among others. Q

The BeanTowne Coffee House is the latest addition to trendy One Kendall 
Square. It boasts high ceilings, parquet floors, wooden tables, sturdy up- 
holstered chairs, and lime-green-and-teal walls. The lime/teal theme is car- 
ried through to the tiniest detail — from the coat rack to the cabinets. The 
food is very appealing, too. The menu includes four sandwiches: smoked 
turkey on French bread with cranberry mustard ($4.25); vegetarian on 
pita bread (truly delicious, $3.95); roast beef on French bread with a spe- 


cial horseradish mustard ($4.75); and hem and Swiss on French bread

The Remains of the Day; The Age of Innocence; Much 


Suddenly there’s a glut of great American movies

oO, it’s not your imagina- 
tion: there are more good 
films on American movie 
screens than ever before. 
Hopes for a Hollywood 
Renaissance bloom in the first two months 
| of each new year, but they usually wither 
long before the first spring thaw. Maybe it 
is a seasonal thing. Every studio tries to 
open its Oscar hopefuls as late in the year 
as possible. That’s partly because it 
doesn’t trust the fading memories of 
Academy members, and partly because it 
| wants the films to linger in the theaters 
long enough to benefit at the box office 
from any nominations or awards they 
| might receive. Some films open only in 
| New York and Los Angeles at year’s end, 
to qualify for Oscar consideration; they 
open nationwide a few weeks later, after 
the decks have been cleared of the holiday 
| hopefuls. 
| Asa result, early each year every theater 
seems to be offering a Best Picture candi- 
date or a winner of some critics society's 
| prize. This year, however, the Oscar hope- 
| fuls are in a class by themselves. True, 
there’s the occasional Cabin Boy, 
Gunmen, or House Party 3 to avoid, but 
the remainder is filmgoing at its finest. 
And there are holdovers from the fall that 
still linger in the theaters and continue to 
regale audiences with their originality, 
| magic, and power. 

A surprise addition to the top-10-gross- 
ing films for several months now has been 
Jane Campion’s ethereal The Piano, a truly 
| profound movie about sex, power, lan- 
| guage, and identity that marks Campion as 
one of the world’s great directors and re- 
stores Holly Hunter to the ranks of Oscar- 
worthy actresses. Robert Altman’s raunchy 
and brilliant Short Cuts proves that a film 
can be formally challenging, darkly hilari- 
ous, and dramatically uncompromising 
and still do steady business. In The Re- 
mains of the Day, James Ivory reunited the 
award-winning Howards End duo of An- 


thony Hopkins and Emma Thompson and 
proved once again that superb acting and 
an impeccable adaptation of a great liter- 
ary work can be high concept. Likewise, 
Fred Schepisi’s deft adaptation of John 
Guare’s play Six Degrees of Separation 
showed that a witty, profound film about 
ideas can fill a movie theater.

gives the tour-de-force performance of the | 
year as a vicious and brilliant asshole. Both | 
are films of unique vision that stretch the 
limits of the art; in almost any other year, 
their excellence might be lost in the razzle- | 
dazzle of the commercial maelstrom. | 

The extent of 1993’s riches will become | 
embarrassingly apparent this Wednesday, | 
when the Oscar nominations are an- | 
nounced. Enough excellence is currently 
playing on the screen to fill most award | 
categories, and the Academy will be in the | 
privileged position of snubbing not just | 
one or two worthy artists, which is tradi- | 
tional, but several, which is unprecedent- 
ed. No year in recent memory has offered | 
so much for them to choose from. 

Last year around this time, Clint East- | 
wood’s Unforgiven was waiting to get what 
it had coming to it while the theaters | 
churned out the likes of Hexed, Children of 
the Corn 2, and Loaded Weapon. The one | 
outstanding film released back then was | 
Sommersby, an Oscar contender in any 
other year, but in 1993 bound to trail in | 
the wake of the many fine films that fol- | 
lowed. Two years ago the Oscar favorite 
was The Silence of the Lambs, since little 
else had appeared to erase distant memo- | 
ries of its early February release. Certainly 
the Oscar wanna-bes that came out the | 
following January — Grand Canyon, Fried | 
Green Tomatoes, or At Play in the Fields of 
the Lord — did little to drown it out. 

In 1993, however, the Oscar nomina- | 
tions are going to be just as hard to predict 
as the winners. It’s a year when the number | 
of Best Picture possibilities could easily be | 
doubled. Naturally Schindler’s List, The Pi- | 
ano, The Remains of the Day, Philadelphia, | 
and In the Name of the Father should be | 
nominated. But what about Much Ado | 
About Nothing, Menace II Society, The | 
Fugitive, In the Line of Fire, The Secret 
Garden, Into the West, The Age of Inno- | 
cence, The Man Without a Face, The Bal- 
lad of Little Jo, Fearless, and Shadowlands? 

Outstanding acting has done its part in | 
creating this pleasant predicament. Nine- | 
teen-ninety-three was a year in which 
women’s performances offered enough 
Oscar material for any three previous | 
years. These include stellar turns from es- | 
tablished stars, like Michelle Pfeiffer’s | 
world-weary but sensual Countess Olens- | 
ka in The Age of Innocence, the one spot 
of vivid life and passion in a film otherwise 
suffocating in decor and 13-course ban- 
quets. And Emma Thompson’s heart- 
breaking, repressed, but seductive house- 
keeper in The Remains of the Day. They | 
also include revelatory performances from | 
newcomers, like Ashley Judd’s unflinching | 
portrait of a spirited-but-beleaguered 
young woman in Ruby in Paradise, and ca- | 
reer-making tours-de-force from unsung 
actresses like Suzy Amis, who delivered a 
gender-challenging portrayal of a woman 
disguised as a man in the Old West in The 
Ballad of Little Jo. 

This year Anthony Hopkins could repeat 
his Best Actor Award of 1992, twice — for 
Shadowlands and The Remains of the Day 
— if only he didn’t have to contend with 
Daniel Day-Lewis restored to full, fire-eat- 
ing glory in In the Name of the Father, 
Tom Hanks and Denzel Washington suf- 
fering and sympathizing with thespian fi- 
nesse in Philadelphia, Jeff Bridges peerless 
in Fearless, Liam Neeson quietly over- 
whelming in Schindler’s List, Mel Gibson 
forgoing good looks for raw talent in The 
Man Without a Face, and David Thewlis 
forgoing good taste and good manners for 
sheer obnoxious genius in Naked. It’s a 
year in which one film — Short Cuts — 
has enough great performances in it to 
provide all the nominations for both the 
Best Supporting Actor and Actress cate- 
gories, and in which we could see two 
Chinese films — The Story of Qiu Ju and 
Farewell, My Concubine — nominated for 
Best Foreign Language Film and subse- 
quently denounced by their government. 

It’s hard to resist the notion that this 
year was indeed a turning point, that some 
kind of New Wave of American filmmak- 
ing is stirring. Not since the 1970s have so 
many serious films been released and been 
so well received. That was the era when 
the auteur, the director, ruled and Holly- 
wood was between the tyranny of the stu- 
dio system and the despotic corporate

and the decade came to a simultaneous end 
as the excesses of ego and the limitations 
of production costs — epitomized by 
Michael Cimino’s Heaven’s Gate — ush- 
ered in the era of high concept, block- 
busters, and the deal. 

Ironically, 1993 offers ambitious works 
by some of the directors who flourished in 
the ’70s: Robert Altman with Short Cuts, 
Martin Scorsese with The Age of Inno- 
cence, Jonathan Demme with Philadelphia. 
In Altman’s case, the film might be his 
masterpiece, and though the efforts by 
Scorsese and Demme are not their finest, 
they demonstrate attempts by both to ex- 
pand their range. Otherwise, 1993 has 
been as much the year of the director as 
any year in the ’70s, with many of the top 
filmmakers in Hollywood and the world 
peaking at the same time. The 1993 releas- 
es by Jane Campion, James Ivory, Richard 
Attenborough, Jim Sheridan, Steven Spiel- 
berg, Krzysztof Kieslowski, Kenneth 
Branagh, and Mike Leigh are their greatest 
works to date. 


This year also has its own version of 
| Heaven’s Gate: Arnold Schwarzenegger’s 


ominously titled Last Action Hero, which 


embodied all the pomp and emptiness of 


hype and high concept and star power and 
was deflated as unceremoniously as the gi- 
ant inflatable Arnold that floundered on 
Fifth Avenue in a misbegotten promotional 
stunt. The failure of this seemingly guaran- 
teed product highlighted a year in which 
every sequel did drastically worse business 
than its predecessors, and in which three of 
the top 10 films in terms of budget-to-pro- 
ceeds ratio were Ang Lee’s The Wedding 
Banquet, Jane Campion’s The Piano, and 
the Hughes Brothers’ Menace II Society — 
independent and original films dealing with 
real life and not regurgitated formula. 

Clearly audiences are growing weary of 
hackneyed generic fantasy that refers only 
to its own stereotypes. Television has rec- 
ognized that already and acted on it, and 
though the result may be the bastardized 
entities of tabloid talk shows and reality- 
based programs, their popularity demon- 
strates that audiences want entertainment 
that’s not escapist but relevant. Truth is 
stranger than pulp fiction, and once view- 
ers get a taste of it, the substitute no longer 
satisfies. 

Consequently the success stories of 1993 
— in terms of Oscar potential and box of- 
fice — are the films that deal with what is 
urgent, universal, and grave about contem- 
porary experience, whether it’s political op- 
pression (In the Name of the Father), psy- 
chological repression (The Remains of the 
Day), AIDS (Philadelphia), or mor- 
tality (Shadowlands). Even “es- 
capist” blockbusters like Free Willy 
and Mrs. Doubtfire owed some of 
their success to their realistic sub- 
texts — the environmental crisis 
and the problem of broken families. 
Perhaps the most significant con- 
vert to the ranks of the realistic was 
the master of escape, Steven Spiel- 
berg, whose Schindler’s List is one 
of the bravest glimpses at human 
evil of this or any other year. 

Another source of success has 
proven to be the literary adaptation. 
Not just bestseller pulp, such as 
Rising Sun or The Firm, but gen- 
uine literature: The Remains of the 
Day, Six Degrees of Separation, 
Shadowlands, The Age of Inno- 
cence, Much Ado About Nothing, 
The Secret Garden, The Joy Luck 
Club. Hollywood is learning that it 
doesn’t need to go much further for 
material than the local library. It’s 
discovering a new formula for suc- 
cess based on the track record in 
previous years of surprise hits like 
Henry V, Driving Miss Daisy, My 
Left Foot, and Howards End: a well- 
adapted literary work plus out- 
standing performances plus artful, 
subtle direction translates into a 
healthy box office. 

This conversion didn’t just hap- 
pen. Outside pressures had to be 
brought to bear on an industry 
grown complacent after five succes- 
sive years of record grosses. The 
growing influence and accomplish- 
ment of Asian cinemas — particu- 
larly those from the various Chinas 
— made the industry aware that it 
had no monopoly on celluloid. The 
success of minority filmmakers — 
African-Americans, gays, and wom- 
en — indicated that the demo- 
graphics of audiences needed to be 
expanded. With the tried-and-true 
action genres of the past 10 years in 
decline, this new material and these 
new markets have filled the gap. 
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y one measure, the most profitable 
movie of last year was not Jurassic Park 


American same-sex farce The Wedding Banquet. 
Sure, Steven Spielberg’s dinosaurs gobbled up 
$870 million in worldwide box-office grosses, 
but since the movie cost $63 million to make, its 
return-to-cost ratio is about 14:1. Banquet, 
which cost a mere $1 million, grossed $24 mil- 
lion worldwide, for a whopping 24:1 profitability 
ratio. 

The success of Banquet and other low-budget 
independent films offers a dramatic alternative to 
the studios’ profligate ways. An indie distributor 
like Miramax can niche-market a non-main- 
stream movie like The Piano (cost: $7 million) 
toward the art houses, for a return of $23 mil- 
lion thus far ($65 million worldwide). In con- 
trast, Universal spent $40 million to make Carli- 
to’s Way, which has grossed only $36 million at 
American multiplexes. The average studio movie 
costs $25 million to produce; after marketing, 
distribution, and exhibition costs, it needs to 
gross $60 million just to break even. 

In 1993, after the success of The Crying 
Game, the studios began to recognize the merits 
of specialty-film distribution. Disney spent only 
$11 million making The Joy Luck Club, which 
has returned $32 million. Disney also bought the 
services of Miramax and the Merchant-Ivory 
team, whose $12 million The Remains of the 
Day has grossed $18 million for Columbia. 

Even more-expensive arty films like 
Schindler’s List ($23 million) and Philadelphia 
($30 million) are doing well at the box office. 
After only a couple weeks of wide release, 
Philadelphia is the nation’s top draw, pulling in 
$17 million last week; Schindler has grossed $16 
million. Neither shows signs of slowing down. 


This trend has been demonstrated by 
some unlikely hit films and exploited by the 
canniness of a few maverick studios. Last 
year’s The Crying Game pulled in over $50 
million, a seeming freak accident being re- 
peated this year by The Piano. Both films 
are releases from Miramax, the prototype 
of a small but growing contingent of small- 
er studios that includes Fine Line, Gramer- 
cy, Savoy, and the Sam Goldwyn Compa- 
ny. These studios develop and market spe- 
cialized artistic films for broad consump- 
tion. In a way, they are imitating a trend in 
another mass-marketed American product: 
beer. They are the micro-breweries of the 
film industry. 

George Mansour, an independent film 
consultant who has been programming 
films and following movie trends for 35 
years, observes that the major studios have 
shown keen interest in the success of these 
films and studios. “They see films like The 
Crying Game, Howards End, and The Pi- 
ano costing little and bringing in a lot, and 
it seems more prestigious than investing in 
a blockbuster. Making a film for $3 or $4 
million and taking in $60 million is very 
appealing. A lot of them want to prove that 
they can do it too — and they can.” 

How long the industry will be able to 
sustain such high quality is open to ques- 
tion. Disney has bought up Miramax 
(though the small studio seems as shrewd 
and as independent as ever). Another trou- 
bling sign is that Neil Jordan, director of 
The Crying Game, has been lured to Holly- 
wood and is directing Tom Cruise in Inter- 
view with a Vampire; one hopes this experi- 
ence is less crushing than his last brush 
with Hollywood, High Spirits (1988). And 
despite its reputation as the biggest disaster 
of 1993, Last Action Hero won't be bring- 
ing down any studios. When all the video, 
foreign, and other ancillary profits are fig- 
ured in, it actually made money. Big studio 
blockbusters are almost always protected 
by such back-ups, a security that indepen- 
dent movies don’t enjoy. 

Finally, there’s always the possibility that 
there are more good movies out there sim- 
ply because more movies got made; the in- 
dustry’s coffers are flush, and they are in- 
vesting in more and more profit. The num- 
ber of releases, according to Variety, was 
408, up from last year’s total of 340. Un- 
doubtedly there are a lot more bad movies 
out there as well. Next year’s crop of Oscar 
nominees will tell us whether this upturn is 
going to continue; let’s hope they don’t in- 
clude Intersection, My Girl 2, or Ace Ven- 
tura, Pet Detective. Enjoy the Renaissance 
of ’93 while it lasts. Q

or once, critics and Oscar 

voters don’t have to bitch 

about a dearth of worthy 

films or performances. The 

Academy members have 

their hands full, as the announcement of 

the nominations this Wednesday, February 
9, will reveal. 

There are at least eight serious con- 

tenders for the five Best Picture slots, all of 

which meet at least two of the traditional 


| prerequisites: epic length, serious social 


topic, costume drama, and English ac- 
cents. The leading contender is Schindler’s 
List, which, besides having won the Gold- 
en Globe for Best Picture (Drama), is also 
the first film to win a Best Picture nod 
from the four most prominent critics’ as- 
sociations: the New York and Los Angeles 
Film Critics’ Circles, the National Society 
of Film Critics, and the National Board of 
Review. Best Director awards from the 
Boston Society of Film Critics, the NSFC, 
and the Golden Globes ensure that even 
perennial bridesmaid Steven Spielberg will 
be nominated. The Golden Globes are an 
especially reliable omen of Oscar success, 
and their three trophies for Schindler (the 
third went to screenwriter Steven Zaillian) 
make it the film to beat. Ralph Fiennes, 
who plays the Nazi commandant, is a like- 
ly Best Supporting Actor nominee, having 
won the BSFC and NSFC awards. Star 
Liam Neeson is another possibility. 

Schindler’s strongest rivals are writer/di- 
rector Jane Campion’s The Piano and 
Robert Altman’s Short Cuts. The Piano has 
already picked up awards for Best Picture 
(Cannes Film Festival), Director (LAFCC, 
NYFCC), Screenplay (LAFCC, NYFCC, 
NSFC), and Supporting Actress (LAFCC), 
for Anna Paquin. Campion could beat the 
jinx to become only the second woman to 
receive a Best Director nomination (after 
Seven Beauties’ Lina Wertmiiller, in 1976). 
The Piano’s sure thing is Holly Hunter, 
who won the Best Actress (Drama) award 
from the Golden Globes and from the four 
primary critics’ circles, and whose mute 
heroine is the sort of handicapped charac- 
ter that Oscar voters love. 

Altman’s epic won a special Best Ensem- 
ble Cast award at the Golden Globes, rais- 
ing the question: how do you pick from a 
cast of 22 essentially equal roles? Critics 
have singled out Bruce Davison, Andie Mac- 
Dowell, and Madeleine Stowe, who won the 
NSFC Best Supporting Actress award. Di- 
rector Altman’s prickliness has not endeared 
him to the Academy, but this magnum opus 
could earn him Oscar’s notice. 











HOLLY HUNTER won Best Actress awards from the Golden Globes and 
the four primary critics’ circles, so she’s sure to get an Oscar nomination. 
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Tom Hanks’s Golden Globe for Best | 
Actor (Drama) makes him and Philadel- | 
phia certain Oscar nominees. Director | 
Jonathan Demme will be recognized for | 
wading into uncharted aesthetic, political, | 
and commercial minefields and emerging | 
essentially intact. Denzel Washington’s 
hetero everyman role may also earn him a | 
nomination. 

The Age of Innocence may earn the | 
revered Martin Scorsese reflexive nods for | 
Picture and Director. (He already won the | 
NBR’s Director award.) Winona Ryder’s 
Best Supporting Actress Golden Globe as- 
sures her a nomination. Michelle Pfeiffer 
is a likely Best Actress nominee, and | 
Daniel Day-Lewis, who won the BSFC’s | 
Best Actor award, has the predicament of | 
competing against himself in In the Name | 
of the Father. (Other performers recog- 
nized by critics for two roles include 
Emma Thompson in The Remains of the 
Day and Much Ado About Nothing, Antho- 
ny Hopkins in Remains and Shadowlands, | 
and Debra Winger in Shadowlands and A | 
Dangerous Woman.) 

Besides Day-Lewis, Father could earn | 
nominations for Best Picture, Best Direc- 
tor (Jim Sheridan), and Best Supporting 
Actor (Pete Postlethwaite). Another British | 
favorite, Remains, has already earned the | 
NBR’s awards for Picture, Actor, and 
Screenplay (Ruth Prawer Jhabvala); it 
could get a nomination for director James 
Ivory. Hopkins and Winger make English 
import Shadowlands and director Richard | 
Attenborough likely nominees. | 

Other potential Best Actor nominees 
are Robin Williams, who won the Best | 
Actor (Comedy or Musical) Golden 
Globe for Mrs. Doubtfire, and Naked’s 
searing David Thewlis, already recog- 
nized with NYFCC and NSFC awards. 
Kenneth Branagh (Much Ado About 
Nothing), Laurence Fishburne (What’s 
Love Got To Do with It) and Jeff Bridges 
(Fearless) are also possibilities. Angela 
Bassett, who won the Golden Globe for 
Best Actress (Comedy or Musical) for 
What’s Love, is a likely nominee, as are 
Six Degrees of Separation’s Stockard 
Channing and Ruby in Paradise’s Ashley 
Judd. 

Tommy Lee Jones’s Golden Globe for 
The Fugitive makes him the leading con- 
tender for Best Supporting Actor, ina field | 
that could include Sean Penn (Carlito’s | 
Way), Jeff Daniels (Gettysburg), and | 
Leonardo DiCaprio (What’s Eating Gilbert | 
Grape). Supporting Actress candidates al- | 
ready recognized include Fearless’s Rosie 
Perez (BSFC), Farewell My Concubine’s 
Gong Li (NYFCC), and Flesh and Bone’s | 
Gwyneth Paltrow. Q

he very name of the medium 
suggests its superficiality: 
film. Sometimes, though, an 
artist can orchestrate its ele- 
| ments — image, sound, per- 

formance, narrative — into a work that 

shatters surfaces and offers a glimpse into 
| the abyss, or into transcendence. As in his 
| previous masterpiece, The Double: Life of 
| Véronique, Polish director Krzysztof Kie- 
| slowski employs the simplest and purest of 
| cinematic means to explore the most fun- 
| damental human problems. In Véronique, 
| the problem is identity; in Blue, it’s mor- 
| tality and fate, and whether love and art 
| can triumph despite them. 


This new film begins with a premise 
that has marked a year in which tearjerk- 
ers have emerged as the dominant genre: 
sudden, unexpected death. Unlike Sleep- 
less in Seattle or My Life, Blue does not 
adorn death with sentimentality or plati- 
tudes. It’s the chance encounter of a 
Peugeot with a tree, the impact reflected 
in the face of a teenage boy on the road- 
side playing a game with a ball and a 
stick. It’s stark, faceless, uncomprehend- 
ing, and complete in its devastation, 
sweeping away the husband and daugh- 
ter of Julie DeCourcy (Juliette Binoche) 
in an instant. 

She’ survives, but like Jeff Bridges in Pe- 
ter Weir’s similar but flawed Fearless, she 
seeks liberty, freedom from all human ties. 
As she explains to her mother, an Alz- 
heimer’s victim in a rest home who enter- 
tains herself by watching TV programs 
about old people bungee jumping, “All I 
have left to do in my life is nothing. Be- 


longings, memories, friends, love, they are 
all traps.” 

She sets out to undo what remains of 
her life. Her husband, a famous compos- 
er, was in the midst of writing his Con- 
certo for the Unification of Europe when 
the accident happened. She tosses the 
manuscript in a trash compacter, and the 
haunting theme playing on the sound- 
track is silenced as the paper is de- 
stroyed. She sells all her possessions — 
except a blue glass chandelier she takes 
from her husband’s room — and rents an 
apartment in the city without telling any- 
one. Before moving out, she invites over 
her husband’s assistant, who worships 
her, for a Last Tango in Paris—like tryst. 
The next morning she gives him a cup of 
coffee, saying, “You see, I’m just like any 
other woman — you won’t miss me,” and 
vanishes. 

The vanishing act proves difficult to 
sustain. Life keeps knocking on her door 


Art is the key to transcendence? 
“Not necessarily. You can become transcendent by 
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— sometimes literally. In a scene reminis- 
cent of Roman Polanski’s The Tenant, a 
mugging victim arises from the anonymity 
of the street to pound on her doorway. 
This and other incidents — a homeless 
man on the street picking out the theme 
to her husband’s concerto on a recorder 
— plunge her into reveries announced by 
the triumphant chords of the piece’s cho- | 
rus. The color blue, too, summons her 
ceaselessly, whether the light from the 
chandelier’s glass beads, the wrapper of a 
piece of candy her daughter held before 
the accident, or cinematographer Sla- | 
womir Idziak’s persistent inclusion of blue | 
and its complement orange in his color 
scheme. These reminders of life insist that | 
nothing is beyond her, and when her hus- | 
band’s assistant declares his intention of | 
finishing the concerto on his own, she | 
must decide whether to forgo liberty for | 
love and life. | 

Kieslowski knows that such a basic | 
dilemma can be shown only with the most | 
basic means. Like Jane Campion in The 
Piano, he has mastered the fusion of music | 
and image. His collaborator once again is | 
Zbigniew Preisner, who in Véronique | 
wrote the music of an 18th-century com- 
poser who never was. Here he writes the 
music of a composer who never will be, a | 
Borgesian touch that adds an extra level of | 
metaphysical surreality to both films. The | 
music is blunt, otherworldly, and irre- | 
sistible, the snatches of melody coalescing | 
into a final chorus, the words of which are 
from 1 Corinthians 13. 

Counterpointing the calculated musical 
structure is the music of chance, the play 
of coincidence, accident, and synchronici- 
ty. Although chance has deprived Juliette 
of all she loves in the beginning, it also re- 
stores her. When she finally goes out of | 
her way to help someone else — her | 
neighbor Sandrine (Florence Pernell), who | 
needs comfort at the strip joint she works | 
at — she happens to see a news broadcast | 
that undoes her life yet again, but also be- | 
gins it. 

As was Irene Jacob in Véronique, Kie- 
slowski’s chief collaborator is his actress. 
His first image of her is an extreme 
close-up of her eye, in which is reflected 
the face of her physician giving her the 
bad news. He never gets much farther 
away from her than that, lingering on her 
in close-up, her blue-back hair framing a 
sublime blue-white face that contains ev- 
erything, and nothing. It’s an image of 
pathos, strength and redemption remi- 
niscent of Maria Falconetti in Carl Drey- 
er’s The Passion of Joan of Arc. Dappled 
in blue light, transfixed by the music she 
can’t stop, it’s the closest any art will get 
to a moment of purely subjective tran- 
scendence. 














Talking a Blue streak 


ealing with Krzysztof Kieslowski involves in- 
BD) terpretation, whether trying to comprehend his 

rapturously enigmatic films such as The Dou- 
ble Life of Véronique or his new masterpiece Blue, or 
conducting a conversation over breakfast. In the latter 
case, the problem of interpretation is a literal one; though 
the Polish director speaks some English, he uses a trans- 
lator. Since his answers tend to be cryptic, laconic, and 
infrequent, that leaves a lot of time to ponder the mean- 
ing of the silences. 

Then again, the questions that can be asked about a 
film that takes a character to the limits of identity, mor- 
tality, and transcendence tend to be a little cryptic as 
well. In Blue, Juliette Binoche survives an automobile ac- 
cident. Her composer husband and her daughter perish. 
She recovers, but is haunted by passages from an unfin- 
ished work by her husband, and by the title color. Kie- 
slowski on other occasions has explained that the film is 
the first in a series based on the French tri-color and the 
motto “Liberty, Equality, and Fraternity” (White is fin- 
ished, Red is in production). Blue stands for liberty, 
white equality, red fraternity. Was this an arbitrary ar- 
rangement? 

Kieslowski confers with his translator. “What do you 
mean by arbitrary?” 

Did the colors come first or the notions behind them? 

“The color comes first.” 

You equate blue with liberty? 

“Many people have different associations with the col- 
or. One Greek woman told me that this is the color of 
the soul. A Spanish woman told me that blue is a classical 
color for coming back to the womb. And I find it a very 
joyful color. The color of the sky. The color of hope.” 

In the film it’s the color that keeps drawing the 
Binoche character back to earthly concerns when she is 
trying to renounce them. So isn’t it the opposite of liber- 
ty? 

“All the important elements that are in existence that 


we should try to avoid are blue. It was an arbitrary deci- 
sion. If you ask me what the blue color is for me, I would 
tell you: blue jeans.” 

The music, then, which was composed by your collab- 
orator Zbigniew Preisner — does this represent the tran- 
scendence of art over mortality? Is it more of a source of 
inspiration for you than the color? 

“No, I don’t listen ‘to music. Never. If there is music 
playing, I turn off the radio. I like Preisner’s music be- 
cause it serves a certain purpose. But I don’t listen to it 
otherwise.” 

Is there a religious impulse behind your filmmaking? 

“I am not a religious person at all. Transcendence is in 
everybody’s life. Faith, also. If not faith, then the need for 
a faith. If God did not exist, we’d have to invent Him. For 
sure I have a need for faith. I always have a faith in art.”

making shoes or preparing coffee. Art or music work 
with this film. But in the next movie we don’t have this 
and the main character is a hairdresser. The only thing 
he can make as art is cutting hair.” 

What about politics? In Blue, Binoche tries to isolate 
herself completely but is tempted to finish her husband’s 
Concerto for the Unification of Europe. Does that suggest 
that art has an ultimate political intent? 

“She couldn’t care less about politics. For the unifica- 
tion of Europe, she couldn’t care less. It was important 
for us when we were working on the script. Then every- 
body thought — it was in ’89 — that Europe would uni- 
fy. But Europe didn’t unite. And this music sounds fun- 
ny, ironic. I’ve been so disillusioned so many times. Be- 
sides, I am not so sure I would want to live in a united 
Europe. Maybe Europe should remain as it is. Maybe it’s 
not that important.” 

What is important? 

“There is a need for love. And chance. Chance exists in 
our lives all the time. Of course, we have some kind of 
freedom, but it’s still up to fate or destiny, chance. In 
spite of all of this we fear freedom. You have to earn your 
chance. The same chance is offered everybody. 

“By chance you might meet a woman who will be the 
love of your life. But if you didn’t pass this particular 
place at this particular time you wouldn’t meet her. But 
you must also work all your life so that you are of interest 
to her when the chance arises. This determines who you 
are, whether or not this woman you meet by chance is 
your second half or not. It was chance that got me into 
making movies.” 

What happened? 

“It’s a long story. Very boring. I never wanted to be- 
come a filmmaker. Just by chance it happened. I may quit 
now. I’m not patient. You need a lot of patience to make 
movies. I’m 52 years old.” 

What would you do? 

“Nothing.” 

Like the character in Blue, you would renounce your- 
self from life?

en enjoy acting tike 
pigs, but not as much 
as they enjoy being 
punished for it. This 
phenomenon of macho 
masochism is the driving force in two re- 
markably similar films released this week, 
Romeo Is Bleeding and Gunmen. Both 
consist of almost identical elements mixed 
together into two versions of the same 
tawdry nightmare. Crooked cops, diaboli- 
cal mafioso dons, hidden loot, mutilation 
of the extremities, live burial, and a female 
version of the Terminator play a part in 
both movies. Does it mean anything? 

The makers of Romeo obviously think 
so; to judge from the title alone, it’s the 
more ambitious, or at least pretentious, of 
the two. Directed by Peter Medak, whose 
The Krays set a standard for classy ultra- 





| violence a couple of years ago, this is a 


stylized, bloody noir featuring gnomic dia- 
logue, over-the-top performances, a cava- 
lier Nietzschean subtext, and a convoluted 
flashback narrative that is inconsistent and 


| barely coherent. 


The Romeo of the title is Jack, a com- 
fortably depraved police detective played 
with unctuous hysteria by Gary Oldman. 
He’s married high-school sweetheart Na- 
talie (Annabella Sciorra, in a thankless 
role) but can’t seem to settle into the quiet 
desperation of monogamy and middle- 
class penury. Not when it’s his job to spy 
on the hedonistic excesses of mobsters. So 
he takes a girl on the side — Cheri, a bim- 
bette played by Juliette Lewis at her most

vacantly pre-verbal. And he’s also taken to 
“feeding the hole,” stuffing money into a 
pit in his backyard — payments for giving 
away the locations of federally protected 
witnesses to mob chieftain Don Falcone 
(played by Roy Scheider at his most ur- 
bane and ludicrous). 

It’s a tricky double life for Jack, espe- 
cially since he retains enough of a con- 
science to make his treachery even more 
exciting. When a mob hit he orchestrates 
takes out not just the witness but all the 
fellow officers protecting the man, Jack 
balks. But after a few well chosen words of 
consoling nihilism from Don Falcone and 
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CARMEN JONES

Belafonte is Corporal Joe, a happy-go- 
lucky and all-too-innocent military man 


| with his sights set on flight school and mar-

Unfortu- 
nately the sexy and dangerous Carmen 
Jones, the town’s resident femme fatale, 
has other plans for Joe; he’s the only guy 
on the military base who’s not tripping all 
over himself to ask her out, so naturally she 
wants him. 

Alluring and ever so confident in a hot- 


| pink skirt, Dandridge relishes the role of 


Carmen. Her exuberance is infectious 
when she struts around the cafeteria 
singing a little seductive warning to Joe — 
“I told you honey/If I love you/That’s the 
end of you.” You know she’s trouble, but 





she’s a hell of a lot more interesting than 
Cindy Lou, and like the characters on 
screen, you're more than willing to go 
along for the ride. 

Carmen gets Joe, and she taunts him into 
a fight that earns him a month in the stock- 
ade. That brings out her tender side as she 
waits patiently for his release. For the first 
time in the film, both Carmen and a some- 
what less clueless Joe are downright likable, 
but that comes to a quick end when she 
convinces him to go AWOL to Chicago, 
where Joe stays cooped up in a dingy hotel 
room while she cavorts with some friends 
who are part of boxer Husky Miller’s en- 
tourage. 

Carmen’s got the man she wanted, but 
she’s reduced him a pathetic, jealous lover 
and a criminal with no future. When she 
takes up with Husky, it brings out the killer 
in Joe, who makes good on her prophecy 
— for her as well as for himself. Bizet 
would have approved. At the Brattle The- 
atre this Friday and Saturday, February 4 
and 5. 


GOLDEN GATE 


This ill-conceived muddle couples hopeless 
attempts at romance and humor with 
polemical re-creations of the Red Scare 
and student revolution of the 50s and ’60s. 
The resulting discombobulation plus some 
untoward grasps at stylized storytelling 
make Golden Gate an early favorite for the 
Worst Picture Oscar. 

The script, by playwright David Henry 
Hwang (M. Butterfly), sets up Kevin Walk- 
er (Matt Dillon) as its tragic hero, a young 
FBI man induced by his superiors’ bullying 
and his own close-minded patriotism to

some pointed threats, he adjusts. 

He’s not up for the likes of Mona De- 
markov (played with stunning lust and fury 
by Lena Olin), however. A former KGB as- 
sassin who did in the last witness Jack set 
up, she epitomizes macho brutality at its 
purest, an unstoppable femme fatale as 
polymorphously skilled and vicious as the 
Tasmanian Devil of Looney Tunes fame. 
Herself a protected witness, she’s put in 
Jack’s care and promptly seduces him — 
moments before the rest of the police detail 
arrives. It’s her idea of a joke — that and 
her stunning ingenuity at turning every part 
of her voluptuous body and every article of 
her vampy clothing into a deadly weapon. 

Jack is outclassed, but he still tries to 
double-deal when Falcone asks him to put 
the finger on Demarkov. And so for the 
rest of the movie, Romeo bleeds and 
bleeds some more; not only does Mona re- 
peatedly beat the crap out of him, but he 
has a toe cut off with an ax and is forced 
to bury someone alive at gunpoint. The 
wages of sin are sadistic farce, here en- 
joyed by Oldman, Medak, and scriptwriter 
Hilary Henkin with an unconvincing mix 
of hilarity and moralism. It’s outrageous, 
implausible, unenlightening, and often fun.

| framed the nursery of Mme. Ranevskaya’s 
estate in the first act have retreated up- 
stage and behind a scrim, achieving a dis- 
tant, dreamlike quality. And even that 
ephemerality must give way in the end to 
| the dark descent of progress, the vigorous

ascent of Lopakhin. To the dull thudding 
of ax on orchard, a black backdrop inches 
down, blocking the radiant white tubes, as 
old Firs, standing in for feudalism gone 
by, shuffles onto a shrouded stage and off 
this mortal coil. 

The production takes its inspiration, in 
part, from critic Richard Gilman’s essay 
on The Cherry Orchard, “An Aperture into 
Eternity.” Gilman takes off, in his attempt 
to align naturalism and poetry in the play, 
from the Russian director Vsevolod Mey- 
erhold, who wrote, “To Chekhov, the 
characters of The Cherry Orchard were 
means to an end and not a reality.” The 
Moscow Art Theatre, in his opinion, was 
so realism-oriented that, at its hands, 
Chekhov’s plays lost their “lyrical mystic 
aspect.” 

Not so at ART, where the abstract, flu- 
id design (awash in pastels but dotted, 
particularly in Catherine Zuber’s cos- 
tumes, by crazy spots of color) allows the 
characters to float through the play, part 
ham-handed flesh and blood, part 
specters. The third-act ball — interrupt- 
ed though it is by bursts of passion: 
Pishtchik’s ludicrous outburst over his 
lost money; Ranevskaya’s quarrel with 
Trofimov; Lopakhin’s drunken exultation 
at his purchase of the cherry orchard — 
has a remote and ghostly feel, its 
whirling merriments reflected in an up- 
stage row of mirrors, its tired party tricks 
culminating in Carlotta’s eerie levitation 
of her cane. 

Daniels and company do not shy from 
the play’s languidness. It’s there in 
Bloom’s walk and weight, though belied by 
her furious smoking — this Ranevskaya is 
a woman very much on the edge. But 
Robert Brustein’s blunt if sometimes fer- 
vent adaptation (from a translation by 
George Calderon) curtails the torpor. It 
also emphasizes The Cherry Orchard’s sur- 
prisingly modern, existential side: queries 
like the accident-prone clerk Epikhodov’s 
“Should I live or shoot myself?” and Car- 
lotta’s observation that “Who I am or why 
I exist are a mystery to me” ring like Beck- 
ett in the Balkans. 

The performances, for the most part, 
are good if not terrific. Begin with Bloom, 
whose characterizations are always 
marked by believable emotion but com- 
plete control. Her Ranevskaya seems a 
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woman desperate to return toa childhood 
state more naturally occupied by her 
brother, Jeremy Geidt’s garrulous, spoiled, 
but touchingly chipper Gayev. She speaks 
of lost innocence, and hers does seem to 
be (though not her way with a line: “I love 
my stone,” she admits to Trofimov of the 
rotter boyfriend who has brought her 
down, the cultured voice groaning with the 
weight of it). 

As Lopakhin, Jack Willis is both the ex- 
asperated parent of business-dense 
Ranevskaya and Gayev and the beaten 
peasant boy to whom they were once kind. 
He vacillates, aptly, between a winning 
awkwardness and an enthusiastic insensi- 
tivity. Remo Airaldi is very funny as the 
bumbling, begging Pishtchik, who invokes 
Nietzsche to justify bouncing a few 
checks; and Patti Allison brings a bulldoz- 
ing, even sinister persona to non-sequitur- 
spouting Carlotta. Maggie Rush is 
adorably a-twitter as Dunyasha; Benjamin 
Evett gives her love slave, walking disaster 
Epikhodov, some dignity. Royal Miller, 
playing against type, is a hangdog but also 
noble Trofimov, gangly in his too-short 
pants and roiling with unfulfilled yet duly 
catalogued purpose. 

Several key roles are played by ART In- 
stitute for Advanced Theatre Training 
students, with varying success. Karen 
Phillips is radiant in the easier young 
woman’s role, that of the life-expectant 
Anya. Miki Whittles has the tougher as- 
signment of cry-baby Varya, the adopted 
daughter; Daniels means for her teariness 
to hover at the edge of black laughter, 
and it sometimes does. Ajay Naidu, on 
the other hand, is a matter-of-fact if 
haughty Yasha. 

I missed Alvin Epstein’s turn as Lucky 
in the first American production of Wait- 
ing for Godot, but his superannuated Firs, 





jerking superciliously at his butling gloves, 
nattering his way toward nothingness, 
warding off the chaos threatened by social | 
progress or the wrong coat, must be a rel- 

ative. It is he who observes that in the | 
much-clung-to old days they used to dry | 
the bounty of the cherry orchard, but that 
now no one remembers the recipe. This | 
Staging, with its achingly lovely stylized | 
frame, its muted interplay of suffering, ba- 
nality, and burlesque, is proof you can in- | 
vent a new one. Q |

Asia 
calling 


Cambodia 


comes to Boston 


by Gary Susman 


hen Tisa Chang, direc- 

tor and founder of 

New York’s Pan Asian 

Repertory Theatre, 

speaks of the “Holo- 
caust,” she means the one in Cambodia. 
Like its European counterpart, the Cam- 
bodian genocide frustrates artists — how 
does one speak about the unspeakable? 
How does one transform the event into art 
without trivializing it? “We think we’ve 
solved the problem,” says Chang, who 
brings her company’s acclaimed stage pro- 
duction, Cambodia Agonistes, to the Emer- 
son Majestic Theatre next weekend, 
February 11 and 12. 

Cambodia’s book, by Ernest Abuba, is 
an allegory about a Cambodian refugee, 
once a dancer, who now works as a seam- 
stress in an American sweatshop. She’s go- 
ing blind and doesn’t know why. After vi- 
sions of the killing fields, the refugee 
camps, and a boy who grows up to be a 
dictator, she realizes that her thirst for 
vengeance is impairing her vision and 
keeping her from reaching the next plateau 
on the way to Buddhist enlightenment. 
Abuba tells her story through music (com- 
posed by Berklee assistant professor Louis 
Stewart), traditional Cambodian ballet 
(choreographed by Sam-Oeun Tes), 
masks, poetry, and puppetry. 

“Ernest’s story was spurred by the real- 
life phenomenon of many refugee women 
who settled in California and were inexpli- 
cably blind, though there was no medical 
basis,” Chang says. “It was something that 
just spilled out of him after he kept an en- 
tire album related to the Holocaust. It was 
told very often in the first person. It 
seemed to need music. Because the char- 
acter is a dancer, we felt we had to add 
movement.” 

In order to do justice to the magnitude 
of the devastation, Chang and her collabo- 
rators have avoided direct representation. 
“I was adamant that we not do a literal 
rendering, that Ernest not write a historical 
chronicle. He had to use events as little 
springboards for his imagination. We in- 
corporate slides, but I wanted to avoid a 
graphic photojournalistic overview of the 
horrors. I wanted to contrast the steadfast- 
ness of the dancer with the dictator, who is 
a composite of Sihanouk and Pol Pot, but 
with characteristics of other dictators who 
have wanted world domination. I hope 
people can get beyond the literal level to 
the imagistic. So much of the text is like 
poetry.” 

For all the production’s acknowledgment 
of horror, Chang asserts, “I'd like to em- 
phasize another theme, about rebirth and 
healing. We didn’t want people walking 
away hopeless in despair. It was very im- 
portant that we convey that the dancer ulti- 
mately triumphs. She overcomes her own 
desire for revenge and comes to terms with 
herself.” 

There is one traditional show-biz aspect 
to this production of Cambodia Agonistes: 
a Ruby Keeler story. June Angela, who had 
starred as the dancer, had to leave the show 
because of a film commitment. Chang says 
that newcomer Jade Stice “learned the 
show in two weeks, all the songs, all the | 
dances, all the scenes. She didn’t even 
graduate from college before she was 
plucked into an Off Broadway show. Now 
she’s a star. Dreams come true on the turn | 
of a dime.” 0 |

n the words of one theater critic, 
Suzan-Lori Parks is “young, gifted, 
and black” — in other words, a 
postmodern Lorraine Hansberry for 
the 90s. To use another tired media 
tag line, she’s hot. An Obie Award for her 
epic drama Imperceptible Mutabilities in 
the Third Kingdom was followed by rave 


| reviews for her next major play, The Death 


of the Last Black Man in the Whole Entire 
World, which was produced last season at 


| the Yale Repertory Theatre. Parks’s latest 
| drama, The America Play, is also receiving 


its world premiere at the Yale, after which 
it’s headed for New York’s Joseph Papp 
Public Theater. As if this weren’t bandwag- 
on enough, the new play is slated for the 
American Repertory Theatre’s New Stages 
series at the Hasty Pudding Theater this 
spring. The instinct of the oft-disappointed 
critic — accustomed to periodic declara- 
tions that the savior of American playwrit- 


| ing cometh — is to get out of the way till 
| the glitter clears. 


But for once, I say climb on the wagon 
and bring plenty of imagination — Parks 
is one of the few American playwrights 
who actually thinks in dreams. I didn’t see 
The Death of the Last Black Man, but the 
script swaps naturalism for a surrealistic 


| vision energized by linguistic inventiveness 


and social passion. Parks uses the absurd 


| aS a way to dramatize the alienation of 


those whom exclusion from history has 
rendered voiceless, grotesque, or embit- 
tered. Her plays are not only hallucino- 
genic allegories about how blacks see 
themselves and how they are seen by oth- 
ers; they raise questions about how per- 
ceptions of history shape definitions of self 
and culture. Less ambitious, both in terms 
of language and vision, than The Death of 
the Last Black Man, The America Play fas- 
cinates because of its notion of the past as 
demonic fetish, historical mystique as spir- 
itual death sentence. 

Samuel Beckett is a strong influence on

beyond time and logic. The first act re- 
volves around the monologue of “The 





dreams of the Great Emancipator 


Founding Father,” a black man in the late 
19th century whose amazing resemblance 
(so he claims) to Abraham Lincoln allows 
him, a gravedigger by profession, to make 
a career of imitating the Great Emancipa- 
tor. Near Lincoln, Nebraska, the Founding 
Father (who goes by other monikers as 
well) digs “an exact replica of the Great 
Hole of History,” where for a penny he, 
dressed as Lincoln, invites people to assas- 
sinate the president. Regaling us with his 
collection of fake beards, his memories of 
visiting the real “Great Hole” (where ac- 
tors play Washington and other bigwigs), 
the Founding Father is both a ham actor 
reveling in his craft (he’s particularly proud 
of his elevated elocution) and an alienated 
simulacrum, a man who, as part of an act 
of historical homage, buries his own past. 

The second act takes the idea of mythic 
layers within layers even further. The 
Founding Father is supposedly dead, and 
his widow, Lucy, and his son, Brazil, are 
in the disheveled “replica of the Great 
Hole,” digging up bits and pieces of his 
past — a bust of Lincoln, a television play- 
ing a videotape of dad as Lincoln. Listen- 
ing for echoes of her husband’s presence, 
Lucy hears (and we see) the Founding Fa- 
ther performing in Our American Cousin, 
the play Lincoln was watching when he 
was killed. Eventually, the Founding Fa- 
ther returns, only to die in his coffin when 
he hears one of the explosions that boom 
throughout the act. The grieving Lucy, 
suspecting the price she’s paid by neglect- 
ing her own past, remains below. Brazil, 
who has a gift for creative embellishment, 
climbs out of the pit. Mysterious The 
America Play may be, but it makes dream- 
like sense. Unlike British historical dra- 
mas, which rewrite history from the point 
of view of the forgotten, Parks dramatizes 
the way in which people forget themselves. 
Remembrance, in America, is all too often 
another name for amnesia. 

Directed by Liz Diamond, who has 
staged most of Parks’s scripts, the Yale 
Rep production features a superb perfor- 
mance by Reggie Montgomery as the 
vaudevillean Founding Father, as well as 
expert turns from Gail Grate and Michael 
Potts as Lucy and Brazil. Diamond’s main 
misstep is to highlight the script’s abstrac- 
tion; she plays down the moments when 
the play’s characters become painfully con- 
scious of their zombie-esque plight. Like 
the explosions buffeting the lost souls in 
George Bernard Shaw’s Heartbreak House, 
the blasts in The America Play represent 
something — life, revolution, God — 
pounding away at spiritual and cultural 
paralysis. To judge by this play, Suzan-

Can Twyla move beyond Upper 


‘Room and Nine Sinatra Songs?

rom the looks of last week- 
end’s Celebrity Series pro- 
duction at the Wang Center, 
Twyla Tharp has gathered 
around her a group of beau- 
tiful and technically superb ballet dancers 
who, with a few exceptions, lack the soul 
and panache of her original idiosyncrati- 
cally minded modern troupe. Add to that 
state of affairs choreography that — out- 
side of the knitted craft of In the Upper 
Room (1986) and the bemused irony of 
Nine Sinatra Songs (1982) — is merely 
pretty or self-consciously clever (though 
it’s exquisitely dressed in the garb of de- 
signers like Ralph Lauren and Oscar de la 
Renta), and you’re left with an evening of 
breezy entertainment spiced by acrobatic 
zeal but a noticeable paucity of art. 

That hole at the center of the program of 
seven dances, spread over two shows, is es- 
pecially apparent in the newer works Octet 
(1991) and Sextet (1992), though surpris- 
ingly As Time Goes By, a contribution from 
1973, leaves behind little more than an im- 
age of film and froth. Baker’s, Dozen, a de- 
lightfully insouciant number from 1979, 
and Brahms’ Paganini (Book Two) (1993) 





fare better, but the current performance of 


the former lacks the bite and internal 
amusement of the early incarnation, and 
the latter — teasingly, frustratingly — hints 
at a depth that turns out not to be there. 

All of which makes the program’s two 
highlights stand out even more in relief. 
The mammoth In the Upper Room, set to a 
throbbing, hypnotic score by Philip Glass, 
is a slicing, dicing, impeccably timed vision 
of ascent (through effort) into heaven that 
builds to a crescendo capable of nearly 
rocketing you from your seat. With its 
steamy fog absorbing and revealing the 
dance’s 16 players, and its Norma Kamali 
costumes of sneakers and red point shoes 


| topped by black and white pants or shirts 
| stained by more and more red, it’s an exer- 








cise in opposition. The piece sets ballerinas 
— complete with pirouettes and arabesque 
penchées — against a chorus of roiling 
athletes who stab an elbow downward to 
send the music crashing into silence, 
spring into pump-armed runs, or slam into 
a fetal position across a partner’s knee. (As 
is usual for Tharp, the modern choreogra- 
phy far exceeds the ballet steps in inven-

tion.) Meticulously spaced movement mo- 
tifs — rolling arms, bursting embraces, 
palms of two dancers pushing apart — link 
the work’s 10 parts like invisible thread. 

Nine Sinatra Songs, too, is a so-called 
crossover dance, but here ballroom danc- 
ing (complete with spinning mirror ball) 
rather than inventive modern is the warp 
to ballet’s woof. The time is the 1950s, 
and the mood ranges from nerdy flirtation 
to salacious slink. “One for My Baby” is a 
loose and sultry pairing of Allison Brown 
and Keith Roberts wherein he slides her, 
heels over head, through his legs or 
wrenches her from a supine position with 
slow deliberation so she can jackknife over 
his knee. “Somethin’ Stupid” adds some 
much-needed humor to the evening, with 
the soulful Stacy Caddell and sweet, flus- 
tered Daniel Otevrel flummoxed as to 
which arm goes where or in search of each 
other as they bang back to back. “Forget 
Domani” throws in a dollop of Spanish- 
dance reductionism for Shawn Black, in 
flouncy pink, and Petter Jacobsson, who 
bodily mimes “Olé!” And the lusty “That’s 
Life” pins Jodi Melnick, in vibrant red, to 
Jamie Bishton in a series of pulls and 
pushes, thigh grabs and slides, and roaring 
leaps and nonchalant catches. 

Baker’s Dozen has not stood the compa- 
ny’s changing personnel as well. A silent 
film of a dance, it’s a repository of details 
in motion (flying arms and swaying hips, 


partner switching and slapping soles of | 


feet), anchored by a family portrait shot 
from both the front and back. The 1994 
version has the movements — Tharp’s 
trademark loose toe touches and shrugs, 
near-pratfalls and shoulder shimmies, and 
aerial leaps into unassuming arms — but 
not the music of the original. 

Also enticing but less than satisfying is 
Brahms’ Paganini, which sets the electric 
Jamie Bishton, in white, in counterpoint to 
a chorus of four, in black. To his long 
slides, lolling-head reclines, and switching- 
leg jumps, the quartet either crack the 
score (Brahms’s Paganini Variations) into 
pieces and complement the parts with 
hummingbird-winged combinations or else 
connect the notes with wide circular leg 
sweeps and high kicks in a not-very-precise 
music visualization. And though,the con- 
trast Tharp has set up intrigues, the 
dance’s meaning — as a comment on de- 
sign, musical or dance structure, or human 
relationships — never becomes clear.

hepcat, the wazir of the Las Vegas club 
scene, the Chairman of the Board.

Other icons who 
have been as essential to Americans — 
like Fred Astaire and Cary Grant — 
stayed basically the same through the 
decades over which they held sway; Sina- 
tra’s gone through a lot of changes. In 
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the ’40s, he was the earliest of the teen | 
singing idols, a beanpole with a bow tie | 
and a strawberry-shake voice — candied 
and rich, a Saturday-afternoon treat of a | 
voice. He lost his footing when he began 
to outgrow his Dick Haymes—crooner 
phase in the postwar years, and the limp 
musicals Hollywood continued to cast 
him in didn’t help to relocate him. Nei- 
ther did the crap that Mitch Miller, who | 
took over the Artists and Repertory Divi- | 
sion at Columbia Records in 1950, forced 
him to record until his contract was up 
two years later. A vein of pure gold runs 
through his Columbia output — from the 
years when he was known as the Voice 
— but you can hear how he’s being held 
back, denied a mature choice of material 
and of collaborators. 

The Sinatra unleashed in his dates for 
Capitol in the 50s (he stayed there until 
1961, when he began to record on his own 
label, Reprise) has a smokier, sorrowing 
style on the ballads and a free, virile swing 
on the upbeat numbers. Dozens of these 
recordings live in the memory: “I’ve Got 
You Under My Skin,” “I Thought About 
You,” “Cottage for Sale,” “The End of a 
Love Affair,” “The Tender Trap,” “My 
Funny Valentine,” “Put Your Dreams 
Away,” “What Is This Thing Called 
Love?”, “All of Me,” “Blues in the Night,” 
“Goodbye.” The Columbia Sinatra is a 
prodigy; the Capitol Sinatra is a master. 
As everyone knows, his Oscar-winning 
performance as Private Maggio in Fred 
Zinnemann’s 1953 From Here to Eter- 
nity — his first straight dramatic part — 
saved his career, as well as his hit record- 
ing of “Young at Heart” from the 1954 
movie, an otherwise wimpy remake of 
Four Daughters with the sardonic John 
Garfield role retooled for Sinatra. 

His work in Eternity and in The Man 
with the Golden Arm (at the Brattle this 
weekend — see accompanying review) for 
Otto Preminger in 1955 is startlingly 
straightforward and unemphatic. (As it is 
in The Manchurian Candidate in 1962. 
These are the only three movies he has 
ever made that are worthy of his talents; 
he didn’t bother to lavish much care on his 
acting career.) His singing and his dra- 
matic acting are astonishingly of a piece in 
the 50s: what he’d learned as a singer 
about dramatizing a lyric — the phenome- 
nal naturalistic phrasing, a legacy from 
Billie Holiday — he does instinctively as

THE MAN WITH THE GOLDEN ARM. Directed by 
Otto Preminger. Based on the novel The Man with 
the Golden Arm by Nelson Algren.

here’s probably no one alive who still 
reads Nelson Algren — or thinks of drug 
addiction — and imagines anything like 
the universe depicted in The Man with the 
Golden Arm. In Otto Preminger’s film 
version of the story, which stars Frank Sinatra as 
Frankie, a professional poker dealer trying to beat a 
heroin addiction, Algren’s lowlife caricatures wander 
through stylized carnival streets, swathed in Elmer 
Bernstein’s swank jazz score. Despite all that paste- 
board, though, Sinatra’s depiction of drug addiction 
juts out of its cartoon container like the real needle- 
and-spoon works that litter the film’s corny sets. 

How corny are they? When Frankie returns home af- 
ter a six-month spell in detox, he steps off a bus and 
seems to have landed on the set of Pal Joey. At any rate, 
it’s Frankie’s fate to wander through an art-director’s 
view of the universe, all the while experiencing real de- 
spair. At the corner bar he’s reunited with Sparrow. 
Played by Arnold Stang in an unabashed celebration of 
nebbishness, he’s a penny hustler whose gimmick (I kid 
you not) seems to involve painting dogs and reselling 


women. He’s not alone. 

Both Schweifka (Robert 

Strauss), the poker-game proprietor, and Louise (Dar- 
ren McGavin), Frankie’s once and future drug supplier, 
wear hats and attitudes that smack of vaudeville stages. 

Frankie’s girlfriend, Molly, is played by supertramp 
Kim Novak. His wife, Zosh (Eleanor Parker), is a 
wheelchair-bound nag whose fake spinal injury turns 
out to be a ruse to hold onto Frankie, a bit of gimcrack- 
ery that Parker’s histrionics do nothing to make watch- 
able. (Even the score is cheesy at times; when Frankie 
walks across the road to get a fix, it sounds as if he were 
being followed by the brass section of a large dance 
band.) 

Nonetheless, The Man with the Golden Arm was one 
of Preminger’s high moments. A story about drug ad- 
diction that, coincidentally, featured a mob-friendly 
crooner (here playing a would-be jazz drummer), the 
film challenged the waning powers of the prudish Pro- 
duction Code Administration, which forbade frank 
treatments of addiction or trafficking. Indeed, D.W. 
Griffith’s Broken Blossoms, in 1919, had been the last 
celebrated film to treat addiction with such matter-of- 
factness. The Man with the Golden Arm helped forced 
a revision in the code in 1956. In 1957, Preminger 
would again rub up against the wrong side of the cen- 
sors, with Anatomy of a Murder, one of the first Holly- 
wood films to deal straightforwardly with rape. 

Equally important for the future of the movies is that 
Man was the first motion picture to feature a jazz score. 
The result is a marriage of goods and evils: Saul Bass’s 


sentimentality. 


hip credit titles and Bernstein’s moods give a deceptive 
cool to a story about craving. Still, what better way to 
sum up modern life circa 1955? 

Preminger’s close reading of the realities of addiction 
is remarkably close to the bone. For virtually every 
cheesy moment, the film has a redeeming one that es- 
capes sentimentality. Fresh out of rehab, Frankie watch- 
es the local barflies taunt a one-armed alcoholic, mak- 
ing him do a humiliating dance before taking a drink. 
When Molly accompanies Frankie to downtown Chica- 
go, the two encounter a store window depicting a do- 
mestic tableau: a well-dressed woman cooks dinner in 
her modern kitchen. Her husband reads the paper. 
Framed by this out-of-reach vision, Frankie and Molly 
play-act a conversation for the mannequins that calls 
into relief their own bargain-basement expectations. 

Sinatra’s performance doesn’t trade on his charisma 
alone. What, makes Frankie a natural musician is prob- 
ably the same smoothness he brings to the poker table. 
We don’t see much of this until two of Schweifka’s big 
customers want to play against his famed golden arm. 
Most of the time we see him slipping out of control. 
What makes the performance indeliblé is Sinatra’s 
ability to close down the universe he inhabits to the 
tiny circurhference between Frankie’s twitching arms 
and the bedpost he grabs onto while begging for a fix. 
For all Frankie’s speeches about the monkey on his 
back, ‘it’s the monkey inside Sinatra that makes the 
movie. tick. Q

Sinatra’s case has been worse, because 
the imbalance of his waning abilities and 
his energetic self-promotion has bloated 
him. In his new Duets collection, he re- 
hashes old favorites he no longer has 
much feeling for, as though he were wan- 
dering through department stores in a 
suburban mall, while much surer voices, 
transparently imported from other studio 
sessions, sing decorative pink swirls 
around his. It’s a ceremonial dinner of an 
album, with the guest of honor picking 
up the tab; everyone defers to the Chair- 
man of the Board, everyone flatters him 
(Tony Bennett sings the lyrics to “New 
York, New York” in the second person: 
“Your vagabond shoes/Are longing to 
stray . . .”) — except for Bono, who calls 
him “y’ ol’ fool” on “I’ve Got You Under 
My Skin” and sounds as if he meant it. 
Duets is one of the queasiest albums ever 
recorded. 

It has a cachet, though, because it’s 
Sinatra, and Sinatra is hip once again, 
though I think the reasons for the resur- 
gence of interest in him are banal ones — 
the popularity of Harry Connick Jr. and 
the fact that MTV watchers are suddenly 
seeing Sinatra up there with Bono. His 
classic recordings show up on movie 
soundtracks, side by side with Connick’s 
shameless, untalented imitations, and 
there’s no indication that either the film- 
makers or the young audiences hearing 
the originals for the first time can tell the 
difference. The student actors in a pro- 
duction of Rodgers & Hart’s Pal Joey | 
directed a couple of years ago used to 
play Connick and Sinatra backstage; al- 
ternately, to get them in the mood. (Sina- 
tra was charming in the 1957 movie of 
Pal foey, though the picture was poor; it 
hacked the John O’Hara edge right off 
the material.) 

But that’s the way the flea market of pop 
culture operates; it seems silly to grouse 
about it. The point is that the originals are 
still in circulation, restored on 
CD, and you can still look 

at the movies. And the 
sheer depth of feel- 

ing, brilliantly com- 
manded, on a tune 
like “I Guess I'll 

Hang My Tears 

Out To Dry” (from 

Only the Lonely) 
— the way the

Paris in June 


An early ’60s session 
captures Sinatra in bloom

oO here’s Sinatra in June of 
1962, 47 years old. JFK is 
in the White House, the 
Beatles haven’t arrived. 
Sinatra was then — as, 
improbably, he still is — king of the world. 

Sinatra and Sextet: Live in Paris 
(Reprise), originally scheduled for release 
this week but now due in early March, cap- 
tures the singer near the end of a seven- 
week, 30-city world tour. Why has it re- 
mained in the vault for more than 30 years? 
Perhaps because Sinatra did not consider 
his tour-end voice up to par. That, at least 
was a possible reason offered for the delay 
of the American release of Frank Sinatra 
Sings Great Songs from Great Britain 
(Reprise). This album, recorded in London 
seven days after the Paris date, was an im- 
port-only until late last year. 

For whatever reason, we’re now lucky to 
have the Paris session. The vocal “flaws” 
only contribute to the performance’s im- 
mediacy, imbuing it with added drama as 
well as humor. Near the end of the con- 





| cert, after clearing his throat a couple of 


times during a touching reading of “Nancy 
(with the Laughing Face),” Sinatra dead- 
pans, “I’ve gotta stop sleeping in the 
park,” and comes right back into the verse 
without breaking mood or missing a beat. 
Besides, if Sinatra’s personal stamp on a 
song has to do with his combined tough- 
ness and vulnerability, so too does the ap- 
peal of his voice lie in its combination 
of resilience and fragility. Even 
in its prime, as it grew natu- 
rally darker with age, it was 
never a huge voice. It was 
a voice perfect for the ma- 
terial Sinatra chose — 
intimate, conversational 
love songs. Which makes 
it all the more breath- 
taking when that light 
baritone soars with a 
cry of the heart for a 
note that seems cer- 
tainly out of reach — 
and then makes it. 
The billing here 
might lead you to ex- 
pect a chamber jazz 
date, but the sextet 
is in fact working 
with scaled-down 
arrangements of 
the big-band 
charts, by Nelson 
Riddle and oth- 
ers, that Sinatra 
has used since 


his early Capitol days. It includes longtime 
Sinatra associate Bill Miller on piano, gui- 
tarist Al Viola, reed and flute man Harry 
Klee, vibist Emil Richards, jazz bassist 
Ralph Pena, and drummer Irv Cottler. (To 
hear a young Sinatra with a great jazz en- 
semble, check his “Sweet Lorraine” on 
Columbia with the Metronome All-Stars of 
1946, including Coleman Hawkins and 
Nat King Cole.) 

But the intimate size of the band does 
contribute to the intimacy of the record- 
ing. Sinatra is introduced, by singer/actor 
Charles Aznavour, and, over an insistent 
guitar/bass vamp comes out scrappy and 
swinging: “So you met someone who set 
you back on your heels — goody goody!” 
Sinatra flattens the line as if to one pitch, 
and a muted horn enhances his delivery’s 
bitter insouciance. 

The program of the 74-minute, 25-song 
Live in Paris is the heart of the Sinatra 
repertoire, representing the hall of fame of 
American songwriters: Mercer, Van 
Heusen, Cahn, Burke, Rodgers and Hart, 
Gershwin, a half-dozen Cole Porters. In- 
tact are the givens of the Sinatra style — 
his conversational phrasing, his ability to 
sustain the legato line of the melody even 
as he gets you to hear every word. No one 
ever lavished more affection on the conso- 
nants of Porter’s “Is it an earthquake or 
simply a shock/Is it the good turtle soup 
or merely the mock?” 

For Sinatra, technical mastery, com- 
bined with tact, is at one with emotional 
expression. On the final verse of “I’ve Got 
You Under My Skin,” he rushes ahead of 
the beat, slapping the words around in a 
staccato flurry, practically shouting them, 
before bringing the tune back down to a 
hush. When he sings the title line a final 
time, his voice rings with such understated 
confidence that it could be as much about 
his ability to nail the song as it is about his 
emotional enthrallment to his lover. On 
“My Funny Valentine,” he builds to a high 
held note on the end of “Stay little Valen- 
tine, stay,” melting it into “Each day is 
Valentine’s Day” before dropping into the 
deep cellar for the final note. All in the 
space of a line. 

There are examples throughout the al- 
bum of Sinatra’s ability to shade a lyric 
with multiple hues — in the way he opens 
or closes his voice, or tugs the beat this 
way and that. His “April in Paris” is an el- 
egy about the loss of innocence — about 
the importance of learning to feel pain as 
well as joy (“What have you done to my 
heart?”). Whatever the peculiarities of 
Sinatra’s personality, when he’s in the 
thrall of these songs, as the saying goes, he 
not only feels emotions, he knows what 
they are. And so do we. a

Junior Wells is the most charismatic 
and curious of the second generation 


| of Chicago bluesmen. Sharp-dressed 


and sharp-tongued, he’s as notorious 
for rambling, drink-fueled perfor- 
mances as for hard-edged gigs that 
combine his James Brown twist on 
the blues with a harmonica sound as 
richly verbal and mellow-toned as 
Little Walter’s. Which is to say, when 
the 61-year-old Wells is on, he’s still 
great. And last Friday, at the House 
of Blues, Wells was on. 

Holding court upstairs, he seemed 
the perfect dandy, regaling a clutch 
of doting blue-natics, sipping a nip- 
sized bottle, apologizing to ladies for 
his “dirty mouth,” and — finally — 
checking his grey-felt fedora, his 
clean-pressed double-breasted suit 
and cuffs, and his collection of gold 


| rings, chains, and Venetian-glass 


pendants (Sir Mix-a-Lot’s got noth- 


| ing on him) before making his en- 
| trance through the audience while 
| belting into a wireless microphone. 


Backed by a crack band from his 


| hometown, Wells made good on his 


nickname the “Godfather of the 
Blues” by following a couple of shuf- 


| fles with a medley of “Cold Sweat” 
| and “I Got You.” His own blues, and 
| his knack for improvising lyrics, belie 


his tough Memphis-to-Chicago ghet- 
to roots; murder and sex are favored 


| themes, and when he put his har- 


| monica aside, cracked a wicked 
| smile, and leeringly crooned to the 
| wall-to-wall crowd, “I can smell it — 


| so good to me,” rest assured he 
| wasn’t talking about coffee. (Another 
| favorite line: “Baby, I’m sorry I’m 
| doing you all wrong/but I’ll do it 


again.”) 
Willie Dixon’s “The Red Rooster” 


| was his harmonica showcase, full of 


deliciously bent notes and fluid dy- 


| namics that hopped from hush to 


howl in mid note. But don’t call what 


| he plays a harp, as one rowdy audi- 


ence member did. “This ain’t a harp, 


| brother,” Wells chided deadpan. 
| “This is a Mississippi saxophone.” 


And he was a Chicago Illinois 
Jacquet, blowing hard and shouting 
strong. 

Versatile guitarist Ed Wooten and

| pecially Wells, hit a sweat. Hard

J MASCIS: 
THE LONE DINOSAUR 


With his suitcase full of stompboxes 


| and his arsenal of distorted guitar 


tones, Dinosaur Jr.’s J Mascis epito- 
mizes the new school of alternative 
rock’s noisy, overdriven approach. 
Nirvana, Smashing Pumpkins, and 
scores of lesser-known bands have 
been influenced by the full-throttle 
roar of his guitar. Nonetheless, Mas- 
cis’s hour-long solo-acoustic perfor- 
mance at the Middle East last Sunday 
scored a minor yet satisfying victory 
for slackerdom by easily passing the 
old-school test that measures a song 
and a performer by how well he puts 
it across armed with only voice and 


| acoustic guitar. 


Like Neil Young’s wavering vocals, 


| Mascis’s hoarse and queasy croak is 


an acquired taste. He usually falls 
back on barbed and twisted guitar 
leads to express the pain that his la- 


| conic vocals merely hint at. But his 


voice was more than up to the task 


on Sunday. While his relaxed guitar 
playing sketched out hummable 
hooks, his singing brought out the 
melancholy romantic frustration of 
“Drawerings,” “What Else Is New,” 
and especially “Get Me” (all from 
1991’s Where You Been), and it im- 
bued his cover of the Cure’s “Just like 
Heaven” — one of the set’s high 
points — with an earnest, gritty 
charm.

ing rapid-fire rhythmic flourishes to 
take the place of the occasional lead. 
A few of the songs from Dinosaur 
Jr.’s last two releases even sounded 
as if they’d been written on acoustic 
guitar. 

True to form, Mascis didn’t offer 
much in the way of stage banter or go 
out of his way to be friendly. He 
thanked the capacity crowd for bring- 
ing him back for an encore and then 
answered the flurry of requests by 
saying, “I'll play whatever I goddamn 
want to play.” And that’s exactly what 
he did, ending the night with a 
Lynyrd Skynyrd tune (“Every Moth- 
er’s Son”), a gesture that could have 
been J’s way of making light of the 
Neil Young comparisons (remember 
“Sweet Home Alabama”?) he’s al- 
ways been saddled with. Then again, 
he might just be a Skynyrd fan.

NKOTB are still D-U-L-L; 
‘Malachite come back

couple of years ago, the 
folks at Kentucky Fried 
Chicken attempted to give 
their product a newer, hip- 
per, youth-oriented image 
| by changing its name to the streetwise, 
| hip-hop-sounding (snap your fingers here) 
| “KFC.” Comedian Dennis Miller had the 
| definitive word on that marketing strategy: 
| “Get real, guys. It’s still chicken.” 

This year, the New Kids on the Block 
| are attempting to give themselves a newer, 
| hipper, less youth-oriented image by 
| changing their name to the streetwise, hip- 
| hop-sounding (snap your fingers here) 
| “NKOTB.” Their new Face the Music 
| (Sony) — which was launched last week 
with a media schmooze at Sonsie and a 
| midnight ceremony/autograph signing at 
Tower Records — pushes the image 
| change. The cover shot proves that they 
can now grow beards, and they’re pho- 
tographed in dead-serious sepia, looking 
like U2 on The Joshua Tree. The produc- 
tion sports a number of sonic tricks bor- 
rowed from current R&B hitmakers and 
hip-hop artists. The songs include an oc- 


casional naughty word or sexual reference. 
But once you get past the cosmetic 
changes . . . well, it’s still chicken. 

The publicity spin for this album hinges 
on the fact that the New Kids — sorry, I 
mean the NKs — are no longer working 
with Maurice Starr, the producer/songwrit- 
er/impresario who assembled the group 
from two high schools in Dorchester (he 
maintains he still has a financial stake in the 
group). This is supposed to mean that the 
Kids have grown up and taken control of 
their own destiny. But nothing’s really 
changed: the sound is bubblegum hip-hop, 
same as always, only it’s less catchy now 
that Starr isn’t around. Starr made no 
bones about the fact that his New Kids were 
the modern Osmond Brothers, a manufac- 
tured teen-idol act. This made them fun in a 
disposable pop-culture way, as did the sheer 
improbability of pulling off sich a stunt. 
The New Kids’ early hits “Hangin’ Tough” 
and “Right Stuff” were at least as enjoyable 
as the Osmonds’ equally funky “One Bad 
Apple,” but few things are less interesting 
than teen idols who try to grow up, 

On Face the Music, Starr is replaced by 
no fewer than four big-name producers, 
who hold the reins as tightly as he ever did. 
When Teddy Riley (of Guy and Michael

Jackson fame) produces, you get energized 
hip-hop beats. When Walter Afonsieff 
(Michael Bolton, Mariah Carey) produces, 
you get ballady mush. (In the album’s sec- 
ond half, you get almost nothing else.) 
Much has already been made of the al- 
bum’s street flavor, but that doesn’t get be- 
yond the first four tracks (including “Dirty 
Dawg,” a respectable dumb-fun single). 
And the attempts to create a tougher group 
persona fall flat. Sure, Riley’s production 
on “You Got the Flavor” sounds like Public 
Enemy, with a sampled ambulance siren 
lifted from Terminator X’s bag of tricks. 
But the shaky falsettos on “Never Let You 
Go” sound a lot more like the Bee Gees. 


And when they try a topical number 
(“Keepin’ My Fingers Crossed” comes out 
against teen pregnancy and street vio- 
lence), it sounds more like feel-good family 
values than hard-won insights. 

The opening title track, written and pro- 
duced by group member Donnie Wahlberg, 
is the only real departure, but not a com- 
pletely honest one. As the track opens, 
Wahlberg announces that he’s got a few 
things he wants to talk about: “Critics,” he 
suggests. “No way, bullsh .” replies a 
sampled voice (the second half of the word 
is obscured by the production). “The ques- 
tion of lip-synching,” he offers. “No way,

f you read a lot of trade magazines, 


albums are, with the single recent excep- 
tion of 1992’s Sweet Talker (a quietly re- 
leased, strictly functional film soundtrack).

shy away from Thompson for the very rea- | 


son his fans love him: he’s just too intense, 


and when he deals with heavy emotions he | 
doesn’t let anyone — his audience, his | 
characters, himself — off the hook. His | 


one concession in recent years has been to 
tone down the overtly spiritual themes of 
albums like 1975’s Pour Down like Silver 
(his first record after discovering the Mus- 
lim faith) in favor of love songs, both liter- 
al and metaphorical. Which doesn’t mean 
he’s lightened up: Thompson’s romantic 
songs constantly make the point that the 
search for love can be as terrifying, and as 
damaging, as any other spiritual quest. 
And that’s not something that people nec- 
essarily like to be reminded of. 

“When you’re writing a song, you have 
to write about people in an immediate way, 
because you don’t have a lot of time,” 
Thompson explained to me recently. “So 
sometimes you have to write about extreme 
people, or ordinary people in extreme cir- 
cumstances — if they’re lovelorn or what- 
ever. The best popular music always writes 
about sad stuff or serious, violent, or dan- 
gerous stuff. People like songs like “Tom 
Dooley’ — ‘Hang down your head, you 
killed that girl, you’re going to die.’ Or the 
Everly Brothers, ‘So sad to watch good 
love go bad.’ That’s the good stuff, and I’m 
really just doing the same thing. Truly hap- 
py music makes me think of Julie Andrews 
— it just isn’t very interesting.” 

“I don’t try to be negative,” he continues. 
“I like to think that in songs where people 
die, that at least they’re going to a better 
place. I do write sad songs sometimes, and 
I try to write real songs. But I don’t think 
I’ve ever written a pessimistic song.” 

Hold on a second. What about the noto- 
rious “End of the Rainbow” (from 1972’s 
I Want To See the Bright Lights Tonight, 
with then-wife Linda Thompson, and later 
played on stage by Elvis Costello), a re- 


lentlessly bleak song that advises a new- 
born child that “Life looks so easy in the 
cradle/But I'll be a friend and tell you the 
score/There’s nothing at the end of the 
rainbow/There’s nothing to grow up for 
anymore”? “Well, maybe that one,” he 
replies. “I still enjoy it as a song. Some- |

bums do, especially since he hooked up 
with producer Mitchell Froom, who makes 
Thompson’s guitar-hero tendencies more 
pronounced than his trad-folk tendencies

Mirror Blue (out this week after a six- 
month delay while Capitol changed 
hands), is going to give Thompson the 
above-ground stardom that he’s deserved 
for 20 years and counting.

| back” — but this version cuts a little deeper 


and feels a little more real. “You’re going to 
give yourself away, one of these nights,” he 
warns at the outset. From there the vocal 
delivery wavers between sweet revenge and 
regret at having to break the news. The 
tune itself doesn’t waver, though. It’s a gor- 
geous melody that has enough dissonant 
turns to suit the lyric and builds as it goes, 
peaking with one of Thompson’s trade- 
mark, brutal-yet-elegant guitar solos. 
Elsewhere, the album finds him flexing 
his stylistic muscles. Breaking his recent 
pattern, this album’s outright rockers are 
largely just passable; the more diverse tracks 
are the standouts. “Taking My Business 
Elsewhere,” one of the saddest drinking 
songs ever written by a staunch teetotaler, 
sounds tailor-made for labelmate Frank 
Sinatra (“I was really hoping that Little Jim- 
my Scott would cover it,” Thompson says). 
“Beeswing” continues the thread of Rumour 
& Sigh’s “1957 Vincent Black Lightning,” 
again applying the form and feeling of an 
English tragedy ballad to a more modern 
subject — in this case, a doomed love affair 
with a flower child. He even admits the 
possibility of a non-doomed love affair in 
the “Cinnamon Girl”-derived “For the 


| Sake of Mary,” whose singer resolves to 


mend his evil ways for love — though a 
closer listen reveals that he may have too 
many evil ways to mend. There’s a friendly 


| echo of his Fairport Convention days in 


“MGB-GT,” an unlikely mix of folk-dance 
tune and fast-car lyric. The sonic hook here 
is the electronic-drum accents by Pete 


| Thomas, on loan from the Attractions.

| with that one,” he says. “I was so frustrat- 
| ed when I was a kid by listening to Chuck 


new bands. 
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Berry and Jan & Dean records and not 
knowing what the songs were about. All 
those jargon songs about cars and surfing 
— we were over here in England scratch- 
ing our heads, trying to play a line 15 times 
to figure out what the words were, and it 
would always be some kind of carburetor. 
And of course the Beach Boys had a whiny 
way of singing that made the words unin- 
telligible — not fair, is it? I think jargon 
songs are the wave of the future. No more 
plot songs from now on, no more boy 
meets girl. Just long lists of spare parts.” 
He’s only half-kidding, since Thomp- 
son’s spiritual side has always coexisted 
with his love for hellraisers like Jerry Lee 
Lewis. “I suppose I like the periods of mu- 
sic where there’s a real energy and fresh- 
ness, and you get that when worlds collide. 
When you get Southern white boys trying 
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to play the blues and it comes out as 
something new, and you can hear the ex- 
citement on the records. I find I have to 
challenge myself to produce something 
that fresh. I think my tendency is to make 
things too complicated, and I have to re- 
mind myself to keep it simple.” 

Ask Thompson about the possibility of 
cracking America and he’ll assure you he 
couldn’t care less. “I try not to think in 
those terms. It’s good to have a place to 
work; I’m not out to conquer the world. 
It’s always nice when people like your mu- 
sic, but that doesn’t mean that everybody 
has to. I’m sorry I can’t be part of what’s 
on the radio, but I’m sorry that everybody 
else can’t be part of it either. I’m sorry 
there isn’t a place for Randy Newman or 
even somebody like Crowded House, 
whom I admire greatly and who seem to be 
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nt that the search for love 
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a real pop band in the classic sense. I’m 
sure that everybody who’s ever made a 
record has gotten the feeling, at one point 
or another, that ‘this song could be a sin- | 
gle.’ But if I tried to make the records really 
commercial, I’d probably fall on my face.” 
It’s typical of Thompson to check his | 
ego at every turn. He also brushes aside | 
any suggestion that he’s a world-class gui- 
tarist. “I think I’m just a guitar player who 
works within the song format. I may not be 
a great instrumentalist, but I do try to be a | 
stylist. Whatever I’m doing, I try to relate it | 
to the song.” But couldn’t the same be said 
of Thompson’s own guitar hero James | 
Burton, the ex-Elvis (Presley and Costello) | 
accompanist who’s also the veteran of 
countless sessions? “Well, he’s more the | 
guy standing in the back; you say, ‘Take it, | 
James,’ and away he goes. He has a little | 
more time to think about what he’s going | 
to do, since he’s not restricted by being a 
songwriter. So that,” Thompson laughs, 
“is why he’s better than me.” 
Thompson also lay low when he recently 
received those two veteran-rocker honors, | 


a boxed set (Watching the Dark, on | | 


Rykodisc) and a tribute album (actually | 
two tribute albums: The World Is a Won- | 
derful Place, featuring performers from 
the English folk circuit, is now out on | 
Green Linnet; Beat the Retreat, featuring | 
R.E.M. and other rock heavyweights, | 
comes out on Capitol later this year). His | 
only involvement with the boxed set was to | 
veto a few songs that he found particularly | 
embarrassing. He’s even withdrawn one of | 
his own albums, the perfectly fine live disc | 
Small Town Romance, because he | 
couldn’t accept the performances. “Ed | 
Haber, who compiled the box, asked about | 
a few tracks that made me uncomfortable. | 
It could have been the performance or the | 
recording quality, but there were a few I | 
couldn’t live with. It’s interesting to go | 
back occasionally, but only as a reference. | 
To see if I’m moving backward or not.” 

As for the tribute albums, he hasn’t 
heard them and doesn’t want to. “I hon- | 
estly tried not to get involved. It’s flatter- 
ing, but it’s sort of embarrassing to me. 
And it’s distracting; I’d rather just concen- 
trate on what I’m doing. I think I have an 
adequate ego, it’s big enough. I just 
wouldn’t want to make it any bigger.” QO

his is not a review, it’s a cel- 
ebration — of American 
music, and especially of 
Leon Kirchner, who on Jan- 





uary 24 celebrated his 75th 
birthday, in public, by conducting the Har- 
vard Chamber Orchestra — the ensemble 
he founded in 1962, the year after he 
came to teach at Harvard — in a free con- 
cert that included three of his major 
works, heroic pieces that span his distin- 
guished and life-affirming career. 

Kirchner wrote his First Piano Concerto 
for the New York Philharmonic under 
Dimitri Mitropoulos, and as a vehicle for 
himself. That he was the soloist at the 1956 
premiere (and on the Columbia recording) 
suggests the level of his virtuosity. 

A dramatic Lisztian annunciation (by 
way of Schoenberg) from the keyboard 
launches the first movement. An increas- 
ingly militaristic orchestral march follows, 
practically dogging the soloist. The domi- 
nant fast tempo is interrupted by a sullen, 
moody slowdown that reminds me of a film 
noir waterfront — filaments of flute, oboe, 
and English horn feeling their way through 
foggy swirls of strings. The piano returns, 
like Philip Marlowe or Sam Spade, seatch- 
ing for clues, a way out of the puzzle. 
Tempos keep shifting within the movement 
(characteristic Kirchner). Shots are fired. 
A languorous high clarinet floats to the 
ground like a fallen leaf. Then all is quiet 
except for an ominous timpani roll. 

The Adagio is modeled on the slow 
movement of Beethoven’s Fourth Piano 
Concerto (Liszt described it as an image of 


| Orpheus calming the Furies). Wherever the 


hero turns, he’s up against an almost in- 


| tractable wall of sound. Modest but deter- 
| mined, he refuses to give up. A friend in the 


audience who’d never heard this concerto 


| before called it “burrowing” music — a

piano-hero. A final calm is again attained, a 
moment of intimacy. Early in the move- 
ment, the piano entwines with the bas- 
soons; at the end, there’s a little loving duet 
between the keyboard and the solo violin. 

In the last movement the pianist seems 
less detective than fugitive. Nasty brasses 
are hot on his trail. The solo cadenza is 
alarmed, and alarming. The ending is both 
resolved (musically) and unresolved (emo- 
tionally). Kirchner was 32 when he wrote 
this portrait of the artist as a young man 
confronting with nonstop energy and even 
exhilaration (one naughty musician at in- 
termission called it “hairy-armpit music”) 
the anxiety underlying “the tranquillized 
Fifties” (Robert Lowell’s phrase). 

The performance was inspired. The or- 
chestra, as usual, played)with all-out inten- 
sity and supersaturated color. At the key- | 
board was the 22-year-old virtuoso | 
Christopher (“Kit”) Taylor, a student of 
Russell Sherman’s who won the bronze | 
medal in the last Van Cliburn competition 
(though the recently aired PBS documen- 
tary of that event shows him to he far and 
away the most musically focused and sen- 
sitive of the competitors — naturally the 
press has labeled him cool and detached, 
because he knows, and lets you hear, what 
every note is doing there). 

Taylor made-a marvelous Kirchner hero, 
playing with scintillating clarity and fierce 
(but effortless) power. Quiet passages were 
remarkably inward-looking and explorato- 
ry. Earlier this month, the Bank of Boston 
Celebrity Series sponsored a solo recital by 
Taylor in its Emerging Artists Series. He 
played expressive Bach, conversational 
Berg, rhythmically invigorating and touch- 
ing Webern, and Dionysian Barték, show- 
ing you how all threg modern masters 
evolved from different aspects of Bach. The 
program ended with Beethoven’s Diabelli 
Variations, in a performance of extraordi- 
nary variety and complexity, full of wit and 
drive and solemnity and wisdom and

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tragedy — a veritable emotional encyclo- 
pedia, in which each distinct and indepen- 
dent segment finally united into the pro- 
found simplicity of Beethoven’s most en- 


| compassing vision of life. 


The midsection of Kirchner’s birthday 
program, Music for Flute and Orchestra, is 
his recently condensed version of a piece 
he wrote just after the disastrous New 
York City Opera production of his opera 
Lily (Kirchner’s version of Saul Bellow’s 
Henderson, the Rain King). Twenty years 
ago, Columbia issued a glamorous record- 
ing of the rain-forest excerpt dazzlingly 
played by a chamber ensemble that includ- 
ed Kirchner on piano, Lorin Hollander on 


celesta, clarinettist Richard Stoltzman, and © 


current NEC president Laurence Lesser 
on cello, and beautifully sung by soprano 
Diana Hoagland and Gertrude Kirchner, 
with the part of Henderson spoken by 
Kirchner himself. 

The orchestral piece (really a single- 
movement flute concerto) has much of the 
exotic atmosphere and color of the opera 
excerpt. Kirchner’s music often has an im- 


| provisatory quality, and here he asks for 


actual improvisation. You keep your way 


| by following the waves of fast and slow. 


Paula Robison was the impressive soloist, 
flutter-tonguing, quietly inside the shim- 
mering orchestral background or grandly 
overwhelming it. 

Kirchner is not prolific, but he’s 
achieved a remarkable consistency of qual- 


| ity and texture, without repeating himself. 


Each new piece is instantly identifiable as 
his. His most recent work, Music for Cello 
and Orchestra, which ended the concert, 
was premiered by Yo-Yo Ma with the 
Philadelphia Orchestra two years ago and 
was a finalist for last year’s Pulitzer Prize. 
It’s one of Kirchner’s mellowest composi- 
tions — monolithic yet kaleidoscopic. The 
cello seems a direct projection of his pre- 


| sent voice, especially in the lamenting lyri- 
| cism that interrupts and takes over from 
| the familiar boldness and uncompromising 
| ruggedness. A Bach chorale near the end 


| evolves into an explicit quotation from 
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Mahler’s Third Symphony (the “I'll Be 
Seeing You” theme) to become one of the 
composer’s most personal utterances. An- 
dres Diaz was the vigorous, refined, and 
always heartfelt soloist. 

Then Michael Shinagel, Harvard’s dean 
of Continuing Education and the major 
behind-the-scene source of support for 
Kirchner’s indispensable series of free 
concerts, presented him with a plaque. 
The orchestra played “Happy Birthday” 
and the crowd rose to its feet. 

The BSO Chamber Players observed 
Kirchner’s birthday by playing the piece 
the BSO commissioned for its centennial, 
Music for Twelve, and the BSO itself deto- 
nated its second 1994 program with its 
first performance of his dramatic and exu- 
berant Music for Orchestra II — a piece 
that started life as a brief tribute to 
Leonard Bernstein on his 70th birthday. 
Kirchner acknowledges his assimilation of 
both Schoenberg and Stravinsky, and you 
can hear the outline of Bernstein’s most 
familiar song, “New York, New York,” be- 
fore the brash Broadway finish. 

This concert marked the Boston debut of 
one of the BSO’s two new assistant con- 
ductors, Thomas Dausgaard, from Den- 
mark, who also delivered a breathtakingly 
detailed and enthralling Sibelius Second 
Symphony. His trial by fire was the 
Rachmaninov Second Piano Concer- 
to, with pianist Lorin Hollander 
making, at the age of 48, his 
first BSO appear- 
ance in 30 years. 
Hollander has 
been suffering 
privately since ado- 
lescence from a form of 
epilepsy that attacks his 
coordination. Recently, 
these episodes have got- 
ten worse, and it was 
unclear whether he 
would be able to per- 
form at all. The BSO 
players voted to support 
him and encouraged him 
to go on. The virtuosic 
parts were a blur of 
arrhythmia. 
Dausgaard 
made a heroic 
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effort to keep the orchestra together. But 
the lyric melodies, which so often turn sac- 
charine in the wrong hands, emerged as 
deeply felt and heartbreakingly elegiac — 
painful but unforgettable musicmaking. 

Other American composers with ties to 
Boston have also been celebrated recently. 
Oboist Peggy Pearson’s richly satisfying 
concert at the Longy School featured the 
local premiere of Inner Song, another of 
the remarkable new inventions for solo in- 
strument by Elliott Carter (a Harvard 
graduate), who turned 85 last December 
and is on a roll. The punning title refers 
both to the inwardness of the music itself 
(inspired by Rilke’s line that “Words still 
peter out into what cannot be 
expressed .. .” and composed in the 
“very treasured memory” of Stefan 
Wolpe) and to its placement in the mid- 
dle of the 1992 Trilogy, for oboe and 
harp. Pearson’s velvet sound is surely © 
the most inwardly expressive of any pro- 
duced today on that instrument. 

David Hoose (Pearson’s old 
horn partner in the much-missed 
Emmanuel Wind Quintet) led 
the Cantata Singers and 
some exceptional in- 
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strumentalists (pianist Karen Harvey; the 
great sax player Kenneth Radnovsky; clar- 
inettist Bruce Creditor, another EWQ 
alum; Judith Eissenberg, Ron Lowry, and 
Henry Peyrebrune on strings; and the per- 
cussion team of Dean Anderson, John 
Grimes, James Smith, and Nancy Smith) 
in a multifarious program of American 
choral music by four Boston-based com- 
posers, living and dead, and Aaron Cop- 
land (the oft-sung — but rarely so well — 
Old American Songs). 

Irving Fine’s black-comic/nostalgic The 
Choral New Yorker (1944) shows that 
though the light verse the magazine was 

publishing in the 40s wasn’t any better 

than much of the heavy verse it’s 
publishing now, it was at least 
more musical. Seymour 
Shifrin’s Odes of Shang 
(1962), an exquisitely percus- 
sive and hieratic setting of 
Pound’s Confucius translations, 

made a vivid contrast. 
Earl Kim’s Some Thoughts 
on Keats and Coleridge, in 
memory of Roger Sessions 
(1990), is one of his loveli- 
est pieces, a cappella, dic- 
tion-friendly, and with 
melodies approaching pop 
prettiness. The Flower-Fed 
Buffaloes (1978) may be John 
Harbison’s first major piece in 
his “real” voice. He responds to 
Judge Learned Hand’s “The Spirit 
of Liberty” by setting moving poems 
by Vachel Lindsay (far above his 
much-anthologized experiment in rhythm, 
“The Congo”), Gary Snyder, Hart Crane, 
and Michael Fried — now in elevated style, 
now with jazzy innuendo (with suggestive 
allusions to pop tunes). The poems and the 
music are haunted by the loss of the Ameri- 
can frontier, the American spirit. Baritone 
David Kravitz sang and speaker Frank Enos 
recited with forthright dignity, and Hoose 
held it all together with admirable precision 
and passion, unthawing all these American 
classics from the January deep freeze. QO

**x*1/2 Les Arbuckle, NO 
MORE NO LES (Audioquest). 
Certain elements of bebop may be 
dated, but others — melodic solo- 
ing, tight phrasing, and the ability 
to swing — remain timeless. 
Boston-based tenor-sax player 
Les Arbuckle has all three talents 
in abundance. Although the covers 
include a wonderful sleigh-ride 
version of Cole Porter’s “It’s All 
Right with Me” and a powerhouse 


| reading of Fred Hibbard’s seldom 


heard “Blue Ridge,” it’s the origi- 
nals that are most impressive. 
“Prelude and Groove” follows the 
blueprint of the title perfectly, 
showcasing Arbuckle’s ability to 
back off and work the funky flow 
laid down by bassist Cecil McBee 
and drummer John Ramsay. The 
titlé cut offers a Coltrane-ish head, 
and the bop conversation between 
Arbuckle and pianist Kenny Barron 
is always lively and interesting. 
“Real Surf Music” explores the 
California native’s other lifelong 
passion, with Barron borrowing 
some rhythmic patterns from 
Ahmad Jamal to help Arbuckle 
ride the solo waves. This is an 
overdue and welcome debut.

| ‘kee Lee Morgan, EXPOOBI- 


DENT (VeeJay). The vintage 
VeeJay label, with its hefty bop 
roster, is back. The reissue cata- 
logue includes pianist Wynton 
Kelly, singer Bill Henderson, saxo- 
phonist Frank Strozier, drummer 
Louis Hayes, and this 1960 Lee 
Morgan quintet date. Morgan plays 
sharp and bright: open or muted, 
he grabs a pungent chorus or two 
and moves on. Also on the date is 
Chicago pianist Eddie Higgins, 
whose clear-cut ideas and writing 
skills show well here (two takes of 
the title track). Clifford Jordan 
plays lean tenor and writes two 
brief goodies with lots of interplay 
(“Lost and Found” and “The 
Hearing.”) And with VeeJay’s 
clean, understated production 
(uncharacteristic for bop records of 
the era), Art Blakey has his own 
big, firm drum sound — not some 
engineer’s Wagnerian dream of it.

*x*x* Graham Parker, LIVE 
ALONE: DISCOVERING JAPAN 
(Demon). With no major-label deal 
and no apparent plans to return to 
the studio, Graham Parker is get- 
ting a second wind as a live per- 
former. Last fall he hit the Para- 
dise with a hopped-up bar band, 
did mostly old songs, and sounded 
more spirited than he has since 
the Rumour broke up. 

This easily found import CD (on 
the label co-owned by Elvis 
Costello) is the other side of the 
story, with a solo acoustic Parker 
playing mostly newer songs. It's far 
livelier and more confident than 
1988's Live Alone in America. 
Parker makes better use of his lim- 
ited guitar skills and does new 
arrangements of a few oldies, 
including “Mercury Poisoning,” a 
still-funny rant about the first label 
that done him wrong. Five songs 
come from his last studio album, 
the lackluster Burning Questions, 
and all are improvements. The stu- 
dio version of “Long Stem Rose” 














featured a string quartet and sound- 
ed syrupy; here it's kept simple and 
warm. He also squeezes some new 
tenderness out of reggae’s most 
overplayed song, Bob Marley’s “No 
Woman, No Cry.” But the album's 
other cover, “Sweet 16” has soul to 
spare — and Billy Idol wrote it. Talk 
about feats of alchemy.

**x* Bob Evans, JERSEY BAR- 
RIER (Skeene!). Named after a 
brand of breakfast sausage that’s 


popular in the Midwest, Boston’s 


Bob Evans make the most of 
Husker Di’'s reliable recipe for post- 
hardcore punky pop. Jersey Barrier, 


the trio’s second full-length album 
on Minneapolis's Skeene! Records, 


has an appealing rough-around- 
the-edges dynamic that comple- 
ments the raw emotional content. 
Singer/guitarist Dave Gloshinski 
wraps earnest, emotionally charged 
vocals in black sheets of tuneful 


distortion, bassist Andrew Keslin 
churns out a gritty stream of melod- 
ic rumblings, and drummer Brian 
O'Neill provides the brawny, Moving 
Targets—style rhythmic support. 


The band reveal their hardcore 


roots on a couple of thrash-orient- 
ed rockers (“Cactus Finger” and 
“Ayer’), but like latter-day Hisker 
offerings, Jersey Barrier heads off 


in more promising, expressive 


directions. Fragmented guitar 


chords and a slow, disjointed drum 
beat underpin the melancholy 
despair of “Gill Net,” a cathartic 
reflection on incest trauma that 
builds into a satisfyingly noisy cli- 
max. “Oscar” deals with another 
uplifting topic — suicide. Like “Gill 
Net,” it benefits from Gloshinski’s 
interplay with guest vocalist Bar- 
bara Brousal, using cutting imagery 
and an ever-intensifying sonic bar- 
rage to blast through the despair.

**x Jamal-ski, ROUGHNECK 
REALITY (Columbia). A former 
member of KRS-One’s now- 
defunct Boogie Down Productions, 
Jamal-ski tries to combine the 
hard hip-hop vibe of his New York 
upbringing with the distinctive lyri- 
cal flow of dancehall reggae. 
Chatting in the lightning-quick 
style popularized several years 
ago by Jamaican DJs like Papa 
San, Jamal-ski is a ragamuffin 
wanna-be who tries hard but can- 
not overcome his lack of skills. 
“African Border” is an improbable

who suffers a lack of skills. 


mishmash of gangsta expressions 
(“Pump! Pump!”) and cultural 
incantations about the holy trinity 
and Jah Rastafari. Generous help- 
ings of generic rap beat back 
endless (and gbvious) dancehall 
samples. Final nails in the coffin: 
“Akbar’s Groove,” a laughable 
hardcore hip-hop attempt featuring 
rapper (I'm not making this up) 
Akbar the AK-47, and “Poom 
Poom,” Jamal-ski’s sensitive trib- 
ute to female genitalia (“Eat it like 
ice cream, chew it like steak”).

**1/2 Gutter, THE GOOD LIFE 
(D-Fi). In a half-hour, Gutter deliver 
five songs (plus a remix) of gothic, 
manic-depressive gloom derailed 
by low, scorching guitar chugs, 
stark, hectic rhythms, and the 
pseudo-industrial clatter of a world 
on the edge of collapse. The 
brooding, hypnotic vocals of David 
Harden (formerly of Cxema, as is 
drummer Danny Lee) tiptoe the 
line between defiance and resigna- 
tion as they lament being “Born in 
America, bored in America.” When 
he intones, “It’s no use telling me. 
I’m my own worst enemy,” it’s a 
surrender and a warning. 

Although Harden’s bleak visions 
rarely extend beyond typical 
Generation X fare — alienation, 
distrust, betrayal, apathy — his 
sentiments are borne out in tex- 
tured, densely layered sonic land- 
scapes that blister, hiss, and sput- 
ter menacingly one moment, then 
drift atmospherically the next. It’s 
convincing — from the sinewy hook 
sandwiched in the surprisingly pret- 
ty “Say the Word” and the claustro- 
phobic tension on “Promise” to the 
cathartic, Trent Reznor-—esque 
techno-thrash of “Braindead.”

** Various, NEW FACES (Sire). 
House music remains basically a 
club kids’ cult taste, which means 
its dissemination to a mass audi- 
ence goes farthest in compilations. 
Unfortunately the performers com- 
piled here rarely rise above the 
generic. Subliminal NY present a 
flat-toned, deadbeat version of 
hip-house. Doubleplusgood run 
their bland pop melodies through 
the merely penumbral side effects 
of techno. Even Jose & Luis, 
whose memorials to late Paris /s 
Burning night queen Angie 
Xtravaganza would lead the buyer 
to expect some outrageously flam- 


boyant vogueing music, sound a 
shade too jaded to excite an after- 
midnight. Their beats don’t glide 
— they clunk. 

But who cares about the compi- 
lation’s disappointments when 
there’s a great new soulful house 
diva on hand. The three fluidly 
sensuous flights of fanciful ecstasy 
that Dacia Palmer of La Casa 
sings stand up to Robin S at her 
most vermilion, and the roaring 
beats she gets from producers 
Safire and Tommy Page create a 
luxurious sexual frenzy bested in 
current club taste only by Florida’s 
Murk productions.

* 1/2 God Street Wine, WHO’S 
DRIVING (Dietetic Music). This 
band from Burlington, Vermont, 
are usually associated with the 
neo-hippie dance movement, and 
Who's Driving does little to change 
that perception. The performances 
on this live album make it clear 
God Street Wine have been swig- 
ging the watered-down mythos of 
60s and ’70s rock. 

Many of the tunes reveal an 
Allman Brothers influence. “Hollow 
Frog” comes across as ersatz 
Doors (keyboardist Jon Bevo 
recites haiku with ludicrous Lizard 
King intonations). In a nod to eth- 
nic diversity, “Feel the Pressure” is 
based on a P-Funk-style groove. 
All five members contribute vocal 
work, and the disc offers some 
impressive singing. But by and 
large, the songs are subverted to 
the cause of endless instrumental 
boogie. Half the eight cuts exceed 
the nine-minute mark, and in this 
case, more is definitely less.

* *1/2 Modern Mandolin Quar- 
tet, PAN-AMERICAN JOURNEYS 
(Windham Hill). The mandolin 
quartet is as distinctively American 
as the banjo: early this century, 
American luthiers redesigned the 
instrument from a little bowl- 
backed Italian lute to its present 
versatile flat-backed shape, and 
they built it in assorted sizes. 
Mandolin ensembles proliferated, 
playing both popular songs and 
imported classical scores, but for 
plucked rather than bowed. strings. 

Mike Marshall and his col- 
leagues in the Modern Mandolin 
Quartet aim to restore the form to 
prominence. With this CD they're 
also trying to establish a New 
World repertoire, choosing compo- | 
sitions not only from the United 
States but from Cuba, Brazil, and 
Argentina. Standout cuts include 
Cuban Leo Brouwer’s “Berceuse” 
and “Ojos Brujos,” harmonically 
lush adaptations of Cuban folk 
tunes, and Astor Piazzolla’s sultry 
“Four, for Tango” (originally written 
for the Kronos String Quartet) and 
“Elements !V" by Utah composer 
Tully Cathey, both of which exploit 
the plectrum tremolo and sonorous 
open strings of the mandolin fami- 
ly. Their precise arrangements of 
Gershwin’s three piano preludes 
are charming, pure Americana. 

But this CD should have been 
better. Tom Miller, American afi- 
cionadec cf Trinidadian music, 
didn’t have enough confidence in 
the Caribbean rhythms of “Re- 
donda” not to write in his own 
steel-drum part, thereby making it 
sound gimmicky. And it’s a pity 
they couldn't find any music of the 
Andes to play, with the mandolins 
simulating the burr of charangos.

(1993). The Addamses are a 
nuclear family even the Quayles 
could love.

***1/2 FAREWELL MY CON- 
CUBINE (1993). This Cannes 
Golden Palm winner by Chen 
Kaige is a pop epic, dense, dizzy- 
ing, intoxicating, and messy, at 
once brutally candid and hope- 
lessly romantic. It covers Chinese 
history from the 1920s to the 
1970s, as experienced by Dieyi 
(Leslie Cheung) and Xiaolou 
(Zhang Fengyi), lifelong friends 
who are the stars of a Peking 
Opera troupe. The film takes its 
title from the pair’s signature 
opera, in which Dieyi is a concu- 
bine who'd rather die than leave 
the side of the fallen king, Xiaolou. 
Off stage, the situation is as des- 
perate: Dieyi has an unrequited 
crush on Xiaolou, who falls in love 
instead with the prostitute Juxian 
(Gong Li). Mixed with this ménage 
is constant political strife, Peking 
Opera’s demise, and questions 
about how high-art is achieved — 
Dieyi and Xiaolou must survive 
torture to create it. As director 
Chen has found in the censoring 
of his films by the Chinese govern- 
ment, Farewell suggests ruefully 
that art is inextricably bound to 
history and politics.

(1993). Steven Spielberg has put 
aside childish things — fantasy, 
sentimentality, special effects — 
and confronted the demons and 
desires that have lingered beneath 
some of the slickest and most suc- 
cessful entertainments in cinema. 
Here he does not pose salvation in 
the heavens or evil in the depths; 
he’s located both in the human 
heart and in a historical reality. 
The screenplay, an adaptation by 
Steven Zaillian of Thomas Keneal- 
ly’s book, is the true story of Oskar 
Schindler (Liam Neeson), the 
opportunistic capitalist and Nazi 
Party member who metamor- 
phosed into one of the greatest 
humanitarian heroes of World War 
ll: his “list” is a compilation of the 
names of 1100 Jewish laborers 
ransomed from Hitler’s Final 
Solution. Beside Schindler for 
much of the film are either Itzhak 
Stern (Ben Kingsley), his financial 
and spiritual accountant, or Amon 
Goeth (Ralph Fiennes), a genial 
monster who rules his labor camp 
with a cruelty that is both capri- 
cious and methodical; Goeth | 
allows Schindler to come to grips 
with his inner beast, even as Stern 
evokes his inner angel. The devel- 
opment of these three is coordi- 
nated with the terrifying trials of 
the Jewish prisoners. “The list is 
life,” says Stern. “Beyond the list is | 
the void.” This film reckons with 
both those enormities, life and the 
void, examining with unearthly 
restraint, detachment, pathos, and 
zeal the ultimate horror, the 
Holocaust. The result is one of the 
greatest films made on the sub- 
ject.

* x x SHADOWLANDS (1993). 
Directed with uncharacteristic 
restraint by Richard Attenborough, 
and featuring Anthony Hopkins in

for loss, grief, and a good cry. Set 
in Oxford in 1952, it’s the true 
story of C.S. “Jack” Lewis (Hop- | 
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kins), already an established liter- 
ary personality, and Joy Gresham

who is a prize-winning poet her- 
self. Triumphing over Jack’s prac- 
ticed bachelorhood and Joy’s life 
in the States, the two marry — but 
there’s tragedy ahead. As Joy dies 
of cancer (for too long: about haif 
the movie), the film brings to light 
Jack’s emotions, and their 
sources, in a manner made con- 
vincing by Hopkins’s piercing per- 
formance. Winger is often superb 
too — particularly when engaged 
in funny and intellectually chal- 
lenging conversations with her 
mate. Ultimately, this tearjerker 
threatens to sink to the level of 
Terms of Endearment, except that 
Attenborough never lets the film 
relax into platitudes. As his wife 
dies, Jack learns that the meaning 
of pain is unknowable; it must be 
borne, that’s all.

***1/2 SHORT CUTS (1993). 
Director and co-screenwriter (with 
Frank Barhydt) Robert Altman has 
thoroughly Altmanized nine short 
stories and one poem by Ray- 
mond Carver, weaving them into a 
three-hour-plus funky fugue of 22 
lives. The result is brilliant, frus- 
trating, and outrageous; it ex- 
plodes Carver’s homespun haiku 
with perverse and puckish inven- 
tion.

Andie MacDowell and. Bruce 
Davison are parents to a little boy 
hit by Tomlin’s car; Matthew 
Modine is the doctor who treats 
the boy; Jack Lemmon is Davi- 
son’s father.
